London, Juno Ifl— The meeUng of 
tlie Kniperor of Rnssia and tbe Em- 
pcrur of Germany In Pltklpas Bay will 
be couuterbahinced by the prcaence of 
a party composed of Inlluentlal mem- 
bers of the Russian duma In England 
for the next fortnight, and the vl.Mlt 
to King Edward by the Russian Eni- 
peror during the C'owes reyutta. Tliis 
Is the second excursion of Rus.sian.s 
to England, a party coiniiosed of mem- 
bers of the llrst dunia, eoniins hero 
in lOOO, when the emperor dlHsolved 
that body, us tho guests of the mem- 
bers of parliament. 

Whereas the first delegatlofc em- 
braced members . -with revolutionary 
tendencies. The coming visitors re- 
present the more conservative fac- 
tions of the Russian government, and 
will practically bo the guests of the 
nation. Mr. KhomyaUoff, president of 
tho duma and Prince Peter Troubots- 
koy will head the delegation, which 
(•oiisLsts of live niomber.s of tho coun- 
cil of the empire and 15 deputies. An 
elaborate i)rograninie has been pre- 
pared for their entertainment, which 
includes a reception by the king. 

This delegation will bo welcomed by 
everyone, but it is not likely that thero 
win be much enthusiasm over the visit 
of Emperor Nicholas. The time has 
not arrived for the Russian ruler, 
whom many Engllslinion still regard 
as a tyrant, to come to London with- 
out danger of ln.sults. The fact that 
tho Emperor's meeting with the Kingr 
takes places at Cowos probably will 
save unplcsant incidents. 

Tho labor party la organizing a 
meeting of protest to bo held in 
Trafalgar Squsiro on July 18, James 
Keir Hardie; the Independent member 
of pdrllaiioe^t, at„a labot demonstra- 
tion at' Durham ''today bitterly de- 
nounced the government for holding 
out the hand of friendship to the Em- 
peror of Russia, who, he said, "is so 
loathed in this country ,that ho dare 
not set foot on British soil. ITo would 
bo hissed, in the streets, if ho ap- 
peared in public," continued Mr. 
Hardie. 

The socialist member of the house 
of commons, Victor Grayson, address- 
ing his constituents at Colne Valley 
this evening,- said: "I am glad that 
Russian MOloch, tho ISmperor will 
be six miles out of the danger zone, 
when he comes to England, I would 
count It a disgrace to the traditions 
of this country to Introduce that loath- 
some iier.son into oin- llf(\ If ilie Rus- 
sian Emperor nuist be allowed to llvo 
ho must keep to his own shores."

It can be stated on high- authority, 
both Russlah and Germans :;;Uwt, the 
general Uno/Of Russia's pollcj'-remalna 
the same as before the interview, and 
that Russia's position •wlth.jregard to 
Great Britain is tmohangod. The slg- 
nillcance of the meeting is found 
principally In the reiteration ot tho 
assurance previously expressed as the 
Russian otRctal view that friendship 
for England' does not involve a break 
In the good relations with Germany, 
and In the dellnitb IndlcaUon that Rus- 
sia will not bo swept^into an anti- 
German policy which threatened 
in several crises. 

Both tho German and Russhm ro- 
presentetives are exceedingly reticent 
in making references to the situation, 
but it seems that the discussions were 
of a general nature, not involving 
specific decisions. The extended con- 
versation which Emperor William and 
M. Stolypin, the Russian Premier, had 
togetlier attracted more attention than 
any other cv^nt of the nie<^tlng. The 
German Emperor evidently was greatly 
attracted by JL Stolypin, and the Pro- 
mlor, since his return, has spoken en- 
thusiastically of the sincerity and 
breadth of view of tho German mon- 
arch. 

The firing upon the British steamer 
Woodburn by a Russian warship has 
caused great regret.

to the wood pulp paragrapli of the tar- 
iff bill, If It shall be agreed to. As 
soon as the senate hail for Ihi; time 
disposed of tlie income tax auestlon at 
the beginning of today's session. Sen- 
ator Al'.hicli presented tho committee's 
amendment on pulp. 

Tho house bill provides a graduated 
scale of duty for tho various kinds of 
pulp whOn Imijortcd from countrloa 
making an export charge, but admits 
free of duty mechanically ground pulp 
coming" from a country In which no 
such charge' is made. The senate's 
substitute accepts the house provision, 
tout adds a proviso intended to be a 
response to tho l-econtly announced 
decision of Canada not to permit tho 
further oxi)ortation of logs from that 
country, the evident Intention being 
to compel tlio manufacture of such 
logs in the region of their origin. 

Following Is tho text of tho commit- 
teo's proviso: "That in case any 
country, dependency, province, or sub- 
division thereof, shall forbid, directly 
or Indirectly, tho exportation of any 
wood pulp, logs or wood for use In the 
manufacture of wood pulp, an addi- 
tional duty equal to the rates of du- 
ties Imposed by tl^is paragraph upon 
wood pulp shall .boV|ii>ppse4-;Upon any 
wood pulp lmported',iroin''fluch coun- 

The amwftinent'iwas not' pressed at 
the'tinie Uv.\*raa isfeaehted, as several 
senatora expressed a desire for time 
to give,' it conslaeration' betoro voting 
bh It; Sehator Clapp 'briefly expressed 
the opinion that the retaliatory re- 
strictions proposed by the amendment 
would unfavora'bly affect tho United 
States by causing a higher price of 
paper. 

Mr. Aldrich declared that the pro 
vision was only Intended to apply i 
higher duty on paper exported frO'm 
Canada to the United States In case 
that country should forbid tho expor- 
tation of logs and wood pulp. 

Upon motion of Mr. Aldrich tho 
print p.apor .schedule was further 
amended so as to reduce from six 
tenths of one cent to a half cent per 
pound, the duty provided by the house 
on paper worth from 3 to 4 cents " 
potind.

STILL MYSTERY 



Parents Refuse to Positively 
Identify Body as That 
of Daughter 



Vancouver, June 19.— The engine and 
tender of Great Northern train No 
^71 left tho tracks on the New West- 
minster side of the Eraser river bridge 
about 2;5t) o'clock this afternoon and 
plunged into tho tide. A sound of 
seething water was heard as the big 
locomotive went to the bottom. Though 
the train was tr.avellng slowly, th 
engine failed to take the points a 
the curve, or the switcli had been leU 
open. Tho locomotive left the tracks 
and pulled the train along with It for 
some distance, smashing the wood 
work and twisting the steel rails 

At the junction iioint ot tho tracks 
to Nev.' Westminster and Vancouver 
the immersion occurred. There th 
water is deep and no trace of the 
engine could be seen. George Zi 
weld, the engineer, and the flremiin 
an extra man who had Just gone on 
the run, and whoso name was un- 
known to the trainmen, were drowned 

The train, according to witness 
of tho accld'-nt, was tr.avellng at Its 
usual rate of .speed across tho bridge 
when she struck the half open switch. 
The points of the switch wore broken 
and the engine and tender wore de- 
railed. 1'he engineer reversed his en- 
gine and applied tlie air brakes, but 
tlie momentum Of the train carried 
it along until the engine plunged 
down tho open space. 

The mall clerk in the front of the 
baggage car felt 'the ,1ar .as tho air 
brakes were applied, and looking out 
of tho doorway saw the Impending 
danger, l''earing that the whole train 
would be plunged into the river, he 
.shouted to thu llreman and jumped 
on the bridge. He was uninjured, ex- 
ceiit for a few bruises. 'J'ho engineer 
and llrenian did not have an opportun- 
ity of Jumping. 

Some boys near tho brWgo saw the 
accident and at once put' but; in : a 
small boat. ~ They succeeded"'lri re- 
covering the coat, cap and order book 
of the engineer. No trace was found 
of tbe bodies of the engineer and fire- 
man, and it la supposed that they 
\vere caught In the cab of the engine. 
The baggage and mall ear was de- 
railed and stopped not ten feet from 
the point whero tho engine made Its 
plunge,

■■Agitators have been at work among 
tliem, and last winter, 'when the agi- 
tation wu.s at Its height, a threatened 
oiitliri'uk was narrowly averted by the 
Indian agent procuring telegrams, 
reading tlicm to the Indians, promising 
that a commission from Ottawa would 
arrive by tho first steamer In May, and 
that all their grievances would bo 
amicably settled. No commission has 
yet arrived. 

"At that time Big Frank, one of their 
braves, was arrested for some offence 
and thrown Into Jail at Hazelton. The 
report of his arrest soon spread among 
tlie tribes, and as It only needed somo 
such move to start an uprising, they 
were quickly up In arms. Runners 
brought In word to Hazelton that In- 
dians were gratherlng to make an at- 
tack upon the town, and preparations 
were at once begun to defend the ploce 
and piDtect the handful ot whites re- 
siding there during tlie winter months. 
Rille pits wore duff, barricades hastily 
erected, and all made ready to with- 
stand .sicKO. Two days later Big Frank 
broke from jail and escaped. 

"AVlilie making Ills way buck to the 
reserve It i.-: reported that lie met his 
people marehiuK on Ua^clton, but a 
council of war was held, and he suc- 
ceeded in persuading them to return 
to the reserve." 

At tlie ferry cm Kispiox river, a few 
miles above Mazelton. notices written 
by Indians have been posted on frees 
near tlie ferr,\- crossing, forbidding 
whites from erossinc: the river, and the 
Indian f(!rrynian. who has run the boat 
for ^•p.^rK, has been withdrawn by the 
Xndlnns. 

"Xn white man must rross this 
liver," "Xo white man or white man'.s 
horse must cross this river," and sev- 
eral other notices with similar reading 
on trees uUiuk the river bank show 
plainly the stand the Indians are tak- 
ing. nei)orts have .-ilsn reached hero 
that two \iiiite settlers near Klt-Wan- 
ria.. on the Skeena river, have been 
driven from tli. ir land and fon-ed to 
quit the country liy Indians ;irme(l with 
rides from tile reser\-o at that point. 
The men am threatened with .shooting 
If they returned.

SMITH'S HILL RESERVOIR. 

It n quires sotne courage for a 
lirivato LiUz.Mi to write the letter 
which Mr; AV. H. LaiiKloy has sent us 
and we print this morning. Only a 
strong .son.se of public duty could have 
letl hini to do so. Mr. Langley is not 
the first person to direct attention to 
the subject matter of liis letter, and 
we had intended to mention it lu'iore 
the reservoir wa.s tilled. To interlere 
in any public undertaking simply on 
the score oC eautlon is always an un- 
pleasant tiiluK to do, for it exposoa 
eiie to criticism and to an imputa- 
tion of (luestionable motives. Since 
receiving Mr. Langley's letter the sub- 
ject of it was mentioned to a leading 
Victoria citizen, wiio said tliat tile year 
before tlu- (lr.'adl'\d I'oint I':nicc acci- 
dent he stood Willi a friend watchinK 
a car cross the bridge and noted tliat 
It shook under the load. His friend 
said: "That bridge will (lr(jwn some 
one \-et." I'rolialily if citlier oi: them 
had written to the jiapers expressing 
that opinion, he would have been ac- 
cused of being: meddlesome. There are 
those who will say that of Mr. LanK- 
ley for liavint; wi'ittcn hi.s letter, and 
of the Colonist for liavlng commented 
upon it, but now appears to be tho 
time to speak on this question if It is 
to he spoken of at all. 

To susKCSt that there shnuld lie an 
expert examination of the worl; l)erore 
the reservoir Is lUled with water is not 
to reflect upon those who have luul 
the work of construction in charge, if 
the work had been ilone by contractors 
we do not Imagine it would be taken 
over by tho city until the be.'^i expert 
opinion had been taken as to the man- 
ner In which the W(u-k had been done, 
and the sulllciency of tlie structure In 
every respect lor the purposes for 
Which It was intendc-". and It is not 
unreasonable to sjuggost that a similar 
course ought to be taken, when the 
city has done the work itself. We do 
not profess to have any technical 
knowledge of the (luestion nor do we 
suppose any member of the city coun- 
cil has such knowledge. The city 
authorities has been governed by tho 
advice of the engineer according to 
whoso plqns and under whose super- 
vision the work haa been doni'. It is 
not good business to accept the worlv 
as sufficient on such advice. The cost 
of the undertaking Is the smallest con- 
sideration in the case. The principal 
thing to Ije taken Into account i.s 
whether tlie walls of the reservoir are 
strong enough to resist the pressure 
of scores of thousands of tons of 
water. We have no opinion to express 
on the point, for anytinng that wo 
miglit venture on that subject would 
be of no value; we can only spealt 
on the business aspect of the case as 
it is involved in an expert examina- 
tion of the work Ijetore it is lilled with 
water. Possibly it might be loo late 
afterwards.

We have before us a copy of the 
Fraser Valley Hecord. which is the 
lirst issue of the tliird v.ilunie of that 
p^per.

The part played by a country paper 
In developing a healthy tone of iiubllc 
sentiment, in criconraging llio.si' who 
are laboring to build up the comiiiun- 
ity, in making known the advantages 
of the locality which supports it, can 
liardly be (>.stlniated, because it is In- 
direct.

We confess 
to Kreat surprise at this exhibition of 
Iirn\ iiu'i,ili.-;ni. It is almost enough to 
niake (jiie despair of the future of tho 
country. 

"The founding of Prince Rupert" is 
an event of International Importance 

It is tlie beginning of a city which will 
before many years have a population 
of tens of thousands, a city which will 
furnish a market annually for mllllon.s 
of dollars' worth of the products of On- 
tario's factories, a city wliich even Its 
rivals concede will play a very import- 
ant part in tlie development of tho 
Northwest Coast of Canada, and yet to 
the leading L/Iberal newspaper It has 
not as much meaning as the establish- 
monl of a town in the forests of norlh- 
ern Ontario, and to a prominent Con- 
servative paper It Is only tho culmina- 
tion of "a transcontinental humbug." 
The AVest has been developed too fast 
to suit .the Peterborough ijaper. Now 
the West has not been developed any 
faster than its merits warranted, so 
that the Kovlew substantially takes the 
position that Canada is too great, its 
attractions to settlers are too strong, its 
Ijrogress ton rapid. The great advance 
whicli the D(miinion has been makln.s' 
must be stopped, because, forsooih, in 
the opinion of the Review, the value of 
Ontario farms Is depreciating on ac- 
count of the call of the v. heat llelds of 
the West. Provincialism, like politics, 
makes strange bed-fellows. We were 
prepared for almost anything, but to 
see the Toronto Globe belittling the 
slgnlflcance of the founding of the 
great northern terminal and to have 
its \-iews (indorsed by the Peterborough 
Ill-view, and used as an argument 
against the Laurler administration, is 
very much of a surprise. Speaking as 
far as It may for the Conservatives of 
P.rltlsh Columbia, the Colonist Siiys 
without hesitation that, notwithstand- 
ing their dissent from the Liberal 
policy as exemplified In the Grand 
Trunk Pacific contract and their dis- 
approval of the manner in which the 
government has carried nut its part of 
the agreement, they see In the cm- 
struclion of that railway and in "the 
founding of Prince Rupert" the dawn 
of a new era of prosperity and progress 
for Canada.

Recently a negro porter of n Pullman 

car was arrested iiml imprisoned on a 
charge of larceny, whieli uas found to 
be unfounded and on his acpiital he 
brought an action for false Imprison- 
ment.. The damages were laid at $10,- 
000, and the Jury awarded JL'.SnO, whiedi 
most persons would tbinl; a very mod- 
erate verdict. The railway company 
which was the defendant, applied to the 
court for a reduction of damages, and 
the court, holding- the amount to be ex- 
cessive, reduced it to $.'iOii, Tlu^ case 
was appealed and the decision was 
sustained. The only ground taken was 
that while $2,500 might be reasonable 
In tho case of a white man, it was 
unriasonablc In the case of a negro. 
This decision was not given in a 
Southern State, but In the enlightened 
Commonwealth of Xew York. It seems 
an astonishing thing' that In a country 
whorb tlie Constitution stipulates for 
■perfectlj- eciuallty, an aiipellate court 
should draw siudi a distinction because 
of the color of a man's akin. A more 
Iniquitous riillng can hardly be Im- 
agined. Wo can understand that a jury 
in awarding damages might properly 
lake Into account a man's soc'ial posi- 
tion; but for il court to declare the 
law. to lie that a black man coidd not 
lie liidemiiilied more than i;,"! per cent 
of what a white man might suffer un- 
der similar circumstances Is a disgrace 
to civilization.

The details of the 
sclienie have not yet been considered 
at length, and the project Is as yet 
more or less iiidelinite. A draft by-law 
is now in course of preparation, and 
will come before the council at an early 
date. 

Tlie special committee recently ap- 
pointed by the council to consider 
Alderman Bishop's civic service by-law 
and llx the remuneration which em- 
ployees shall enjoy and how such em- 
ployees shall be classified, is now at 
work, and will report to the council 
in a short time.

Winning Jockey Brooks Pre- 
sented With Cup and Then 
Proceeds to Two More

In spite of the fact that the Ballant 
bay colt was held as an outsider in 
the betting and carried but little 
money, his victory was well received, 
and his triumphant rider was heartily 
cheered.

I'"\illv 10,000 persanw witnessed, the 
running of the event, composing per- 
haps the largest crowd that has ever 
been assembled In this city. The 
grandstand was filled to its capaclt>- 
and there was scarcely standing room 
on the board walk. lluiidre<is of 
automobiles, tnllyhoH and carriages 
lined the approaches lo the course. 
Lieutenant-Governor Dunsmulr was 
present and the remainder of the 
boxes were occupied by lieautifully 
gowned women and gay parties of 
jileasure seekers. The weather was 
Ideal and the condition of the track 
perfect. The pavilion. Judges' stand 
and private loges were prettily decor- 
ated in honor of the occasion. 

Start Best Yet.

idace. The speedy Kontloose was the 
first to start but rapidly dropped Inlo 
the rut, making way for Roy Junior, 
which strode <iuickly into the lead. 
The llrst time past the stand, the colt 
from the Stockton Ranch stables 
brought the spectators to their feet 
with a remaritable burst of speed 
which carried him two lengths ahead 
of the flying neld. I^^rench Cook was 
running easily but In litth place, and 
gave no indication of the feat he was 
later to perform, (in tlie turn past 
the three-quarter iiole, ( )c-->an Queen 
began to come from behind and it 
looked for a moment as though the 
thousands of dollars which had been 
wagered on her chances were well in- 
vested. 

Fifty yards before the turn home

Jockey ?.Iclntyre jnade a frantic 
offort to overtake the tleet- footed 
winner but the masterful riding of 
Brooks could not be discounted in the 
few yards to the wire. Ocean Queen 
closed like a Hash l)Ut I'reneli Cook 
gailojied past the Judges' stand a 
Jengtli and a half In Irimt. Sil\-er 
Kniglit made an astonishing liiiish 
and came but a head short of nci.-^inK 
Ocean Queen out of seciuul Imnors. 
The time for the mile and one-eighth 
was 1;57 :!-;", one-lifth of a second 
faster than the track record estab- 
lished by Goldway.

Some of the mcK;uit;es received yes- 
terday had been delaj ed from twonty- 
four "to thirty-plx hours, owing to the 
forest flrea wliloh burned tlie land tele- 
graph line Ijetwecn St. Michael ana 
Fort Gibbon. Men were sent out ut 
once to get a temporary line working 
and in this they were successful. Dur- 
ing Thursday night' only a few stray 
messages were received, nio.st of iliese 
having 'been sent from St. Michael by 
wireless. During part of yesterday 
communication with St. Michael was 
more or less interrupted but last night 
the lines were workint; well. 

Ohio in Port 

A special dispatch arriving last night 
states that the Ohio reached JS'onie in 
good condition yesterday and would 
leave last night for St. Michael, The 
Edith aud Olympla are dlschorglng at 
St. Michael. Newa of the Sun Mateo's 
arrival waa received by the Schubach- 
HanjUton Steamship conipuny and it 
was a welcome message as noiiiing had 
been heard of this steamer .•jliiee she 
left Seattle early on May 30. She has 
a va^uable cargo and being without 
wirolesa was at a disadvantage, com- 
pared with some of the otliors. 

The same company received a mes- 
sage from C. H. lla^iilton at Nome an- 
nouncing that the steamer St, Croix, 
had sailed from St. Michael at 9 o'clock 
Wednesday night. The St. Croix was 
delayed three days at the mouth of the 
•Yukon. It Is believed that t!>c river 
I'leet has linal.-y reached St. Michael. 

The Alaska Slearaslilp Company's 
message stated that its steamer Ulym- 
pia had reached Xome at 1 o'clock 
Thursday morning anil that she is not 
seriously Injured. The Olympla was 
previously reported In the lee witli her 
foropeak full of water. Tho Mer- 
chants' Exchange received word that 
the Umatilla had made port at 7 p.m. 
Thursdav. Tho Umatilla was previous- 
ly reported in tho lc(^ off Capo Roman- 
off, but the earlier cable said that sho 
was expected in Nome Wednesday. Tho 
Ohio and San Mateo, were,.thB last to 
get out of the Ice. The Umatilla Is out 
from San Francisco, but all the others 
of the fleet were dispatched from Se- 
attle. 

A cfibla from Nome says that 'the es- 
timated gold output of last ■vvlriter's 
work will reach $2,000,009. The etoam- 
cr Victoria, first into Noipe and duo 
again In Seattle Sunday, is bringing 
about $500,000, while the Senator left 
with $700,000. 

Thetis In lee 

Cables of Jun(^ IC received yesterday, 
report the revenue cutter Tlietis im- 
prisoned in a big ice floe elglit miles 
from Nome with the Ohio and Olympla, 
The latter dispatches do not announce 
the arrival of the Thetis, but it Is be- 
lieved she Is now In Numi' ;ik the others 
succeeded in making their way through 
tlie ice. The cables also mention the 
Corwln, which was previously reported 
arriving at Nome May aS. It is thought 
that after discharging she returned 
into Bering Sea to assist the other 
steamers In and with the fleet was 
held in- the floes for several days. 

Yesterday's dispatches were good 
news to local shipping Interests as 
some anxiety was folt for the ships 
Imprisoned in the Ice. Not only were 
tho owners pleased to hear of their ar- 
rival, ljut shippers were happy to learn 
that their cargoes were at their destin- 
ation undamaged.

iMoiJcrn tradition and rlsrld conven- 
tion have ruled stage productions for 
so many soasonti that any departure 
from existing- conditions is calculated 
to confuBO an fiudlonoo. Kar that rea- 
son it may be well to call tlio atten- 
tion of the readers of this department 
to so-called pocuUarltlcs in the con- 
struction of "Tho Servant In the 
House," to be scon in tills city tomor- 
row night.

Damn foolish, 1 call it, 
don't you?" 

"Yes," replies the Hindu, quietly;

W'e touched at New .\lb(M-ni as our lirst port 
where 1 veiUured to land, and there 1 met 
Richard J. Jkirde, the able editor of The .Xlberni 
Pioneer : C. A. MciXaughton, R. F". Blandy, 
secrotary-troiisurcr of the Xew Alberni Board 
of Trade; A. D. Mticlntyrc. president of the 
Xew Alberni Board of Trade: Air. A. E. Water- 
house. Mr. C. M. Cooper, and a number of 
citizens of .\ew .Vlbcrni. The Tees leaving for 
her tri]) further north. 1 weiu on board again, 
not having had time to do uiore than bar(d\' 
catch a glinii)se of the beauties and commercial 
liossibilities of the justly noted .'\li)crni dis- 
trict. My tri]) there afterwards — but I reserve 
that for a separate article. 

We ploughed up the Alberni canal and out 
into open sea water again, and once more the 
Tees began to "feel her oats'' and kick back at 
the waves and lift her bow and eavort over the 
bounding billows, lint 1 weathered the rough 
weather without donating any provisions to 
"Davy Jones locker," and as morning (.lawned 
we hove to at the wharf at Tofino Inlet. Here 
J went ashore and was met a little later at the 
landing by Dr. .\lelbi)nrne fxaynor, presitleiu of 
the Clayoipiot De\'elopmeiit League, and cer- 
tainly one of the mo.st hospitable men who ever 
wore hair. The doctor took me in his sea- 
going launch across the bay, to his residence 
on i). little island coinniiinding a magniticeiU 
view of s;dt water, and niountains. distant for- 
ests and rece(ling shore-lines, while an Indian 
\illage. or "ranclie" to the right, afforded a 
study of the Siwash in his native habitat. 

The Clayo(pi(.)t district is one of great un- 
de\-(doi)ed resources. Minerals. l"i<beries and 
limber are the principal ad\antages which tlte 
locality affords, and it will be a rich lield for 
the capitalist to e.Kplore and develop. Copper, 
coal and other minerals abound, and some con- 
siderable work has been done in locating them. 
Hut the dabor of bringing thesi^ deiiosits to a 
di\-i(leii(.l-paying basis must in the last analysis 
de])end on transportation. Tiie railroad frt)iii 
Wellington to .Mherni District will inevitably 
he i.)f innnense adv.aiUage in o|5ening up a very 
large p'jrtion of tln' C'la\-o(|uoi and Ccluidel 
eoimtry. e\eii thi)ui(h the terminus will br in 
the .Alberni district. Agriculture in the Cdayo- 
(|UOt country is still in the embryo .stage, al- 
though such Ijcautiftil gardens as those of Mr. 
(Jrice, at Tofino Inlet, with its profusion of 
flowers, vegetables and fruit trees, shows what 
can be doue by intelligent industry. Mr. Crico, 
by the wa\. is dhc nf tlif earl\ settlers in the 
(T'iyn(|uot district, and his home .-ind >ui-round- 
ing> were a |)crfeet howei- of ro>i'> and blos- 
soms on the oecasiijii of my \'isit there. 

t lose to Dr. Raynor's liomi' there is a hos- 
])ilal which he has charge of, and which was 
starteil to alYord an opportunity for surgmw and 
medical atteinl.'ince to mill men, miners, jiros- 
peclors, Indians or anyone in the surroitnding 
as well as nearby country, needing medical or 
siu'gical aid. The Doctor has charge of this 
institution, ;iiiil it is the onK- (me tor many 
miles around. I look a triji with the Doctor 
in Ids launch in and about the isbmils a.nd inlets 
of the main baw ami called on C,'i])tain (.'. I). 
Jones, the secrelarv of the (.'la_\ (i(pi(')t l)evelop- 
nn.'iit l.eague. Thr Captain lives on a se]jarate 
island where the hotel is located, and wdiere 
there are several stores. The Clayo(|Uoi Dis- 
trict is divided into ii number of islands as well 
as the mainland settlement, and will in time be a 
very thriving connniinity. 

One of the main industries followed by the 
Indians is halibtit fishing. At the om* small 
village close to IJoctor Raynor's, in one day, 
the inhabitants cau.nht 21.000 iioinids of hali- 
but, ten tons and a hall of sea lish of excellent 
(piality. The jiossibilities of a halibut curin,g 
industry at this |)oiin, wilb a box factory, to 
jjack the cured iish in combination with the lish- 
curing i)lant, arc so obvious that they do not 
re(|uiro discussion. The salmon canneries at 
Chiyoquot, are too well-known to necessitate 
introduction, but, they do an immense business 
in the seasony.ana their suj^ly of raw raatorial 



is not nearly so reliable as the halibut fisheries. 

At Clayoquot we held a meotibig of.tha De- 
velopment League in the new Town tjall, and 
a very enthusiastic audience, including nearly 
every wonuui in the district, attended. Presi- 
deiU t'iaynor made the oi)cning speech, congrat- 
ulating the district on its interest in the wel- 
fare of the league, and dwelling on the resources 
of the district, and the advisability of a close 
working combination with the other branches 
of the league throughout the* island. He re- 
minded his hearers that they could do much by 
co-operation, and little by occasional individual 



say the least. Fortunately we could both swim, 
and the worst we could expect was a ducking, 
or i)ossibly a drowning. 

Finally a Tofino inlet man saw us tossing 
about and got in his launch and came out and 
])icked us up. Xevi>r a.gain for niy money! No 
nuM'e Siwash canoes for me in rough weather! 
I was bundled up with a lot of stuff that was 
heavy enough to siid< a life-in-cservor, and 1 did 
not relish the idea of a "dip" in cold water 
and a half mile swim to "Deadman's Island." 

Arriving at the wharf, I found Mr. Riley 
there with his launch, and after a run across to

effort. Fie pointed out the dependability of 
the district and neighboring districts with other 
portions of the island, aii(I predicted a decided 
impetus when the railroad from \\'ellin.gton 
reached the .-Vlberni couiUry. Doctor I\aynor's

[ilause elicited was good evidence of the aj)- 
proval it had brought forth. 

.Mr. Urice made an eloquent iind hearty 
speech, telling of the iiuproveinents which had 
been installed since his coming to the district, 
and emphasized the fact that the present need 
for development retpiircd capital, and the in- 
troduction of large industries. Captaiii J(.)nes 
followed with an address on the resources and 
needs of the district, emphasizing the desirability 
of capital to develo]) the counlrv. 

'1 he (pie^tion of a ivjad fiom the .\lberni 
District through to Flk river and by way of 
Kcnneily Lake to Ccluclel anil Cla\'0(piol was 
thi'ii broiiglu forward, and (|nite a long dis- 
cussion followed, taken ])art in bv .Messrs. Ches- 
terton, Jones, McKenna, Haviloque, Stone, 
Raynor, Crice and others, and a plan of action 
was detcrmiiii'd on as re,gardctl the proposed 
road. It was agreed that the three districts, 
Llayiajuot, L'cluelet and the .\lberni [Jistrict 
would he ininieasurahly impro\'cd by the road 
in (|Ui'stion and th;il all three districts were en- 
tirely in aceonl with the route of the proposed 
road. l>!esolutions. which were afterwards .ap- 
proved by the Ccluelct l.ea.gue wi're drafted and 
have since been sent in to 1 homas Taylor, 

with an urgent request from the Island League 
as a borly t(j push the conii)letion of the road. 

.Secretary .McGaffey, of the Victoria liranch, 
explained the objects and ho]ies of the L,eague, 
and its desire to bind all the districts into ;i 
solid force fi m- the wi if.-irc of each district, d'he 
Imeeting closed wiili a \iiU' of thanks to the

see Captain Jones and',-get some papers, we set 
sail for, a point sonie.'ftfecn miles away, where 
1 expected to cross t>vcJ\ miles of bog and get 
to Harvey's, on L,ongf 'Beach, there to meet 
llerbert j. Hillier. president of the L'cluelet 
Develoi)meiU Lca,gnc. W'e covered the distance 
and I found Mr. Ilillier waiting for ine at tln^ 
edge of the bog-land. Here wc floundered 
through to Harvey's, directly on the beach, .\nd 
here we found i\lr. Flarvey's handsome new 
house overlooking the finest stretch of scenery 
iniaginablo. Long Beach is certainly a revela- 
tion. No finer site for a watering place could 



all along this stretch of splendid beach at high 
title with irresistible force against the outer 
islands, leaping up into fountain-like jets and 
hissing down again as the succeeding waves 
break against the rocks. 

Ifcre the storm-birds crouch and cry, and 
here the eagles swing out from the tops of 
loftv trees, crossing and recrossiug in their 
flight, twin-etched along the changing canvas 
of ocean and land 

"The shadow of an eagle on the sea 
The shadow of an eagle on the .shore." 

Streams rippling by, the constant leap of 
rising trout coming down into the salt water, 
and treniendous amphitheatres of sand, hol- 
lowed out by the winds, are sometimes found 
between the iicights beyond, and the outer edge 
of foam-lined " lands. At the edges of these 
sandy depths a slight covering of grass has 
sprung up, and there I found wild strawberries 
growing profusely, and various flaming blos- 
soms. 

I have never known so wild, and so splendid 
a pan(iraniic stretch of beauty as that walk af- 
forded. l-"r(nn Harvey's to Ccluelet .'Vrm — that 
is a jainU which would inspire wonder and de- 
light in the breast of the most jaded cynic. A 
highway of the gods, a wind-blown terrace of 
shining .sands, a marvel of beauty and freedom, 
bathed in the sunlight, crossed by occasional 
bands of flying shadow, fraiaed by forest and 
sea, painted by the hrush of the Almighty, so 
rests Long Beach, a picture never to be for- 
gotten by the eyes that once behold it. 

Men pay thousands to hang on the walls 
of art galleries the conceptions and dreams of 
himous artists of by-gone days. The canvases 
of \'elas(|uez. Rembrandt, Titian, Rubens, Tin- 
toretto, .Millet, Turner, and scores Of other 
painters, command fabulous prices, and draw 
wondering and admiring crowds. Look, now! 
on this west coast of \'ancouvcr Island, along 
wild shores ami deserted, where the seal lifts 
his black muzzle ami disapiiears, where black 
sainls hint of hidden .gold and gleaming, where 
the charging squadrons of Triton's cavalry dash 
in on curving shores — here are i^oble canvases 
di'awn with broad strokes and tirm, here are the 
art galleries whose perspective is the far hori- 
zon and the domed Heavens, Hero is some- 
thing to travel a million miles to see. 

At Ucluelct Arm we found Hillier's launch 
awaiting us, and by means of another slim 
Siwash skiff we got aboard. Arriving at Uclue- 
lct, we sat down to supper, not a whit the worse 
for our sixteen mile trip over the sands of Long 
Reach and Wreck I'ay. I had taken a camera 
with me, and with I\Ir. Hillier's knowledge of 
the Siwash vernacular, had induced some of the 
natives to "sit for their pictures." We had found 
them catching and curing halibut, and making 
canoes from the driftwood washed ashore. No 
one not acquainted with them can possibly get 
their confidence from a photographic stand- 
point. 

At Ucluelet I met George V/. Grant, the 
talented and genial secretary of the Ucluelet

nionths. We got into the bay 
with a tippy Siwash canoe attached to the 
launch, and after pounding around in the white- 
caps awhile, the launch "laid down in the har- 
ness." The Doctor ga\e "fust aid lo the wound- 
ed" hut the migine would simply ,L;asp and refuse 
to go. So climbed into the ti])in' canoe lo 
I'ow o\-er to the wh.arf. i was ;i trifle skeptical 
as we went ovei' the siile, but when a friendly 
wave came into the canoe and drcnchetl nie 
from the Icnces down, I was even more skeptical. 
Or, ])erhaps, "scared" would be a better word. 
We bumped along for awhile, and pretty soon 
another inquiring billow hopped into the canoe. 
"Doc." said I, "tlnit launch looks jiretty good 
to me." We had anchored the hninch in dee]) 
water, and 1 rather fancied gettin.i.;- back (ni her. 
"Oh! we'll ,get along all right," said the I)(jc- 
lor, so We went on. Ry k'ee])ing the caimc head 
on to the waves, we ctnild kee]) from swain])ing, 
and that was all we could do. Ihtt that was 
not taking us an inch nearer to our destination. 
Just back of us was "Deadtnan's Island," an 
Inditm burial ground, with a number of plain 
white crosses sticking up to show the Ipcntion 
of tlio .graves. It was a pleasing situation, to 




count of the organization of the Ucluelet De- 
velopment League, the selection of officers and 
the gradual advancement of the idea among the 
settlers of the Ucluelet District. Mr. Grant's 
speech was received with audible marks of ap- 
proval. Mr. George F'rascr and Mr. A. H, 
Lyche made brief talks^ and Mr. McGaffey out- 
lined the work of the Vancouver Island De- 
velopment League as a body, and its dcpcndencb 
upon the auxiliary Leagues and their officials in 
the work, and the necessity of all the districts 
uniting in one closely-cemented association in 
order to exert weight and influence. 

The meeting closed with expressions of 
thaidcs to the speakers, and a general feeling 
of confidence in the League's work, and. pros- 
pects for the future. 

The next morning, before starting for the 
Alberni District, I made a visit to some of the 
homes of the residents of the District. Land 
clearing is what the Ucluelet people want, and 
transportation. There is plenty of rich land 
available, but clearing is very hard work. I have 
never seen in i7iy travels a n'loro beautiful homo 
than George Eraser's. He had 250,000 rhodod- 
endrons growing on his acreage, aaid many va- 
rieties of pine, birch, cedar and other trees. 
Flis apple trees wore snowy with blossoms, and 
his strawberry beds loaded with green fruit. 
His entire place was heavy with perfume and 
flowc^-s. Bees drowsed over the roses, and 
pansies, honey-siickles, and a wilderness of 
color and fragrance was ovcrywhorc. Flo show- 
ed me the variegated broom, yellow, with blood- ' 
red markings, and three varieties of Scotch 
heather. I brought home with me one spray 
of the heather. 

Surely, if ever a man was to be blessed, Mr. 
Eraser is one. His place is a veritable garden oif 
Eden, with neither snake nor lady to disturb 
Its perfect serenity. I left it with reluctance, 
and shall always remember its luxuriance and 
beauty. Land clearing by hand is going on in 
the district, and people are coming in, attracted 
by the richness of the soil. J saw another 
farm, owned by Mr. J. H. Kvano, where the 
growth of the grass was really remarkable, and 
where gooseberries, so big that I do not dare to 
give their dimensions, were to be found. This 
place, too, was literally framed in flowers, and 
was surr6unded with growing and bearing or- 
chards. I also visited Mr. Lvche's farm, James 
F>a.3er's, and G, W. Grant's places, all of which 
are thriving. 

Ucluelet district is another part of the 
country which will forge ahead rapidly when 
transportation is provided, and is a district 
l)ound to be benefitted by the railroad to the 
Alberni District. My visit to Clayoquot and 
Ucluelet Districts was marked by the utmost 
kindness and hospitality on the part of those I 
met, and by the fact of a sincere and evident 
interest in L(.^ague matters and plans. It was 
a most pleasant and interesting trip, and while 
at tiijies a trifle strenuous, 1 only hope I may 
some time take it again. Maybe I can stop at 
Sand Creek or Lost Shoe Creek and interview 
those two-pounders with a rod and reel, and at 
least I shall sec Long Beach again and hear the 
report of the green Pacific rollers, as they 
break against the bare rocks and shoot cloud- 
ward like liquid rockets.

/:■- The English novel has never had any steady 
pr cphsistcnb development. Each of our greater 
noyelists stands only for himself; and none of 
.them' is. so completely isolated as the master 
who jias died so soon after paying a noble 
tHbute: to the last of his great companions. 
• How fasf^has brother followed brother 

■ 'Froiyi Sunshine to th« Sunless land. 
Of SWiliburne vve said that liis death marked 
the end of an age of the romantic movement in 
English poetry. iMcredith neither began nor 
ended' any movement in the English novel. You 
cannot call him either a romantic or a realist, 
except by using one of those terms iu some un- 
usual sense. He is not a romantic, in tlial he 
never rcvohs or flinches from reaiit_\-. He 
dcliglits in things as they arc, and his one aim 
is to express the essence of them. But he is not 
a realist, in that he never labors to convey any 
illusion of reality, never tries to tell a story 
as if he had experienced it all himself. He docs 
not, like Tolstoy, find all fact'< significiint and nil 
people interesting, l ie is lastidious about l)Oth 
fiicts and people; and the aim of his whole pro- 
cess is to eliminate the ordinary, or, if he treats 
it iit all, to treat it: only as it iippears to an 
traordiiiary mind. 

In this he is like the great poets of the world, 
and particularly like Shakespeare, who has the 
same passion for extraordinary characters and 
for intense experience, and who, in the same 
Svay, introduces the ordinary, whether in chnr- 
acters or"' in events, only to a foil to the 
extraordinary. Indeed, Meredith is in his 
novels nearer to poetry than any other of our 
novelists; and tli:it is'the reiison why he is con- 
stantly in difficulties with his form. For his 
tendency is not towards narrative poetry, but, 
towards lyrical, and lyrical poetry interrupts 
the flow even of an epic or of a drama, and is 
(|uitc incongruous with the process of a prose 
narrative. Scott also was a poet; but when he 
comes near to poetry in his novels it is narra- 
tive poetrv, and only hei.ghtens instead -of inter- 
rupting his story. Ihit Meredith is one of those 
great men to be found in every art who are 
masters of their art but not content with its 
limitations. When he wrote poetry he was not. 
content with the expression of emotion as his 
main purpose. He must reason as well, must 
make poetry do the work of prose without ever 
becoming prosaic. And in his stories he wiis 
not content only to tell a story or even to make 
the telling of it his chief aim. He wished also 
to express the enioticjn provoked b\' e\-ery sit- 
uation with the personal intensity of a lyrical 
poet. Often when he docs this, as in thc fa- 
mous "Diversion pla\ ed on a penny' whistle" in 
"Richard I'everel," tlie characiers seem to fade 
away, us they fade a^\ ay in the orchestral inter- 
ludes of Wagner's operas ; and there remains 
only the poet speaking to us in a nmsic freed 
from all circumstance of time and place. 

It is the same with his wit, which is as ir- 
repressible as his poetry. The poetry comes 
when he wishes to make an emotional coiunient 
on his story; the wit when his coinmeiu is in- 
tellectual. And it is often just as abstract, just 
as free from all circumstance, as the poetry, even 
when he puts it into the mouth of one of his 
characters, in nearly all his novels there is 
some character whom we recognize as soon as 
he appears as the author's mouthpiece for intel- 
lectual cf)mment. .Mr. Bernard Shaw has the 
same trick, hut his mouthpieces are often his 
heroes. They are godlike, knowing the secret 
of life and e.Kplaiuiiig it to the anger and he- 
wildennenl of the other characters. .Meredith's 
mouthpieces are always subsidiary and often un- 
pleasant; like the wise youth in "Richard 
b'cverel." One feels that if one of his heroes 
had a turn for epigrams he could' never be got 
to do anj'thing except emit them. So Mere- 
dith would never make a hero more witty than 
he could help, for he likes his heroes to be 
either men of action or delightful youths whom 
too iiuii.'h cleverness would spoil. Me himsell 
was not in love w ith clearness and ne\ci' ;u'ni- 
ed at it. He could not help it. It was a trick 
with him, like stammering; and it was even 
an impediment to his speech. 

No one can read aiiy of his novels, excejv,, 
perhaps "Evan Harrington," without feeling 
that the writer is all the while fighting his way 
through impediments. He never, like some of 
his imitators, raises them so that hi; may set 
himself the task of clinibin.g oxer them. 1 Ic 
does not think much of tlu^e witty chai'aeUrs 
tliat he cannot de) .without. They have to \)f 
there because wit is his natural comment upon 
life, like, poetry, and because he is as much a 
commentator as a creator. One feels that he 
chose the novel as his chief form of art not 
because he was a born story-teller, though he 
can tell stories magnificcntily when he chooses, 
but because he net'ded a form loose enough to 
give omphjyment to all the \-aried .and conflict- 
ing activities of his mind. If hv had had less 
genius, less power of speech, less luiderstanding 
of men, he might ha\'e been an essayist. We 
cannot imagine a smaller .Men'dith a novelist at 
all. Without that prodigious energy all the va- 
rious elements of his novels would fly apart. A 
lesser man could not have kept ^heni together, 
and wblild have lost his story altogether iu 
comment' atnd rhapsody. As it is the story often 
stops, not from lack of driving power, but like 
a mill thai lias too nnich material poured into 
it. Meredith's very concei)tion never takes the 
fortn of continuous narrative. We may con- 
jecture ihnt he saw a novel as a series of sit- 
uations, much as W\-igner saw an opera, and 
that his main difficidty was to jump from one 
situation to another with .as little ma<;ter-of- 
fact explanation as possible. He is impfitient 
of tile machinery ncccssucy to bring his sitiiii- 



tions about, so impatient that he often hides it 
among coruscations of wit, ami tin,' reader has 
to turn back to see how a situation suddenly 
sprung on him has been contrived. And when 
he reaches a situation he exults in it and dwells 
upon it, conjuring up all the glories of heaven 
and earth to second the delight of his lovers, 
until the lovers themselves are lost in the splen- 
dour of that transfigured state of hein.g. "Ileau- 
cham]vs Career" and "Richarrl rcN-erel" are, in 



realil\- as a ,'^liak-espeare comedy; and Rich- 
mond Ivoy reminds ns of Shakespeare's char- 
acters in general, though not of any one of 
them in particular. And it is worth noting that 
this masterpiece consists nitogcthor of varia- 
tions upon one situation. Early in the book 
the I'elation between the father and son is ex- 
l)l;uned. ft begins in the very lirst chai^ter, and 
nearly every incident is only another example 
of it. There is but little development; from 



for the exercise of all his phantasy, as Don 
Giovanni is a pretext to Mozarf for the musical 
expression of every emotion. He is the centre 
of a number of different situations which are 
linked together by the tact that he is the only 
begetter of them. .'\nd on him Meredith 
squanders all his powers of expression. He is 
described from a dozen points of view; and 
Squire l^jclthaiu's description, which is the most 
hostile, reminds one of the encounters between 




theji- love |i;issages, as ne.ar t,. ''pera as it is 
possible tor ;un' pi'.i,--e nai'ratixe to be. and 
"lbirr_\- Richnnmd" ought to have inaiie a 
libretto lor Mf)zarl, Th.u. perha]!.-. is the 
novel which he wrote with most gusto, even if 
it is not the greatest of his works. There is 
more invention in it than iu any other, and 
it is just far enough away from reality to pro- 
vide easy opportunities for the exercise of all 
its author's gifts. It is ahnost as far from 



lirst io last the hero, as ordinai-y a man as any 
1(1 be iiiutul among .Meredith's chni'acters. stru.g- 
-le- impiitenily aiiuMig the complications jiro- 
diK'ed b\- his extraordinary father, and they 
only end with his bither's characteristic and 
syniliolic death. 

Xo one but Meredith or .Shakespeare could 
have produced a masterpiece with such a theme, 
for no one else woidd have had the necessary 
iiu'cntion. Richmond Roy is to him a pretext

\\i\h some of his own prodigality. X(j one ever 
did talk like that; indeed, nothing in the book 
has any resemblance to the routine of life ; but 
it is a state of being heightened, like the state of 
being represented in a great opera, by the de- 
light of its creator in describing it. We do not 
expect to find this kind of deli.ght in a novel, 
or the virtuosity which is the invariable (!xprcs- 
sion of it. We are used nowadavs to novelists

who write like saS and patient men, who seem 
to be doing their best to bear up against the 
world they describe. Noveis are written in prose, 

and many writers think that the chief virtue of 
prose is to be prosaic. Meredith, we may bc; 
licve, only wrote prose novels because that hap- 
pened to be the narrative form of his age. 'V\'c 
can imagine how, if he had lived in the time of 
lilizabeth, he would have exulted in the poetic 
drama. .\'o doubt his plays would have been 
loose in construction, but they could not have 
been looser than some of Shakespeare's, and he 
would surely have made a new thing of the 
Elir-iabethan fool. That dranni would have 
suited him as well as anv conceivable form 
could; be was not so well suited by the novel, 
for there was nothing in it to restrain his rich- 
ness of comment or to control and difect his 
invention. We may believe that if Shakespeare 
lived now and wrote novels — he could hardly 
write anything else — he would play just as many 
tricks with his narrative as Meredith played. 
Though he was a practical playwri.ght, whose 
busines,s was to make jdax s thai would act, he 
could not avoid the obscurity that comes of 
rich and complicated processes of thought. 
Meredith, for the greater part of his life, was 
not a ]5ractical novelist — that is to sa)', his 
novels did not sell — and wc cannot believe that 
ho ever wrote them with the idea of selHng 
them. In this, no doubt, he was right. But if, 
like Shakespeare, he had had to write for an 
audience to whom poetry was one of the ordin- 
arv pleasures of life, it would have been a 
wholesome discipline for him. He had ]io such 
audience, and therefore he wrote lo ]jlease him- 
self, and to say whatever his story might sug- 
gest to his wonderful mind. Once a.gain we 
jnay insist that he could tell a story magnifi- 
cently. The duel in 'A^ittoria" is as fine and 
swift a piece of narrative as ever was written. 
Whenever he liked he could create living men 
and women, and he could set them acting as 
well as any novelist. But their action roused 
him at once to such intellectual activity that he 
would often cease to be a novelist in the midst 
of it and become a poet or a wit. 

Thus all his defects come from excess of 
power, excess of invention, emotion, and specu- 
lations. And he is .sometimes obscure because 
he tries to be storyteller and poet and wit^all 
simultaneously. The very structure ui his sen- 
tences is often the result of this attempt, and 
he dazzles and bewilders like a juggler playing 
with three balls nt once. It has been said that 
there is pedantry and affectation in his wit. 
Affectation is an easy explanation of anything 
extraordinary ; and it is a word as vague as it 
is offensive. Only a very little man would ajiply 
it to one so great as Meredith. Yet we may 
admit that his wit, like Shakespeare's^ is not 
always happy. Sometimes he seems to hav.e a 
fit of being witty and cannot leave of?. He will 
take a theme, like the remark about Sir Wil- 
loughby Patterne's leg, and work it out as if 
he were composing a fugue on it, persisting even 
when nil bis invention is exhausted. But as all 
wit arises in the attempt io surmount some kiml 
of difficulty, to say a rude thin.g politely, or an 
improper thing pri,)perly, so his wit arises usual- 
ly in the attempt to say three different things at 
once; and he is forced to attempt this because, 
if he said all that ho wanted to say at length, 
his novels would never come to an end. He is 
never difficult because bis ideas- are confused 
or vague or uncertain, lie knew as well as 
.Swinburne himself what he valued in life, and 
what life meant to him. At bottom his char- 
acters and his situations are usually quite sim- 
\)\c. His complexity is only of process, of the 
attempt to tell a story, to express the emotions 
aroused by it, and to comment upon them, all 
at the same time. J^ike all great writers he is 
capable of i)iercin,g simplicity when he chooses, 
of "things extreme and scattering bright." And 
his simplicity tells the more, like Shakespeare's, 
because it is so rare, and liecause, when it 
comes, it is the result, not of pure emotion like 
a son.g of .'-^chuhert's, but f)f emotion fm- the 
moment mastering all the restless jilay of his 
intellect and forcing it into concord, as a great 
tune entering in a symphony will seem suddenly 
to master all the instruments that have just 
Ijefore been quarrelling and to sweep them al- 
together into its own impetus. 

ft must be confessed that his novels but 
.seldom produce the illusion of reality, and 
then not for long at a time. But must we as- 
sume that the first business of a novel, any 
more than of a picture, is to convey the illu- 
sion of reality? Pictures vary infinitely in 
the extent of their illusion; and so no doubt 
may any kind of representative art, even prose 
narrative. If his novels are not like life itself, 
no more are the [)ictures of Tintoret. Life is 
too much heightened and explained in them 
to be like reality. We can always sec the 
hand of the master and feel the power and 
strain of his process of creation. He shows us 
a 'god's manufactory of life rather than life 
itself, in which the god is for ever making 
new exiicriments and expressing with godlike 
energy his own delight in them. Meredith 
never, like Tolstoy, tells a story as if he, the 
teller of it, were a mere man. He seeiris to 
know what it all means better than any man 
could; and to all his characters he seems to 
impart his own divine energy and splendor of 
expression. Thus he acts upon us directly 
like mi.isic, which cannot convey any illusion, 
rather than indirectly through the illusion of- , 
reality, as all kinds of drama and har'i^ativi' arfe^ 
supposed to do. But the fact remains that he 
does act "upon us as only the grpatcst artists 
do, giving us a heightened sense of the glory 
of life and of the beauty and significance both 
of human laijghtcr and of human tears. ^ 



PROVE ALL THINGS 

Writing to the Tliessalonians, Paul advised 
them to "prove al! things and to hold f;ist that 
which is good." He gave some other advice 
in the same connection, tlic meaning uf whicli 

is not quite so clear to the common reader. 
Thus he told them to pray without ceasing, 
to quench not tlie spirit, not to despise prophe- 
syings. A Persian teacher, who addressed a 
Montreal audience recently, said that the ex- 
pression "pray without ceasing" simply meant 
the repetition of the Lord's l^rayer in a single 
hreatli, or, in otlier weirds, a combination of 
devotional sentiment with deep breathing, not 
continuous pra_\-i.'r. iUit this on!_\- in passing; 
llie expression is necessarily figurali\'e, tor to 
])ray without ceasing woukl be a physical im- 
possibility. Just what is meant by not quench- 
ing the spirit and not despising prophe.syings 
must remain uncertain, but when he said to 
the Thcssalnnians that they nuist ])i-(i\c al! 
things and ludd fasi that udiich is gond, be 
certainly desired tu ciin\-cy the idea th.-'l he 
(lid not claim to lia\'e spoken the l.'ist word for 
their guidance. The idea seems io be that 
Christianity is to be progrcssi\'e, ada])ting it- 
self to the conditions of mankind as they 
change under its influence. If we think of 
the matter for a little while we will see how 
reasonable this view of the matter is. The 
members of the earliest Christian organizations 
were, if we may judge from the adv'iee and ex- 
hortations extended to them in the I'.pislles, 
not people o{ \ er\- high practices or ideals ; it 
was essential that tlicy should progress, and 
it was certain that, as their new principles be- 
gan to operate upon their lives and formed their 
characters anew, new lines of thought would 
he opened up. In other words, tin.- Christian 
Church was to he progressi\'e, and the test of 
its progress was to be the result of its 
efforts. If these weic good, the pi'ogress w.'is 
in the right direetii \'ery recently there has 
•arisen great eonii)laint of a lack of interest in 
the Christian religion, in l.Migland the Estab- 
lished Church is experiencing difficulty in se- 
curing a sufficient number of clergymen. 
Church statistics of \ew York- city show, as 
one writer ])uts it, that chnrehes are becom- 
ing the luxury of the rich .and are being de- 
serted by the poor. Ilut even among the ricii 
the church is losing its hold, for in a well-to-do 
district in which o\'er twelve th(.)usaud fam- 
ilies reside, more than one-hall were non- 
churchgoers. The Jews, this writer says, are 
losing interest in the Synasot^ue ; the Prote^st- 
ants are dropping away from their places of 
worship; only the Roman Catlu/iics arc main- 
taining their ground, and even ihey are not 
keeping pace with the increase in the ])opula- 
tion. The writer referred to accounts for il;is 
ccjudition of things in .\'ew York city l)\- [joint- 
ing out that as the fashionable and well-to-do 
people have moved away from the business 
centres, they have built churches near their 
homes and installed in them the ablest minis- 
ters,' lea\dng the congested parts of the city 
and the laljoring element to the mercy of so- 
called missions, where inefficient men min- 
ister to the spiritual needs of the masses in 
unattractive buildings, amid dispiriting sur- 
roundings, 'idiere is another influence at 
work, which is very potent. It is that of or- 
ganized labor. Now there is nothing anti- 
Christian in organized labor, but quite the re- 
verse. The fundamental princijile uf organized 
labor is the Golden Rule. If Christ should 
come to Victoria, lie \s(iuld I'ind llimself (|uite 
as much at home in Labor llall ;is in the finest 
of your churches, reverend sii"s, d"he funda- 
mental .princiijle of muted labor is an altru- 
ism not unworthy to be calldl (li\ ine. Let us 
grant that it is abused often; let us grant that 
it is frequenth' misunderstood even by those 
who claim to practice it — is not the same true 
of Christianity as the Chnreh h;is endeavored 
to ])reser\-e it' There .shrndd be no .antagon- 
ism between the Church and L'nited Labor; 
but it is true that the artizaii class is from year 
to year failing more and more to (lisco\ er 
within the Church what it has jiroved by its 
own experience to be good, and hence the 
pews are not filled, as they ought to be, with 
working men, their wives and children, learn- 
ing from the hps of sympathetic i^reachers the 
way to an e\'ery-day saKaiion. When Paul 
wrote to the I'.phesiaus, he devoted four verses 
to the duties of serwauts to iheii- iiiaslers, and 
onlv one to the .duties of nia-^iei's to their ser- 
vants, and the modern ehurcii t.akes him as a 
pattern, li forgets that under the influence 
of Christianity labor has become exalted, 
that wp are now a nation of workers equal he- 
fore the law as we arc equal before God. It 
forgets that the system of master and servant 
has given place to one of co^vorkers, -under 
^vhich there is no proprietorship in the labor 
of others. 

Christianit}' has been the world's great 
emancipator, and the Christian Church should 
adjust itself to the emancipation, which, in Jhe 
])rovidence of God and in spite of its own 
numberless errors, it has been instrumental in 
promoting. The Church has before it a match- 
less opportunity, ( hi every side are to be seen 
lowering clouds which betoken storms. .\ ISrit- 
ish statesman has reeeiilly foretold the re- 
harharization of l",uroi)e. In almost cNcry laud 
a great proletariat, tliat has learned how to 
think, that understands its rights, that is not 
disposed" to suffer tyranny in any form, is as- 
serting itself. The churches are being de- 
serted, while the amusement halls are being 
crowded — small wonder that men prefer mov- 
ing pictures to dead words, W'e seem to be re- 
turnin,g in one respect to the days o'f Imperi.a! 
Rome, when the tenqjles vjere abandoned, and 
the people asked only for bread and the circus. 
Is a storm about to break alhid Which our 



fabric of Christian civilization will f&U to 
ruins? i Does not the remedy for these threat- 
ening dangers rest with the Ghurch-^not in a 
church, wdiich clings to old forms of worship 
and old expressions of imperfectly understood 
beliefs, not a church which surroimds itself 
wth myster}' and, like the Delphic oracle, pro- 
fesses to guide men by deliverances which it 
does not itself understand ; but a church which 
keeps pace with a progress for which its o.wn 
teachings are responsible, which will "prove" 
the things of today, "and hold fast "'to that 
which is good"? 

Perhaps you remember that story of the 
stormy night on Galilee's sea, wdien to the, anx- 
ious, toiling fishermen, in their wave-tossed 
shi|), there came out of the darkness and tu- 
nndt a voice wdiich said, "It is 1. He not 
afraid," and straightway there was with them 
a Presence, Avhose voice, even the winds and 
seas obe)''ed. Surely the Church, claiming to 
represent that Presence, ought to strive to re- 
j)eat this message of hope. The world of work- 
ers is waiting i'or it.

ORLEANS 

The city of Orleans has been the scene of 
much bloodshed, its strategical situation making 
it of great importance in the various conflicts 
wliicJi ha\e occurred for the sovereignty of 
i'rance ; I)ut, the most important of all was that 
which was terminated in 1429, through the in- 
strumentaliLy of Jeanne D'Arc. who for that 
reason has been given the title of Maid of 
Orleans. After the death of Henry V. the com- 
mand of the English army in France devolved 
upon His brother, the Duke of Bedford, who had 
been named in the king's will as Regent, of 
France during the minority of his infant son 
and successor. Bedford was scarcely second in 
military skill to his distinguished brother and 
he speedily comjileted the c(inc|tiest of .\'orthern 
I'Vance. In 1424 he was attacked by a large 
I'Vench force at \'erneuil, but .gained 11 com- 
pleto victory, nearly a third of the French 
Knighthood being left dead on the field. Bed- 
ford would have completed, :Henry's wprk if 
domestic troubles had not compelled his return 
to England. He returned in 1426, and at once 
resumed, his southward advance. The first step 
in this direction if the advance was to be suc- 
cessful, was the capture of Orleans, and Bedford 
laid siege to it almost immediately. His force 
was very inadof|uate, and it was n^^t until 1428, . 
when reinforcements to the number of Jo,ooo' 
men arrived frojii Enghuul, that he was able 
to invest the city. But his itumbers were 
rapidly reduced by one cause or another, and 
when finally the Duke of Burgundy withdrew 
with his contingent, Bedford had only 3,000 
men left. Xo stronger testimony can be given 
to the prestige of the English name than arises 
from the" fact that so small a force could hold 
so large a city, swarming with nien-at-arnis, 
who durinef six months dai-ed not attempt a 
sortie. In b'ehruary, 1421;, an army approacheil 
the cit\' coin'oying ;i tr.ain of ]iro\dsions, hut on 
bi'ing .'ittnckcd b\- a small detachment of archers 
tied pi-ecipitat(;ly. 

The story of Jeanne L'.Arc need not bi^ re- 
])ealed here. .After some delav she succ('e(le(l in 
l)ersuadmg the Dauphin that she had a mis- 
sion to deliver France, and was allowed to 
March to the relief of (Orleans with a wild, un- 
(lisci]iline(| force of 10,000 men. Her control 
over the army was remarkable. .Yt her command 
they left off their evil ways and became amena- 
ble to control. She appealed to I'edfejrd to 
"cease trembling I'rance," and "to come in her 
co!n])any to rescue the lloly Sepulchre froni the 
Turks"; btU he |)ai<l no heed to her re(|nesi. 
As she approached Orleans, the besie;;ers 
sallied out to meet her. Her first step was to 
ride round the walls and inspire the besieged 
with courage. Th(\v responded, and soon niiule 
their ad\'aina<:;'e in numbers i)lainly manifest. 
The h'.nglish were fnrce(l to abaiulon pi.)sition 
after position. .Vt length wdicn oidy one fort 
was left in possession of the besieL^ers, she 
ordered a .general sall\', she hers(df le.-iding iIks 
•advance. Idiough greatly outnumbered, the 
Ln.glish fought so brav(dy that the hreiich c;vu- 
eral ordered a retreat, whereupon Jeaime ex- 
claimed: "\\'ait a while, eat and drink. So soon 
as my standard touches the wall you shall en- 
ter the fort'." Her enthusiasm prevailed and the 
fort was taken. Xext (.lay Bedford .abancloiieil 
the siege wdth the handful of men left under 
his eonmiand. liedfoi'd receivin.g reinforce- 
ments, rosmni'il active oper.ations again assist- 
ed by th(> Duke of f'urgundy, and in the course 
of 14,^0, Jeanne was made jirisouer by the 
i!ur,gun;lians and banded o\'er to the Lnglish. 
in the following vear she was burned at the 
stake. .\s she died an Linglish soldier exclaim- 
ed: "We are lost, for we have burned a saint, " 
and, indeed, it seemed as though the judgment 
of Heaven followed close iii)cni her de.atli. There 
were no serious disasters to the iMiglisli arms, 
but only a great weakening of their jirestigc. 
In 1435 ^'"1^ Duke of I'urgundy abandoned \hc 
lin.t^lish cause, and slioilly after Hedforfl died. 
1diereu[)nn Paris rose ai;:iiust the luiglish gar- 
rison and expelled it. Lliu this did not end the 
struggle. Though reduced to a few thousands, 
and confronted by a whole nation in arms, the 
English under Lord Talbot continued the 
unequal struggle, and even assumed the offen- 
sive so vigorously that the French King was 
ghul to assent to a truce as a ]irelinu'nar_\- to a 
treaty of ])eace. The truce was broken bv a 
band of mutinenis I'.nglish soldiers in 1449, and 
from that lime onvvarcl the story oi the war was 
one of 11 n uninterrupted series of I'rench suc- 
cesses. At the battle of Fourmiguy the last' 
hope of retaining Normandy was shattered and 



it was finally surrendered in August, 1450. Thus 
was brought to a close the Hundred Years' War, 
We are living today under the influences 
arising from this vlong continued struggle. .Ys. 
was pointed out in the article on Agincourt, the 
war with France made possible the firm estab- 
lishment of representative institutions in Eng- 
land. It is true that later sovereigns endeavored 
to re-establish absolutism, but their success was 
only temporary, the democratic spirit which had 
been developing during this century of conflict 
having obtained too strong a hold upon the 
peojile to be broken. The death of so many 
of the bravest of the nobility on battlefields in 
I'raTice left the baronage of England in poor 
condition to meet the demands ui)on it by rea- 
son of the awful death-roll of the Wars of the 
Roses. It was imiiossible for lingland to be- 
come again what she had been. Many illustrious 
names disappeared during this prolonged Strug- 
gle. Indeed, of the iMiglish nobility, there are 
few indeed that can trace their lineage beyond 
the days of Edward III. Many genealogical 
trees have been j^rejiared which assume to go 
back beyond that reign, bin they are largely 
inventions. The Hundred Years' \Var, which 
ended so ingloriously for the I'lnglish arms, and 
v.'as so inglorious throughout to the French, 
marked an epoch in the history of the English 
, people. 
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THE -RoyiLiM^m 

The account of the reign of Numa f-'om- 
pilius furnishes us with a fair insight into 
into conditions and institutions existing in 
ancient Rome shortly, after its foundation by 
IvonuUus. Numa Pp'pip.ilius was the second 
king of the new country and .his election to 
the post of honor came about most amicably. 
The two nations represented, agreed that 
either the Sabines should choose a Roman or 
the Romans a Sabine. The latter alternative 
Ijeing decided upon, the Romans fi.xed upon 
Numa Pompilius as their choice. Given time 
enough to make _thcir accounts safe from 
detection,, of fault, theVaqcient scribes invaria- 
bly accorded their Ife^!^: the hpnor.pf', mirac- 
idous birth or of pQS§esSmg':'\tIlfr"'^ to 
connnunicate with thc'jgodsj^ The new kin.g 
of Rome shared this privilege in common wdth 
the other old-time leaders of men. He had 
l)cen married to a daughter of Tatius, co- 
ruler with Romulus, and, his wife having died, 
so great was his grief that he sought seclusion 
and such.]^lace as undisturbed nature can 
give. Thus for many years he lived in close 
retirement and mystery, and inyth-loving 
chroniclers wrote n\ him that be was wedded 
I' I the goddess of I\geria, [vom wdiom he 
learned his great wdsdofn. When the ambas- 
sadors arri\'ed at Cures, wdiere Nmna lived, 
and offered him the great honor of ruling their 
city for them, to their consternation and aston- 
ishment, he quite refused at fjrst to listen to 
their requests. He was satisfied, he said, with 
the life lie led. It brought iiini (|in"et and con- 
tentment ; if be accepted the respemsibililies 
th,e\- desired to thrust n]5on him and went to 
Rome he would be leaving behind wdiat he 
\'alne(l most — his imdislurbe.l peace of mind. 
He lo\'ed the pastoral life and abhorred the 
noise of cities ami the horrors of warfare. But 
the Romans waxed eloquent; they told him 
that it was surely God who had called him 
to undertake the task, for of all things the 
yoimg nation required a wise, \'irtuous and 
peace-loving prince. They had been satiated 
with war. The comitry should now be made 
to (le\'elop her own resources. Nimia was a 
irian admired and respected by all. His (Opin- 
ions would carry the necessary weight. These 
and other arguments they advanced, and, in 
the end, they prevailed upon Numa to return 
with them to Rome. 

His entry into the city was marked by 
great festivities. The population turned out 
I'll lu.isse to meet hini. The official party 
ascended l<j tlie c.apitol, ;md when Niuna and 
tile priests bad taken ihidr phaces, a solemn 
silence fell upon all, e\'cn the waiting multi- 
tudes were dumb, while Icing and priests and 
people waited until the gods should make 
known their pleasure by some auspicious 
token.. Presently a flock of 'white birds flew 
out from the clcnids above Numa's heail and 
disa])i)eare(.l to the right. 'I^he hai^jiy omen 
was umlerstood b}- all, the stillness was broken, 
the multitudes rcoieed with song and dance 
rnid shouts of acelam.ation, while Nmna, after 
dressing lumsell in the rcjyal robes, ^\■ent down 
among the peojile to be proclaimed their king. 

No doubt one of the reasons for Numa's 
great hold upon the Romans was the ai)peal he 
made to their religious instincts. He set ajoart 
many holy days, and in the celebration of 
ihcm officiated in person. He vyould allow 
no image t(.) be made of God, reasoning th;it 
llic I'ouiuler of the Uni\-erse must be so far 
aliO\'e all hum,'m conce])tion that to .atlempf to 
personif}' Him would he not only a sacrile.ge 
hut an' absurdity. In the morning of the feast 
days criers went through the streets calling 
the people to prayer and sacrifice, bidding 
tliem cease from labor and from play, ordering 
Ihc shutting of the shops, and enjoining all to 
(piiet and sobriety-. So, only amid ctnigenial 
surrouiulings and under proper conditions, did 
the pecjple assemble to pray, and who shall say 
but that the concentration of thought brought 
about by this sympathetic singleness of pur- 



pose brought about the greatest and best 
resuljts and was pne of the reasons of Nuijia's 
great influence for godd? 

All the lands acquired by war, this king 
divided among the poorest 'of the population, 
and taught them to till and cultivate the soil 
and become well-versed in the science of hu.s- 
bandry, so that their country might not only 
be a delight to the eye, but should furnish 
abundance of material comfort. He took upon 
himself the office of overseer, and gave praise 
unstintingly Avhcre it was deserved, but did 
not spare from blame the unworthy. He also 
di\dded the working people into guilds, dis- 
tingiushing the members of one liandicraft 
fiom another, and giving to each its proper 
court and council and special religious cere- 
monies, thus foreshadowing to some extent 
oiu" unions of today. 

One of his most interesting institutions, 
though its usefulness might well be questioned 
by us, was the order of the Vestal Virgins. 
Just what purpose they served seems doubtful 
beyond keeping alight the sacred fire in the 
temiile They were bound to keep the vows 
of virginity for thirty \'ears, at the end of 
which time they were free to marry if they 
so desired. They were given all sorts of privi- 
leges, among which was one which entitled 
them to set free any criminals, on the way to 
justice, whom they should chance to meet 
when they walked in the streets. The punish- 
ment for their own misdemeanors was very 
heax-}-. For minor offences they were flogged 
by the priests ; if they were unfaithful to their 
vows, Plutarch thus describes the terrible con- 
sequen.ce : 

".\ little mound of earth stands just inside 
the city, and under it is a narrow room to 
which a descent is made by stairs; here they 
prepare a bed, light- a lamp and leave a small 
quantity of victuals, such as bread and water 
and a pail of milk and some oil; so that that 
bod}', w hich has fieen consecrated and devoted 
to the inost sacred service of religion, might 
not be said to perish by such a death as 
starvation. The culprit herself is put in a 
litter, wdiich they cover over and tie her down 
with cords upon it, so that nothing she utters 
may be heard. They they take her to the 
forum ; all people silently go out of the way 
as she passes, and such as follow accompany 
the bier with solemn and speechless sorroAv; 
and, indeed, there is not any spectacle m.ore 
appalling, nor any day observed by the city 
with greater appearance of gloom and sadness. 
When they come to the place of execution, the 
officers loose the cords, and then the liigh 
priest, lifting his hands to heaven, pronounces 
certain prayers to himself before the act; then 
he brings out the prisoner, being still covered, 
and, placing her ujjon the steps that lead down 
to the cell, turns away his face with the rest 
of the priests ; the stairs are drawn up after 
she has gone down, and a quantity of earth 
is heaped up over the entrance to the cell, so 
as to prevent it from being distinguished from 
the rest of the mound. This is the punsih- 
ment for those who break their vows of 
virginity." 

During the reign of Numa there was no 
warfare to rob the country of its citizens and 
its riches, but for fc:irty-thrcc years a universal 
peace |5revailed. The gentle influence of Rome 
was felt throu.ghout the neighboring states and' 
foreign i)eoples percei\'ing the happiness of 
a city at peace with herself and tlie world 
ceased their own hostilities to follow the 
Roman's example, and "over the iron shields 
the spiders hung their webs." 

The wise reign of Numa Pompilius lasted 
imtil the renowned prince was past eighty 
j'cars of age, wdien he died of a gradual and 
gentle decline, leaving a whole world to mourn 
him. "E\'en the women and little children 
followed him to the grave with such cries and 
wee])ing as if they bewailed the death and loss 
of some most dear relation taken away in the 
flower of age, and not of an old and wornout 
king." 
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STORY OF WILLIAM DUNCAN 

"The .Ypostlc of .-Maska," wdiich is the 
story of William Duncan, of Metlakahtia, by 
John \V. Arctander, IA..D., of the Minnc- 
ajiolis Bar. illustrated by photo-engravings, 
and ijublished by the Fleming H. Revell Com- 
pany, is issued in its second edition. The 
author in his introductory notes, says that he 
first heard the story of Metlakahtia in 1903, 
and that he devoted his summer vacation for 
five years to investigating it. He says that 
the book, wdiich contains 375 pages, is really 
the story as told by Mr. Duncan. "It is Mr. 
Duncan wdio speaks all through them. It is 
he himself wdio repeats the very words of the 
action sought to be depicted." He confesses 
that his \ lews on the merits of the contention 
between Mr. Duncan and the Church Mission- 
ary Society may be influenced by the intense 
feeling of Mr. Duncan on the subject; but he 
insists that he has scrupulously endeavored to 
be fair. He ardently supports Mr. Duncan's 
side of the case and thinks there is really no 
other side worth\- of consideration. To most 
newcomers into lirilish Cohnnbia,' the Metla- 
kahtia controversy is hardly known at all,' and- 
the publication of this work will revive interest 
in it. Apart- altogether, from its bearing vipon 
this matter, the book is a very itseful 'contribu- 
tion to the historical literature of the North- 
west Coast. 

Of .^^r. Duncan's family and boyho.od, the 
author is unable to tell much, for his hero was 
and is very reticent upon that subject. He 
tells lis, however,- that he was born in'Bever- " 
ley, Yorkshire, .*'ome tim.fe ■ in' the month ' of 
April, 1832. Asj a lad he was very devout 
i [' 



and he took a deep religious interest in his 
work as a choirboy in Beverley Minster. Up 
to the age of sixteen his voice, which was a 
soprano, was re.gnrded as remarkable. He was 
never, as many persons have supposed, a 
clergyman of the Church of England, Re 
left Plymouth, to enter the missionary work 
at Port Simpson, on board H. M. S. Satellite, 
on December 23, 1856, and arrived in Esqui- 
malt on June 13, 1857. He found Governor 
Douglas unwilling to have him go' to Port 
Simpson, but consent was finally given and 
he went north on September 25, on the Hud- 
son Bay steamer Otter. 

It is, of course, impossible in a review to 
give even an outline of Mr. Duncan's story 
or an ei)itonie of the excellent matter relatin.g 
to the Indians and their customs. I'.verything 
is told so succinctly that abbreviation is im- 
possible without losing the value of what is 
told. In chapter XXX,' the story of the Met- 
lakahtia controversy begins and the author 
does not hesitate to lay the resjionsibility for 
it upon r>ishop William Ridley, wdio was con- 
secrated Bishop on July 25, 187c;, and in Se])- 
tember of the same year established his see at 
Metlakahtia. He says the I'.ishop made him- 
self obnoxious by attending the services '"in 
his full Episcopal regalia," although he had 
nothing to do but sit in a pew, for he couhl 
take no part in the services. He al.so created 
friction by insisting upon being addressed as 
"My Lord." The first open dispute arose over 
the efforts of the Bishop to introdace the Com- 
munion, to which Mr. Duncan objected on five 
grounds, namely: — 

That the Indians, having lately been con- 
verted from paganism "and the practice ot 
cannibalism, would misunderstand the mean- 
ing of the body and blood of Christ; 

That they would regard the sacrament in 
the light of a charm, which would take away 
the guilt of sin; 

That the giving of wine, would be inex- 
plicable to the Indians; as the law forbade any- 
one to give them intoxicants; 

That by the use of wine, an appetite for 
strong drink might he fostered, and the in- 
fluence of its use would be bad among the 
heathen Indians; 

That the Indians were practically children 
and as they could not understand the. nature 
of the sacrament, they ought not to partake 
of it. ^ 

Difficulties also arose over the matter,.* of 
baptism,' the Bishop holding very liberal vi-ws 
on the subject and Mr. Duncan insisting, that 
it should only be performed in the case of 
adults after a long probation and in the case 
of children -when they had Christian parents. 
The difficulties were becoming acute, and in 
iS8r the Church Missionary Society decided 
that there should be an annual conference of 
the clergymen and missionaries, to be held 
at Metlakahtia, the Bishop to preside. The 
first conference was held in July 1881, the 
Rev. Messrs. Toinlinson, Collison and Hull, 
Messrs.. Duncan, Schutt and Chautret being 
present. The Bishop declined to attend. The 
conference aprovcd of Mr. Duncan's position 
and recommended that Metlakahtia should be 
a lay mission without clerical supervision. In 
consequence of representations made to the 
Missionary Society, Mr. Duncan was deposed 
from his charge on November 28, 1881, The 
Indians, however, remained faithful to him. 
W'hen the author goes on to tell the story of 
the proceedings which led up to the departure 
of Mr, Duncan and his followers from British 
Columbia he, unconsciously, no doubt, as- 
sumes the role of an advocate, and it is to be 
hoped that some one of a more judicial temper 
will take an early opportunity to deal wdth this 
aspect of the case. On August 7,- 1887, the, 
Indians left for their new home in Alaska. 
The story of New Metlakahtia fills the last 
76 pages of the book.

III. — Prospect Lake 

The last two articles of this series dealt 
with places reached only by a train journey from 
town, so that it seems fitting to describe a 
place nearer hoine this time. 

Prospect Lake i;> about eight miles distant 
from Victoria by road and there is a choice 
of three road"? leading to it, but it is. as well 
to mention right now that it is a good jjlan 
for a stranger lakii)g this little trip to arm him- 
iicli before .stalling with a good road map, which 
lie may purchase in town as, although once 
there were signboards erected by the Tourist 
AssQciation plainly pointing the way, the 
hoodlums have been at their work of destruc- 
tion and used them in places for shotgun tar- 
gets, with the result that they are mutilated or 
missing altogether just in the places where they 
are most needed. 

The trout of Prospect Lake arc celebrated 
for their qualities both as sport providers and as 
table delicacies, and the usual catch a\'cragcs 
well in size, although ihc lake is not more than 
halt,-a-milc in extreme width. Tradition even 
tells of mighty four-pound monsters, though 
from half-a-pound to a pound and a half is 
more like the usual size caught. In spile of 
having been hard fished for years, tlic stock of 
trout in this lake holds its own well as is 
]jroved by the gootl catches which to my knowl- 
edge have been made there this season not only 
by bait fishermen but also by the devotees of 
the fly rod. 

As in all fishing there are good days and 
bad days in all waters ; the uncertainty of the 
game is one of its chief charms, but, speaking 
generally, the fly-fisherman can enjoy good 
sport at Prospect Lake as soon as the warm 
weather begins and the natural insects begin to 
be hatched out. There is an abundance of this 
kind of food here and the fish rise well in the 
evenings and mornings in the bays and at 
the edges of the water-lily- patches, one of the 
best places for the use of the fly being on the 
bar which runs out into the centre of the lake 
opposite the little island. 

The most usual and popular way of fishing 
here is by trolling with a spoon bait, the ex- 
act method being to use a large salmon spoon 
(the larger the better apparently) with a worm- 
baited hook a foot or more behind it ; by slow- 
ly rowing, the big spoon is matle to attract the 
lish'from the unknown and mysterious depths of 
the lake, and, doubtless first attracted by noth- 
ing but curiosity, the fish, on rising to inspect 
the reflector, catches sight of the worm beliind 
it, and is thus lured- to I'ts dooiii. It-ns a 
strange way of catching trout and one that I 
never saw practised before visiting this place, 
but it certainly catches the fish, so that if that 
is the chief desideratum this is possibly the best 
means to that end in the middle of the day when 
the fish are not rising to the surface naturally. 

The fl\'-fisherman need not, however, jump 
to the conclusion that this is a bait-fisherman's 
haunt pure and simple. The observation of resi- 
dents at the lake side would go to prove that 
the most natural food of the fish in the sum- 
mer time is the insect life which is on the sur- 
face in myriads of a summer evening. A small 
fly on a light cast will bring results which will 
be surprising to the uninitiated. 

There are plenty of good suitable boats for 
hire on the lake at a rcasunaljle rate, ami, e-xee[)t 
on very special days, such as the first of the 
sea.son, or Good P'rida_\ . tlie visiting angler need 
have no fear of not being able to get a boat. 
Fishing from the bank is practically out of the 
question. 

The drive or ride from Victoria is as pic- 
turesque as are all such on Vancouver Island. 
Though in places some of the roads might be 
better, they are never bad enough to discourage 
the angling bieyclisl. Apart from its attrac- 
tions as an angling resort the ti-i[) to Prospect 
Lake will afford a delightful picnic for the 
Avhole family. 



VANCOUVER ISLAND HUNTING AND 
FISHING 

To the sportsman, Vancouver Island, Brit- 
ish Columbia, offers one of the most prolific 
of all countries for sport. As there is prac- 
tically no winter on the island, the hunter or 
fisher need not prepare himself si)ecially for 
his favorite sport. Xcithcr need lie lack the 
excitement of pursuing the more dangerous 
beasts of prey, as bear and panther are com- 
mon in the island. Further to the north elk 
are found in considerable numbers, and deer 
shooting is unsurpassed by any section in the 
countr}'. Tlic blue grouse and native pheas- 
ants abound together v.'itli mountain quiiil. 
Wild duck anrl goose shooting, both in salt 
water and the numerous fresh v.'ater lakes, is 
cxcellcni . 

Black brant are also .shot in great numbers, 
and altogether the sportsman on Vancouver 
Island has an almost inexhaustible field to 
choose from. Some of the finest trout streams 
in the world are on the island, and the salmon 
fishing, when those fish arc "running," is a 
lavorite s]iort. It is no unc<:)mmon thing dur- 
ing these "runs" for two men, in a canoe, to 
catch a dozen or so magnificent fish, while, 
business men in the various cities often go out 
for an early inorning row and bring in two 
or three fine salmon before breakfast. 

Black bass and cod arc caught iu great 
nuinbers, the former fish being particularly 
]>lcntifnl in Esquimalt harbor. Dozens of 
beautiful lakes and streams can be reached 
cither by bicycle, automobile, or horse and 
vehicle, while a couple of hours over '.!ie rail- 
ways brings the sportsman right into the 
heart of tlie game district. .Stainp fiver, Marr 



ble creek, "Oyster river, and Campbell and 
Cowichan rivers arc among the most noted 
streams for brook trout, while in the fall, sea 
trout, gamy and lusty, test the angler's tackle 
to the utmost. 

There are rpany stretches of rougli Avater in 
these rivers, and the pictu'resqucness, wildness 
and grandeur of the scenery constitutes one 
of the keenest enjoyments of a trip through 
these re.gions. Among the many lakes in close 
proximity to Victoria, the capital city of 
British Columbia, is Shawnigan Lake. Hun- 
dreds of black-tailed' deer are siiot hcre_ every 
season, some of the hunters using a solid ball 
in double-barreled Fhotguns, for better execu- 
tion in the thick cover where the deer arc 
jumped. Salmon fishing on the rivers is a 
sport which can scarcclj' be described for its 
excitement and interest, as the fish are mon- 
sters in size and light as only a salmon can. 
A favorite method of angling for salmon is by 
. trolling, and this is sometimes done by a 
hand-line, or with a spoon and rod and reel. 

One of the jilcasant features of fishing and 
shooting in X'aiicotn'cr Island is the comi)ara- 
ti\'e ease with which the territory is reached, 
tile comfort and convenience of tiic various 
sto|jpiiig places, the mildness of the weather, 
and the a\ crage ease with which the sport can 
be ]mrsued. 

Of course, when a man goes out for elk 
and bear he must have guides and naturally 
expect to contend with more or less hardship

WHY NOT BE INDEPENDENT? 

It seejns to me that many people miss the 
true savor of outdoors by depending too much 
on the assistance of others. One finds on all 
sides talcs of how men go into the wilds and 
give themselves over to the enjoyment of nature 
but somehow many of these stories show plainly 
that it was not the sportsman who did things. 
Too often the sophisticated reader and outdoor 
man detects the fact that it was the guide's 
skill which brought the game in range of the 
rifle. The guide did the tracking, or he called 
the moose, or he pointed out the game for the 
hunter to see. Somehow most trips into the 
wilds arc not declarations of independence. They 
are, in fact, plain statements of dependence upon 
another's skill, another's knowledge and an- 
other's strength. After the guide has driven the 
deer to one's stand — "To make a long story 
short, half an hour passed before George, tlio 
guide, wlio had come up, finally found the deer 
dead.'.' Then when wet leaves gave. good still- 
hunting — "The guide and I still-hunted," and 
it was the guide who got the shots. 

I do not decry the value of guides, though I 
never hired but one. If one is really incapable 
of getting through the woods alone, then stick 
to the guide like a burr If one wants packers. 



Go to the hunting, grounds alone. Make 
your own camp by spring, stream or lake. Seek 
your game alone. Range the hills and woods 
without companions. Depend on your own ob- 
servation and compass to get back to camp. You 
may not grow fat on your own cooking at first. 
You may not see so many heads of game. You 
may even fail to see any game. But when you 
have camped alone for a night or a week or a 
month you will have made- the acquaintance of 
a phase of nature which does not appear to men 
who travel in mobs. 

If I am camping with a party of hunters, it 
suits me best to let all the others pick their own 
way of hunting and ])laces of hunting, and when 
they have chosen theirs I go the other way. I 
seek some distant ridge if my companions hunt 
close to camp, If they go far from camp then 
I circle around near home. Alone and unas- 
sisted, I hunt my deer, I shoot it if I can, and 
if my own aim is good, it is my meat, my hide 
and my horns. The game is a trophy to my un- 
assisted skill. I tramp and camp alone. To get 
the true savor of the winter forests, 1 lived for 
ten weeks in an empty loggers' camp, miles 
from the nearest house. 1 am prouder of the 
rabbits — great northern hares — ^that I killed 
still-hunting with a rifle, than I could possibly 
be of any game in whose death another shared. 

To prove that it was good to go alone, I 
tramped a thousand miles out of Central New 
York across I'eimsv] vania to the head of the 




and even danger. Elk inhabit the northern 
part of the island, and with one other excep- 
tion, according to my best information, elk 
are not found elsewhere in Canada. Some 
of the picturesque features of the shooting and 
fishing in the northern part of the island, par- 
ticularly along the coast, will be the oppor- 
tunities of the hunter or fisher to see the 
imi(|uc features of life and interest not ob- 
servable in other parts of the world. He may 
have an opportunity to see the whale fisheis 
cruising after the leviathans of the deep, 
shouUriie be on the west coast, or on the east 
coast he may have a chance to see the herring 
/ishers bringing in their nets filled to over- 
flowing and glistening with the shining scales 
of the herring. 

l ie will see in his travels some of the most 
magnificent timber the world can show today, 
lie will come across the camps of prospectors 
seeking for g<il(l and cojjiier among the moun- 
tains, and he will pass coal and iron mines in 
operation. In the' remote fastnesses he will 
meet Indian and white trappers and hunters, 
and he will find to his amazement and delight 
]iarts of the country which are as new to the 
white man, perhaps even newer, than the heart 
of Africa itself. 

Dozens of unexplored regions of the rivers, 
as yet unruffled by the cast of tlic fly, dash 
down to the sea, are still to l)e found on Van- 
couver Island. Wildernesses where bear, elk 
and pantlier make their home, are waiting for 
the moccasin of the Indian guide, followed by 
his white companion. 

Of the hunters coming to N'anconver Isl- 
and for a Irij) it is necessary to say, bring a 
light rod with you and either a light rifle or 
a .22 target pistol for small game shooting, as 
you will find that an excellent means of pro- 
viding your larder with toothsome material for 
llie flying pan. To the angk'r, the advice will 
be, in addition to a full set of light and heavy 
rods and tackle, bring a liglit rifle to give 
\ririely to the camp cookery and a change 
from the sp<jrt so belox'ed by Izaak Walton. 

Motoring enthusiasts, who at the same 
time arc fond of gun and rod, have no other 
place in the country in which they can "dou- 
ble up" on the sports mentioned. . The auto- 
mobile roads from Victoria north extend 200 
miles, and are unsurpassed in their solidity 
and in the opportunity afforded the traveler 
for viewing magnificent scenery. These roads 
pass through the cities of Nanaimo, Lady- 
smith and Cumberland, as well as near all the 
luniling ami fishing I'esorts within reach. Xew 
roads are also being constructed in every 
direction, so that the aut(3mobile owner and 
driver who enjoys sport with gun and rod, has 
in Vancouver Island the greatest of all places 
to follow his favorite sports. Guides can be 
procured readily for big game shooting, whiles 
the fishing is accessible from all the cities and 
points along the railroad, and particularly by 
automobile or other \'ehiclcs. 

Sportsmen from the States and Canada 
come in every year to a certain extent, but the 
territory has iiqt ■ been . as yet< hardly- .tpjiched

cooks and other servants, well and good. But 
when it comes to the actual hunting, why not 

strike out alone and shoot game without tin; 
assistance of another's eyes, another's ears, and 
another's rille, wliich happens frccpiently when a 
guide with a gun is alongside at every stride. 

How many men wlu) hunt with guides at 
their side really kill the mo(.)se, caribou, bear and 
mountain sheep whose heads they so proudly 
display? Search the hides and it will sometimes 
be found that the sportsman's smokeless-pow- 
der-driven, steel-jacketed bullets were inateriall}' 
assisted in their worlc. by the plugging of a bul- 
let or two from the guide's old black powder 
gun. Of what avail to tell a fellow sportsman 
that "I killed this nio(.')se !" when in the heart 
rings tli(^ challenge, "^'ou hit him in the hind 
leg — (jeorgt! hit him in the neck?" 

There arc comforts which no man can de- 
spise in camp or elsewhere — a good bed, a warm 
place to sleep and a varied diet. iSiit the instant 
one adds that which requires another's skill to 
make the hunt successful, by so much the sports- 
man loses. It is better, far better, to seek one's 
game alone and kill it than to have an avalancho 
of success through the assistance of others. If 
one's skill is no better than ability to shoot red 
scpiirrols on a hemlock knoll, then refrain from 
hunting deer at the heels of a guide until such 
time as it is possible to shoot deer with your 
own rifle without assistance. If it is unsjiorts- 
nianlike to hound deer with dogs, it is eciually 
unsi)ortsnianIiIce to hunt thcnn with guides. 

Let me applaud tli(^ man who canijis and 
tramps and hunts alone. If a man is so unfami- 
liar with the woods that he cannot travel 
through them without getting lost, let him ])itch 
his little tent in a.pi(;nic ground, in^ sight of the 
public highway. If one is not skitlecl enough to 
still-hunt deer, let him hunt woodchucks, for, 
a mounted woodcliuck still-hunted ami shot by 
one's own olTorts is surer token of skill and 
independence than the lordliest royal elk heiul 
that ever came out of Montana — if a man claims 
that elk as his own, when a guide found it and 
,ii guide's shot caused death or even stopped 
the- wounded gAniQ, . ' "jr. ' t

of the way I camped out under a rubber blan- 
ket. I proved to my t>wn satisfaction that any- 
one who wishes can set up a tent m a woodlot 
in a farm country and have many experiences as 
wild and interesting as ope has m the wilderness 
depths. I found in a skiff journey down ilu; 
Holston and Tennessee rivers ns beautmd and 
iiilercstiiig a country as any man could ask. 
I could not ask— noi' could anyone find — a lone- 
lier place than a sand-bar m a Mississippi bend. 

Independence, not dependence, it seems to 
me, should be the real sportsman s desire. Ihere 
are helps which any man must accept m certain 
kinds of hunting — beaters are doubtless neces- 
sary in tropical hunting of some kinds, of course. 
But when one must have help to kill Adiron- 
dack deer, or a guide's marksmanship to shoot 
a moose, it is my opinion the ])erniissible limit 
of assistance has been far passed. — Recreation. 



THE HABITS OF HUMPBACK WHALES. 

.'\s the result of a four months' visit during 
the spring and summer of 1908 to three of the 
whaling stations on the West Coast of North 
America, Mr. K. C. .Andrews has been enabled 
to make a number of interesting observations 
or. the hai)its (jl fin whales and humpback 
whales, which have been published in vol. 
xxxvi. (pp. 213-236) of the Bulletin of the 
American Museum of Natural History, accpm- 
panied by reproductions of a series of photo- 
graphs. The three stations visited are situated 
respectively at Secliart, Barclay Sound, on the 
west side of \'ancou\-er Island; at Kyoquot, 
considerably further north on the same coast, 
and at Tyer, on the southern end of Admiralty 
Island. Alaska. As regards humpbacks, the 
author states that when coming to the surface 
these wdialcs ascend oblic|ucly, so that only the 
top of the head, as far back ;is the blow-holes, 
is shown, and as .soon as this takes place the 
spout is delivered. The cloud of vapor, which 
rises vertically, is narrow at the base, but at 
once sjireads out into a low, bushy colunni. 
jVlthougli the older writers make it much grea- 
ter, the height to which the spout ascends is 
about 15 feel; but, as in other whales, both the 
height and the density of the column deijeud 
upon the length of time the animal has been 
below and the force of the expiration. The 
humiiback, like other whale-bone whaler,, lias 
two blow-holes, and some previous observers 
have stated that the column of -vapor is double 
as it) first issues, but the author is unable to 
confirm this, and comes to the conclusion that 
thp spout is single. A loud, harsh, whistling 
s^und, audible for a considerable distance, and 
due to the rush of air through the blow-holes, 
accompanies the spout. 

Inspiration, wdiich lasts from two to four 
seconds, immediately follows the spout, and 
during this action the blow-holes are greatly 
distended so as to form a wide ellipse, and are 
at the .same time protruded in a remarkable 
manner. The blow-holes thus occupy quite a 
■different ppsition fram that which they hold 



during expiration. The number of spouts de- 
livered during each appearance. aWt ^4^^ surface 
depends upon the depth at which the whale 
happens to be feeding — the greater the depth, 
the greater the number of spouts, the maxi- 
mum being usually six or seven. 

In the case of both humpbacks and finncrs, 
big dives or soundings, when the ^yhales de- 
scend to considerable depths, alternate with 
shallow^ intermediate dives, the positions as- 
sumed during' these tvro actions being quite 
distinct and characteristic. In commencing a 
sound, after the completion of the spout, the 
humpback depresses its head and begins to re- 
volve, after which the body is much arched and 
the back-fin shown, when much of the body is 
above the surface ; as the revolution continues, 
the tail or flukes is drawn smoothly out of the 
water, and the whale assumes a vertical posi- 
tion till the tail disapiiears. The idea that 
humpbacks descend obliquely wdien .sounding 
is thus shown to be incorrect. 

On the other hand, after one of these deep 
soundings, the whale indulges in a variable 
number of shallow or surface dives, when the 
back, in most cases at any rate, is but slightly 
arched, and there is little sign of the revolving 
movement. In starting on one of these dives 
the flukes are not shown. 

When s(ninding, humpbacks may remain 
below the surface from fi\ c to twenty minutes, 
the distance travelled during this period de- 
pending api)arently to a great extent on the 
amount of food to be obtained. When food is 
abundant the whale will frequently rise close 
to where it disappeared; but wdien there is a 
scarcity of provender, the animal will often 
swim at a great pace and reappear a mile or 
more away from the spot where it sounded. 
From this latter circumstance, in the opinion 
of Dr. Racovitza and the author, has arisen the 
idea prevalent aniong^ whalers that the big 
cetaceans can remain under water for many 
consecutive hours without coming up to breathe. 
A whale suddenly makes its appearance at the 
surface where no whales have been seen in the 
neighborhood for hours, and it is forthwith 
assumed that the creature has been sounding 
all this time. If, however, it be admitted that 
the humpback or a finncr will swim for twenty 
minutes below as fast as it does at die surface, 
it may perfectly well have descended at least a 
mile away from' the place of its reappearance. 

One more point of interest may be noted. A 
smooth circular jjatch of water invariably marks 
the spot where a humpback or a finner has 
sounded, and it has been attempted to account 
for this circle of mirror-like water by the 
hypothesis that oily mktter emanates from the 
whale in its descent. Mr. Andrews considers, 
however, that the smooth appearance of the 
water is a purely physical phenomenon produced 
bv interrupted wave-action and suction as the 
monster descends, and analogous to the dis- 
turbance produced by the sudden descent of any 
large body into the water. — ^The Field,

CHURCHES LINE THE THAMES 

The Thames ought to have a vast num- 
ber of good people dwelling on its banks, for 

it is said to be better churched than any other 
river of its size, says the London Graphic. 
That is to say, it has a greater number of 
churches standing immediatcl}' on its banks 
than any stream of similar extent. If you are 
well ac(iuainted with the country it' flows 
throng-h, and attempt to reckon up the num- 
ber of these edifices you can see from a boat, 
you will lie perfectly astounded at the result 
of your calculations. I know well nigh all 
these buildings, from delightful Sonierford 
Keynes, in Wiltshire, where is the ver}' first 
of the scries, to the somewhat bleak and sad 
church of Cooling — the scene of the early 
part of "Great Expectations" — which is well 
nigh the last. But, when I come to think of 
it, St. James, in the Isle of Grain, must be 
really the very last of these riparian churches. 
The three I have mentioned are all very in- 
teresting, but little known, as they are some- 
what out of the popular track. 



PIPPIN IS ROYALTY'S APPLE 

In 1 84-', when Andrew Stevenson, a citizen 
of /MbeiiKirle county, \'a., represented the 
■ United States at the English court, ho caused 
several barrels of Albermarle pippins to be prc- 
sente d to Queen Victoria, according to "Vir- 
ginia Country Names. 

From that time until her death the pippin 
was the apple eaten at the Court of St. James, 
and it may be that King Edward keeps up the 
custom of his mother. At any rate, the ])ippin 
has a wonderful popularity in England now. C. 
v.. Sydnor, the RichiiKnid fruit expert, received, 
in the sumincr of KJ07. an (jrder from a whi)le- 
sale fruit merchant of England for 20,000 bar- 
rels of i)ippins. Sydnor also received an order 
from Co]jcnhagen, Denmark, for 5,000 barrels 
of pippins.

So the govcrnmont 
is going to look th.e matt<'r uji and extend aid 
if the industry of catching and selling the 
salilola prcjmises to be successful. Tiowevcr, the, 
whol(;some and appetizing cod has had a good 
start, and there is no great probability that tlM 
American food fisl^ will be supplanted. 




\Is Oscar Slater rualiy guilty of the iimrder 
of Miss Gikhrist? 

That is a vital cjuestioti, which has been re- 
vived while he was waiting for his reprieve. On 
tiie evidence led al the trial, and on which 
he was sentenced to death., there is a remark- 
able divergence of public opinion, and not one 
but many unhesitatingly aver that no such deci- 
sion would iiave been arrived :it hail the case 
been tried before a jury composed of men train- 
ed to weigh evidence in a legal manner. 

The uncertainty of identity, even by those 
who were recognized as the most valuable wit- 
nesses for the Crown, opens up a wide field for 
speculation and conjectiu'c, and it is imjiossible 
io get awa}- from the fact that there was a large 
I'lement of doubt in the matter of identilication. 
.■\s a well-known medical writer on the subject 
says, "There is nothing so well establishetl as 
the utter untertainty of testimony to identify 
when based on mere resemblance of face and 
figure. Even when it is given by the most con- 
scientious witnesses, and by those whose means 
of knowing are most abundant, experience 
proves thai i( is still uncertain." 

.A. few of till- more noteworthy instances in 
which the extreme penally of the law has been 
meted ont to innocent persons, owing to the 
likeness they iiore to criminals, will show the 
justice of these remarks. 

A number of years ago a man named Cole- 
man, who was a brewer's clerk, was executed 
on Kennington Common for the murder of 
Sarah Green. She had been set upon by several 
persons, and received such sevei'e injuries that 
she died shortly after, but not ix'tore she had 
]50sitively identified Coleman as the leader of 
the gang which had assaulted her. In spite of 
liis [)rotestat ions of innoce.nce, Coleman was 
Jmnged for the nnirder of Sarah tireen. Tno 
years after his execution the real perjjetrators of 
the crime were discovered and two of them were 
condemned to death The discovery, however, 
came too late to be of any assistance to the 
tmfortunate man, who had been hurried out of . 
the world under the stigma of their crime. 

In the closing years of the eiglUcentli century 
a bookseller named Martin Clinch, and James 
jMacklcy, a printer, were put to tlcaih for the 
juurder of Mr. ]"ryer. The deceased man had 
been attacked while walking with his cousin, 
OMiss Ann Fryer, and it was upon her testi- 
mony that Clinch and Martin were condemned. 
Though they were both able to bring forward 
strong testimony refuting the charge made 
against them. Miss Fryer was so positive, of 
their identity with the murder(>rs (jf her cousin 
that her assertions were allowed to overbalance 
pvery point in favor of the accused men. , 
Confession that Came l^oo Late 
After some years had passed the real mur- 
derers of Mr. i'"r_\er came forward and made a 
full confession of their crime. 'J'he records state 
that they were both banged, init nothing is said 
as to whelhcr .Miss Fryer was alive at the dale 
of their confession. If so, hei- remorse at hav- 
ing sworn away the lives of two perfectly inno- 
cent men must have rendered the remainder of 
her existence very wretched. 

A mystery still enshrouds the curious case of 
Neil Cream, and it is quite i)ossible that we may 
liave here all the elements of a tragic legal error. 
Some years after the execution of Cream one of 
the detectives who bro\igiH liini to j\tstic(', and 
Avho knew him well related ihrorigh tin? public 
l^ress a slran^je story of suddenK- cjne dav coin- 
ing face to face with the criminal's exact count- 
erparl. Ki'mciiibci-ing that .Veil C'reaui himself 
])rotesled to 'the last that he was the victim of 
mistaken iilentity, it was regarded as a striking 
coincidence. 

The myserious and unknown double of the 
Iman who was hangecb, resembling Cream in 
every particular, with his peculiar .gait, cross 
eyes, and .gold si^ectacles, was several limes, it 
was said, seen by others acc|naintcd with the 
crinn'nal, including, among them, one of the 
wardens who alti-nilcd Cream at the last. The 
matter was ncN-er set at rrsl. hnt the di'tectivc 
who made the accidental (liscover\- inaiiUaincd 
that the likeness was in i;ver\' detail jierfeet 
enough to have caused confusion as to their 
respective identities, even had the doubles been 
placed side by side in the dock 

.Tt is oidy a matter of seven or eight years 
ago since an imujcent man's strong resendilance 
lo anolher snspected of nnn^der was the cause 
of his being brought all the wav fi'oni .\'e\v 
Zealaiul to ( Olcliestei' bi.'foi'c he could satis- 
factorily esl;d)lish his real identity. Considering 
the fearful strain which the iimocent man unisl 
liave suffered, the Treasury did imt. give him 
51 penny too much when it allowed him a grant 
of £600 as comiicnsation. 

"Value of Circumstantial Evidence 
The exact x-ahu- of circv.mstan! iai e\'idence 
has often been discussed, bui seldom has it pla)'- 
ed a more tragic part than when it led to the 
hanging of William Shaw. Shaw, on evidence 
■which was purely circumstantial, was convicted, 
and executed for the nuirdcr of liis daughter. 
]'"iftecn months ov so after the last dread i)enalty 
of the law had been carried out, the tenant who 
rented Shaw's house discovered a letter written 
by the supposed nuirdered girl, in which she 
stated, that, as the man she loved had jilted her, 
she had determined to lake her own life. 

The authorities were, of course, powerless to 
expiate this terrible mistake ; but the dead man s 
•-body was handed over to his relatives for re- 
interinent, whilst flags were waved over the 
grave, and everything was done, including the 
altemlance of prominent iK)lice officials at the 
funeral, to proclaim the lawful recognition of 
Shaw's innocence. 

C .The case of Adolf Beck, which Mr. M'Cluru 
rilroduced so eflcctiv.ely, in.hjs defence of Slater,. 



is one of the most glaring instances of wrongful 
imprisonment in latter-day annals of crime. 
Beck, whoso startling resemblance to another 
so completely blinded the eyes of justice, actual- 
ly served five years' penal servitude, and was 
c nvicted for another offence, when the real 
culprit was discovered. 

Some men, in fact. ha\-e been lumtetl and 
hounded all over the world on account of this 
cuiioui duplication on the part of Xaturc — a 
deplication which has led to more tragic hap- 
penings, strange experiences, and bewildering 
consequences than the average individual has 
any conception of. 

A few years ago, for instance, two sk'illed 
iectives started to hunt down a man whom 
they took to be licadoii, who was "wanted" at 
that time for cxtensi\-e bank frauds. After a 
chase lasting over thirty weeks, with enough 
clues and lost scents to fill a 
volume of Sherlock Holmes, they 
ran their prey to earth in British 
Columbia, and brought him home. But it ap- 
p>'ariMl that ih ■ (p'l.rry rlid not Icnow he was 
biijig chriseil, ami look no tronble to bide. .-Mter 
I'.eing (le! dned hir a few weeks, he was liberated 
as bein:;- the wrunj; man. 

It w.is ;d>o a tase of personal i-escnd)lance to 
a not.iri(!iis crinnnal which, a few years ago, i)ul 
the authorities on the track of a young, bank 
clerk named I3avies. Davies was a Londoner, 
a decent, straight living sort of chap with abso- 
lutely no connection with crime or criminals, 
but. nnfortmialel)- for him, he bore a strong 
facial reseml)lanc(> to (iilTord Matthews, the 
' gentlcp.vin-thief," whose chief exploit was the 
stealing ;if the I'ortland jewels. 

.Mai'liews was known to be ti'ving to gel ont 
of the countrw and abotU the sanu^ time. fJavies. 
having ,1 vacation ■.<n his hands, took a steamer 
to P.oulogn.( , and, while there, got an e.xtensioii 
of holidav The searcli f'.-r Matthews was fruit- 



less at home, and the pchce got; a cable from an 
agent a' Boulogne tlsat Matthews was there. 

This put the pih'ce on the (rack of the un- 
conscious Davics, and they ran him dowji in a 
Hale village called V'imille, where he was quiet- 
ly cnjo\'ing himself in fishin.g and rambling ex- 
cursions. On the morning of the arirval, he had 
taken a long excursion to some woods, wljerc 
they hounded him down, fell upon, him in true 
melodramatic style, and spoilt his holiday by 
taking him before the coui'ts for extradition. His 
resemblance to iNlatthews was so strong that he 
had much trouble to clear himself. .Ml this was 
a fine sli'okc of luck for -Matthews, who got 
away to South .Xmerica in a cattle boat, lie was, 
howi^ver, caught a few months later, convicted 
of manslaughter on another count, and impris- 
oned for life. 

A very unpleasant experience was that which 
1 c fcl Mrs. VaUghan Winters when she crossed 
ii I- track of the arch-swiinller Mary Kegwin. 
'Ibis KegwKi was tin; notorious "Lady St. 
I)cn_\s." who, a nunibci- of _\ears ago, posed un- 
der varioirs aliases at hotels in most big towns 
(■! liriur.i, c.i)laining jewellrv ami cr<'ilit un- 
limited. 

The |)olice were hot on this woman's trail, 
when Mrs. Winters, a widowed lady, took the 
same train that Kegwin was expected to make 
for, and made a journey north to Portree, in 
Skye, by rail and boat. A slight rcscnd)lance 
to the '"wanted" woman, combineil with the cir- 
cumstances :uul a i;re;U deal of zeal on the part 
of tne police, resnlieil in Mrs. Winters bein:;' 
chased to I'orVree, llience to a h.'imlet in the 
mountains, unconscious that thi' law was al 
he|- heels ; and finalK . she was arrested on 
Currie Moors, and brought back to London, 
in spite of her protests, 'as she had no one to 
identify her but her maid. 

.-\s much "sleuth-hounding" and 
iletectivc intelligence was si)cnt in 
running in this harndess old lady 
as if .-^lie had been Charles I'eace. She was 
released, of course: but the interruption did 
Mar\ Kegwin no good, foi- she was caught two 
days later in (ilasgow. .She had actually traveled 
by the .same li'ain tb.al .Mrs. W'iiUers bad lakt'n. 
her wry audacilv and sang froitl putting the 
police off the scent for the time being. 




Only twice in the year is it possible to 
count on making money out of bazaars. Be- 
fore Christmas, purse strings may be stretched 
to their uttermo.st. but the lists of Cbristnia.s 
.gifts are long, while this month and the next 
the draw wdn'ch brings in golden guineas is 
the garden, the strawberries and cream under 
the trees, the sunshine and the flowers, which 
can be confidently expected in an outdoor 
festa. When charity fetes were first invented 
it was only necessary to advertise the fact 
that there would be booths outside instead of 
stalls in an o\-ercrowded drawing-ioom, and 
peo|)le would come for the mere pleasure of 
exploring some one else's garden, especially if 
tliev were not — and never could be — on the 
owner's \-isiting list. 

.\owadays, even in the remoteness of the 
countryside the village demands something 
more than the privilege of putting up pony 
and trap or gt)verness car in the castle stable 
yard, and wandering round the kitchen garden 
and ihc vineries unmolestecT by gardeners or 
their masters. To introduce some new attrac- 
tion ami make the jirogrannne as varied as

brellas, the picturesque countrj'women in c6s- 
tume, both selling and distributing pro- 
grammes and tickets, had a charming effect. 
As rc.gards costume, a wide field of choice is 
usually left to those wdio undertake a booth 
or a joint .stall. So that they '-represent the 
paysanne of some coimtry. market square^ — 
French, German, Swiss Italian, or Dutch — it 
signifies little wdiat nationality is chosen, the 
market, to be picturesque, being as cosmopoli- 
tan as pos.siblc. Even plain needlework can 
be made to look attractive by erecting a Breton 
stall in the shajie of a four-poster, roofing it 
with gaily striped linen, and hanging the 
wooden framework with saleable goods. 

.A. corner was set on one side for dairy pro- 
duce and flowers, and a very realistic concep- 
tion of market day in some old Norman town 
was produced by a busy throng of bigoudcnes 
in their gay costumes and pretty caps, eager 
to dispose of fattened chickens and golden 
butter, each ensconced beneath her shady um- 
brella, and busy with her knitting between the 
intervals of driving bargains, A good profit 
is usually made by a bee stall, at wdiich not 
onl}- honey 's sold but bellows and smoke 
burners for bee-keepers, as well as veils and 
gloves and wax, which sells well for house- 
keeping purpo.ses. At night; fairy lamps can 
be hung round the large umbrellas, paper lan- 
terns on the trees, while bamboo rods hung 
with the same, liglit up the open spaces. 

China should be kept to a plot of its own, 
and, like the great market at Ghent or the 
v.'eekly fair at Bruges, to which the- country- 
side travels en masse, it should be spread on 
large mats on the ground, the sellers providing 
themselves with low chairs. Long avenues 
are left between the stalls for the passers-by 
to wander up and down, a pretty effect being 
secured by the choice of bright-colored car- 
pets. Cairo rugs and Algerian mats make a 
good set-off to the china, while, if possible, 
an Oriental rug should take Eastern brasses 
and pottery, an Italian mat be a foil to Flor- 
entine ware or A'enetian glass, and other for- 
eign faience or old linglish lustre or pottery 
be arranged in the same way. 

y\nothcr workable project is the floral festa. 
h'or this scheme square booths are provided, 
which arc literally covered with flowers and 
greenery. If this adds a good deal to the 
working expenses at a London bazaari in the 
country nothing is easier than to command as 
many flowers as are wanted, the only diffi- 
culty being that of keeping them fresh. This 
drawback can, however, be got over satisfac- 
torily by prociiring sufficient of the useful 
"poke-bag" tins, which are used so success- 
fully in church decorating, and a large supply 
of which wdll be made by. any tinsmith for a 
few pence. 'J'hese should be painted the same 
color as the woodwork of the booth, . and fas- 
tened to it by nails, a hole being drilled at the 
top of each for this purpo-se. A row of these 
alon.g the chief stays of the stall at intervals 
of a foot will hold enough flowers to veil the 
woodwork, and give the idea of a bower of 
growin.g flowers. 

Each stall takes a different floor. Crim- 
son ramblers and the pale Dorothy Perkins 
make a charming scheme, festoons of the roses 
being carried across the front of the stalls, and 
held at the corners with giant bows of ram- 
bler-red straw ribbon. Another pretty effect 
can be gained with sweet peas, every shade 
of which should be represented, whilst holly- 
hocks and sunflowers, still later in the sum- 
mer, can be made severally responsible for 
(piaint. old-fashioned booths. Those who sell 
nuis.t, of course, be dressed to match the part, 
in pretty little floral costumes and flower caps. 
.At the sweet pea stall the one who is responsi- 
ble for it should wear a green dress— the color 
of the leaves and tendrils — whilst her helpers 
should choose frocks in sweet pea colors — 
pale pink, mauve, lavender, crimson, and blue. 

To provide enough side-shows is always a 
little difficult when a succession of outdoor 
fetes for rival schemes— Yeomanry or Terri- 
torial, liosiiital or orphanage— usurps all the 
current ideas, and rol)s even gips)- tents and 
fortune-tellers of interest. To engage to read 
ihc future — whatever the means employed — is, 
however, invariably a certain draw, and the 
most ingenious methods are used to imbue 
those w^ho jiart with their half-crowns with 
more than a half-hearted belief that tltey are 
going to learn the name of the Derby winner 
or hear their future husband described.

Aiarriagcs arc a perennial topic of interest, 
whether it be to tliosc about to embarlc upon 
.the.pcean of matrimony or to those gaily sail- 
ing its waters and looking shorewards at the 
new departures from the realms of hachclor- 
dom and spinstcrhood. 

, More particularly at lliis season of the 
year, when old Mother Karth seems to have 
pot once more a fresh lease of vitality an'd 
beauty, and shares it with the animated crea- 
tures around her, do Tennyson's lines in 
"Locksley Hall" well up in one's recollection: 

"In the sprinij a fuller crimson comes upon 
the robin's breast; 

In the spring the wanton lapwing gets him- 
self another crest ; 

In the spring a livelier iris changes on the 
burnish'd dove ; 

In the spring a young man's fancy lightly 
turns to thoughts of love. 

It is seldom that the hard dry prosaic facts 
of statistics harmonixe with the imaginati\e 
verse of the poet, but in this case it is unde- 
niable that marriages in April, May and June 
arc invarial)ly greater in number than in any 
other quarter of the year.

So this merry month 
of May is boycotted, since it cannot be hanged, 
and the reason one must search lor in tlic 
mist of superstitions of the past. 

"I want to be hung up," is quite a common 
declaration by the Clydesdale worker on pre- 
senting himself to the registrar. You mustn't 
take him literally. Although his appearance 
belies him, he is speaking metaphorically. He 
desires the usual public notice of marriage to 
be hung or tacked on the registrar's board out- 
side the office. 

"Wiiat's to pay?" queried the future Bene- 
dict. 

"Half-a-crown," was the laconic reply.

Gretna Green, Past and Present 

How manv iniptil.'^ivoly roiaaiitic couidos in 
England have sighed for the d.lys of Gretna 
Green and its village blacksmith! Prior to 1H57, 
the runaways drove post haste to Scottish soil, 
where they could be legally wed, \vithout church 
or civil preliminaries, by anyone. They simply 
avowed their mutual consent before two wit- 
nesses, and subscribed a document to that ef- 
fect. No prior residence was necessary. 

Lord Hroiighani's .Act of l';irlianieiit dissi- 
])ated into thin air all the roinniitic ivotions of 
midnight elopenionts, irate fathers, steaniiiif.; 
horses, wearied postilions, etc. liy thi.s act it 
became necessarj' for the parties to be resident 
twenty-one' days in Scotland before the knot 
might be tide. A registrar insists upon your 
having resided fifteen days in his parish before 
accepting "notice," which, again, must have 
publication for seven clear days. 

If on any jilnce in Scothuid has descended 
the matrimoitial mantle of ( Iretna ( Irern it iiiu-~l 
assui'frlly l)c the !;il vthswonrl district of ( ihis- 
gow. In iiC) parish or, district from Maiden Kirk 
to John o' Groats do so many pledge themselves 
at the hymeneal altar. Its records cannot be' 
approached. It is not because marriageable 
maidens and spinsters of all degrees with young 
men on domestic thoughts intent flock to this 
charmed circle. It is simply that it is the region 
of hotels, where weddings are rogtdarly cele- 
brated. The Sheriff Courts also hold sway 
within its precincts, so that all marriages befoi'o 
the siieriff in the city of ( ilasgow must be regis 
tered in Blythswood. There are some benighted 
spots where not one single union of souls can 
be recorded during the whole long year, and re- 
cently, one registrar gave out the melancholy 
fact, that no marriages had been registered in his 
district since 1903. 

Some fastidious men have declared that they 
do not object to having a wife, but draw the 
line at her mother as part; of the bargain, either 
directly or indirectly. Mothers-in-law. have a 
delicate ])art to pla\', anrl it needs a level-headed 
sensible woman to satisfactorily play it. One 
must rometnber that the wisest man that ever 
lived — King Solomon — mtisl liave liarl about 
700 mothers-in-law. When one gets into three 
figures with mothers-in-luw, an o.dd. dozen or 
so Wouldn't matter mucH. History doesn't indi- 



cate if this contributed to his wisdom, but it is 
left on record that he sagaciously observed that 
"in a multitude of counsellors there is safety." 
Sydney Smith used to say of a certain quarrel- 
some man that "his very face was a breach of 
the peace."' Some would aver that the very 
face of their mothcr-in-law ap])earing would 
lead to a breach of the domestic peace. 
How the Thing Is Done 

As discovered daily by rcgistrai's in the 
eotirse of their official avocations, there is a con- 
siderable haziness regarding the method of pro- 
cedm e in arranging a marriage. Briefly it may 
be explained in a few sentences : 

In Scotland it may be arranged in three 
different ways. First, "before the sheriff," as 
the phrase g(Tes. 'i'lie two parties liasu^ merely 
to appear before a re,<;islrar along with two wit- 
nesses (householders) who are ac(iuainted with 
both jiarties. Xci i)revious intimation re(iuii'es to 
be iiiatle. A dociuiient of a plain and siinjile 
character is signed by the parlies and witnessed 
by their two friends. They are then considered 
duly married according to Scots law. I'Aerx- 
thing else done is only a formal, cementing of 
the bond to ensure its validity. It still is. and 
will remain always an "irregular" marriage, but 
that onl\' sieuifu's that the procedure was not 
in the regidar ov usual wny. 

The wording of the doctmient will lu'ohably 
run as follows; — "W'e. John Thomson. resiilinL;" 
al 113 Cannichael sti'eet. Dinidee, and .Annie 
Lester, residing at .(S Sunderland Terrace. /\ber- 
decn. do hereijiy accept and acknowledge each, 
other as husband ancl wife." From the regis- 
trar's office they went their way to the sheriff's 
chambers, and when that legal luminary is dis- 
eii;,ML;ed he elirits a declaration from them that 
tlie\- each williiigl\- consent to the union. .Sub- 
sequiMitly they retui'ii to the ot'fice and the 
registrar dul_\- enters the transaction in the uiai'- 
riage registei'. which is again sij^ned, in dupli- 
cate this time. This conqiletcs the ceremony 
from beginning to end, in probably a couple of 
hours. 

The Pope and tlie Roman Catholic hierarchy 
have denounced in no measured terms such cele- 
brations as these by members of their relit^ions 
body. It is, perhaps, quite in reason that they 
should insist upon any of their flock being 
luiited in matrimony by priests of their own 
church. 

The other two iiiethoils of jireceihire are sim- 
ply ditYerences in preliminary announcement. 
Parties must either have the "notice" published 
on the registrar's bonrd in the parish or dis- 
trict they arc residing in, or they mu.st go to 
the Session Clerk of the parish church and ar- 
range for ]Trocla niation of hauns. !f 1!h'\- sta\' in 
different jjarislies, the parlicidnr forniality must 
be gone through in both places. .At the end of 
the pi-escribed time they call for iheii- certiti- 
cate, or certificates, and such are iiresented to 
the registrar of the district in which they are 
to be "connubially linked." He fills up a sched- 
ule, which the parties hand to the minister at 
the appointed time. This is a highly important 
document, imd must be returned to the same 
registrar who issued it within three days from 
date of celebration, under a heavy penalty. Of 
course this schedule is retained in the :irchi\('s 
of the Register Mouse in lMlinhurL;h. .-in exact 
cop\' being" dulv registered in the local book's. 

( Hir ])resenl .Act of Parliament under which 
marriages in Scotland are regidaled oidv passed 
into law in 1878. It came into operation on 
Jan, I, 1879, to be precise. Formerly the resi- 
dence qualification was si.x weeks, with other 
restrictions and formalities. The liilj in the 
preamble sensibly proclainu'd itself as one to 
encourage marriaqfi-s in Scotlaml. It reinoved or 
lessoned many difficulties, and aliogi'lhcr was 
helpful in promoting tiie end it had in view. 
When in England 

Now, some pi'ospi^cl i vo wix'cs ma}' whisper in 
one's car, "Your information i-^ all ve;-\' well so 
f;ir .as it goes, but m\' affinit\ li\-es in \'ork'." If 
cither of the parties slays without 
v^cotland, they must, if in Lugland, 
liring- a certificate of banns of tlie 
l^stablished Church of l",ngian(l, d\dy 
signed by the vicar of the parish. If in Ireland, 
there being no ICstablished Church in that be- 
nighted land, they nnisl bring a certihcate from 
tiicir minister, priest or some res|)onsible party 
that they are free to contract the we<lding bond. 

If a foreigner, say a German, it is wise to 
consult till' German end)assy in Lomloii that 
the piadiminaries are \';did. and that the cere- 
mon\' here is thoroughly legal and soutnl in 
German v. Cases lia\e been known >,\lieie mar- 
riages legally contracted in (Ireat llritain wei'e 
null and void in the country of the bridegroom. 

In England all regular marriages must, ac- 
cording to Act of Parliament, be celebrated 
within the "canonical hours," which mean from 
8 a.m. to 3 p,m. The .Archbishop of Canterbury 
may graciously grant you a special licence for 
the lordly sum of £30, This gives one a roving 
commission. ( )ne can be we<l aiu'wlu're one fan 
cies in England and at any reasonable time one- 
elects. 

The English clergyman grants certificate of 
marriage on payment of a foe, a practice which 
does not exist in Scotland ; all extract^ of tiiis 
nature can only be obtained from the registrar. 
Our extracts are a purely business-like form. 
The English certificates may have some 
ecclesinstical wisdom for the future guidance of 
the united c(.niple. 

With I'egard to the question of '.-ons.an- 
guinity. it is, of course, well known th.at at last 
;i man Ciin now marry his tleeoased wife's sister, 
but it is ]K'rhaps not so well understood that 
a woman cannot espouse the brother of her de- 
ceased husband. It is also interesfiiig to Icnow 
that, presuming the sister of your deceased wife 
was a widow with a piarriageable datighicr, the 



law expressly prohibits your wedding this 
daughter, although her age may approximate 
more closely to yours than that of her mpthcr. 
A'ou can briefly, therefore, tie the knot with' the 
mother, but not with the daughter.

If a couple stand in the relationship of first 
cousins, or cousins german, this fact is entered 
in the marriage schedule, and subsequently 
registered. Similarly, if a man or v/oman is 
divorced, the date of same is inserted in the of- 
ficial books

LATEST IN BATTLESHIPS 

The annotmcement that the constructors at 
the Admiralt\- are Inisy with the i)lans for itew 
battleships which are to be a distinct departui'C 
from the Dteadiiotight type, is made by the 
Xewcaslle Chronicle. The Lord .Xelson type 
has fomid much favor in the naval service, and 
the new shi|)s have reproduced in them many 
of her features. The modification!, to the pre- 
vious Lord Nelson design will embody greater 
length ; a speed of 21 knots (of course, with tur- 
bine machinery), more powerful 12-inch guns; 
imd a smaller number of the immediate second- 
ary armament guns of inch. These may ho 
increased to :o-inch calibre. The anti-tori)odo 
boat armament will consist, of a greater mnnber 
of guns. These in the'Eoi'd Xelsou are of 3-inch 
calibre, but the new shijis may have 4-inch guns 
of a powerful type instead; and there is even a 
possibility that these will be of 6-inch calibre. 

It has been considered in many expert cpiar- 
ters that when the "all big gun" typo of ship 
was adopted our Admiralty were somewhat 
hasty in giving up the 6-inch gun as part of 
our warship's armaments. The Japanese, with 
their direct experience to guide them, ;illbough 
adopting the "all big" type, did not abandon the 
()-inch gim. In our Xavy this matter has been 
progressive. d'lie original Dreadnought hail 
3-inch gims as anti-torijedo craft gims. These 
were increased to 4-inch 40 calibre guns in the 
Indomitable class, and to 4-inch 50 calibre guns 
in the latest ships. It would be a short stej) to 
advance to 6-inch guns in the now ships. Further 
these iinti-torpedo craft guns have not in all the 
Dreadnought type, biull and building, lieen pro- 
tectinl bv armour, hut have bemi j-jlaced either 
on top of tlie turrets, or on the sui)erstruclurn 
deck, and consetiuently are exposed to early 
destruction l)\' shell fire. This is recognized as 
a mistake, and is expecteil to be rectified in the 
now design. 



BLACK ANTS TO RID TREES OF SCALE 

Professor Harlan has discovered that the 
nrdinarv black ant will remove the scale frinn 
fruit trees without injuring the trees or leaves 
in the least. lie says their work is more 
ciiniplete than that acconiiilishcd by spray- 
ing- or aiu' nf the iinp'irted insects. The 
ants arc capttired by placing a plate of sugar 
near an ant hill, and when covered with ants 
the plate is i)Ul in the forks of the infected 
tree. The ants leave the sugar and go to work 
on the scale. As soon as they all leave the 
sugar the plate is placed at the foot of the 
tree and as the ants come down after having- 
cleaned the tree of scale they again assend)le 
on the sugar and are thus easily remo\-ed to 
another tree. Several ranchers in this sec- 
tion ha\e tried the scheme, and estimate that 
it will be worth millions to fruit growers. — 
Ukiah Correspondence of the San Francisco 
Call.

COMBINED FISH-SNAKE STORY 

The largest catch of fish yet recorded, says 
the llaltimore .America, is that which is re- 
ported to have been made by Sid Phelan, jr., 
of .Atlanta, on his father's plantation, near 
there, on Saturday, when 500 fish were caught 
at one time. 

The Phelan plantation is located on the 
Flint river, and there are a nundier of {)ools 
near by, caused by the recent heavy rains and 
rapid rise of the river. On Satiuday Mr. 
Phelan saw what aiipcared to he a school of 
fish in oric of these poiuls, lie examined and 
found tl'.at this was true and that the fish 
were being herded, as it were, by a large 
snake, which w^^s swinnning around them. lie 
got a bucket and let it down into the pond 
where they were the thickest, and ,when he 
pulled it up the bucket was fiill pf fish'. There 
were over 500, each about an inch or so long.

t Of the course of eyents by which Malta be- 
cam'e a part of the British Empire it is difficult: 
to .speak without some recognition of the Pro- 
vidential guidance which has so often apparently 
shaped the history of the Empire. Mo end 
would have been more repugnant to the first 
Napoleon than the aggrandisement of Great 
Britain, Yet had he been content to leave the 
Knights of St. John in quiet occupation of 
their island, it is almost inconceivable that Great 
Britain would have ejected them. The capitula- 
tion of Malta to Xai)oleon in June, 1798, paved 
the way, not for h'reiich but. for British rule in 
the i.s'land. The Knights of St, John were 
driven into exile. Ilompeseh, the last of the 
Grand Masters, retired to Trieste. Malta be- 
came for a brief wdiilc a l-Tench colony, lint no 
sooner was Napoleon's back turned than the 
Maltese rose in insurrection against the tyranny 
of General Vaubois, whom he had commissioned 
to hold the island in his name; they cut in 
pieces the garrison left behind at Citta Vecchia ; 
they flocked into Valletta and sent urgent mes- 
sages for assistance, among other people to 
Nelson. It was on September 8, 1800, that 
General A'atdnns surrendered A'aletta to the al- 
lied British, Neapolitan, Portuguese and Mal- 
tese forces. On February 19, 1801. was issued a 
proclamation declaring that at the desire of 
the Maltese people themselves his Britannic 
Majesty took the island of Malta and its de- 
pendencies under his protection and guaranteed 
to the inhabitants the full enjoyment of their 
propcrtv, their religion, and their personal 
libertv The cession was confirmed by .Article 
\T1 of the Treaty of Paris in 1814. Today in 
Palace Stpiare at Valletta over the Main Guard 
stands the following inscription : 

.Magrao ct Invictae Britanniac 
Europe \''ox et Melitensiuni Amor 
Has Insulas Confirmat. 

Sometimes I have wondered why it was that 
^Lalta in spite of its varied experiences counted 
for so little in the ancient history of the world. 
The ruins at Hagiar Kim and at Imnaidra are 
generally supposed to be relics of the Phoeni- 
ciims. In the Museum at Valletta there are re- 
mains of the Greek and Roman as well as of the 
Phoenician occupation. The Maltese langtiage, 
which is a mixture of Italian and .Arabic, bears 
witness to the sovereignty of the Saracens, It 
is well known that the Romans in the Second 
Punic war wrested Malta from the Carthagin- 
ians, But upon the whole the tide of history 
has flowed between Rome and Carthage by way 
of Sicily. Yet Sicily is only some fifty miles 
distant from' Malta. Apart from the shipwreck 
of St. Paul, the historical interest of Alalia hiay 
be said to begin with the day when Charles V, 
at the instance of Pope Clement VII in 1530, 
conferred the rule of the island upon the 
Knights of St. John of Jerusalem, who had 
been expelled only eight years before from 
Rhodes, It is still an interesting association of 
.Malta with Rhodes that the same Roman Cath- 
olic dignitary is Bishop of Malta and Arch- 
bishop of Rhodes. 

The Governor's Palace, now the urban resi- 
dence of the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, 
contains portraits of a good many of the twen- 
tv-eight Grand Masters and a list of them all 
from risle .Adam in 1530 to Mompcsch in lyn^^. 
Probably the most famotis oi them was John 
do la A'allette. who didiverod Malta from the 
Turks in 1565 and gave his name to the aipital 
citv, Valletta. The Cathedral of St. John in 
X'alietta was wholly built at the expense of the 
Grand Master, John I'Eveque dc la Cassiere. Its 
floor is paved with as many as 400 marble slabs 
bearing the names and coving the remains of 
Knights of the Order. Its chapels were assign- 
ed to the different languages of the countries 
to which the Knights belonged. In the crypt 
arc the memorials of fourteen Grand Masters, 
La, A^allelte being one of them, and a sinijih! 
slab commemorating the name of Sir 01i\'er 
Starkey, La Vallette's English secretary. The 
seven stately Aubcrges, now converted to dif- 
ferent uses — one of them being the Malta Union 
club — were, as their names imply, Auberge de 
France, Auberge d'ltalie, Auberge de Castile, 
etc., designed as residences for the knights of 
different nationalities. When th.c Order of St. 
John was remove<l to .Malta, it was hoped that 
the Knights would render belli to Christian 
travellers in their long weary voyage from 
Europe to the Moly l.,aud, besides keeping the 
sea clear of Tind<ish and Mo(3rish pirates. Tlie\- 
were called the Knights Hospitallcn-s. The jiat- 
ron saint of the Knights was St. John the Bap- 
tist. The Cathedra! in Valletta bears his name. 
The noble work of sculpture behind the altar 
represents him in the act of baptising Our 
Loi'd. 

But for me it is difficult to think of any 
other sacred name in connection with the Island 
of Malta than St. Paul's. There is no need to 
set undue store by traditions. .Any student of 
ecclesiastical history, reading the last clnipler 
of l\u' "yAcIs of the A|)ostles," might pretty well 
assume that Publius would become in Christian 
legend the first bishop of Malta, and that he 
would be consecrated to the episcopate by St. 
Paul himself. Nor does the narrative of the 
"Acts" suggest that St. Paul is likely to have 
spent his three months at Malta in such a 
subterranean chamber as the cave now called 
by his name at Citta \''eccbia, lint St, Paul's 
Bay, nine or ten miles from A^'alletta, if it' is not 
historically verifiable, yet in its configuration 
acords well with the narrative of his shipwreck, 
and the statue of St. Paul -which 
now surmounts the bay may well 
mark the spot where he- and: ' his 
companions svVam to land . or ' came ■ ashore 
"some on. boards and some on broken piecbs of: 
.the ship." At least it cannot be doubtful tliat hc 



looked upon the hills and the vallgjrs and the 

smiling waters of Malta as they are now. It 
is a pleasant thought that after so many suf- 
ferings and hardships the great Apostle should 
have been courteously welcomed by the native 
people of Malta. 

Since Malta came into British possession it 
has remained in some sense a backwater. The 
strong currents of modern life and thought have 
passed it by. There is in Valletta a feeling of 
unruffled peace. During the daily siesta banks 
and shops and even churches are regularly 
closed. It is in the late aficrnoon or evening 
that A''alletta wakes up, and the Strada Reala is 
crowded by an orderly gossiping throng, in 
which British soldiers and sailors play a con- 
spicuous part. 

The Maltese arc a religious people Alcn and 
women alike crowd the cluirchcs. They are de- 
'voted to the system and doctrine of the Church 
of Rome. The church bells seem to be ringing 
nearly all day. Nowhere, except perhaps in 
Palermo, have I seen so many priests and 
monks in the streets as at Valletta. The whole 
city wears an ecclesiastical aspect. Even the 
head-dresses, called faldettas, which the women 
wear make it look like a city of nuns. In rhe 
improbable event of the Pope ever leaving 
Rome, I know not where ho would feel himsolf 
so much at home as at \''alletta, unless it were 
in Quebec. But from a military point of view 
Malta is a station which may at any time as- 
sume a supreme value. It commands the high- 
way of the Eastern Mediterranean. The forti- 
fications of Valletta must render it well-nigh 
impregnable. Its harbor is, I shoidd think, the 
most strongly 'guarded in the British Empii^o. 
The new breakwater alone has cost half a mil- 
lion of money, and within its shelter the whole 
British fleet can anchor in all weathers.

PACKING 'WITH FERNS 

It has recently been discovered that the 
leaves of the fern plant, which grows ^almost 
anywhere, is an excellent preservative for 
packing articles of food, fruit and even meat. 
It is said that on the Isle of Man_ fresh her- 
rings are j^acked in ferns and arrive on the 
market in as fresh a condition as when they 
were shipped, A number of experiments have 
demonstrated that potatoes packed in ferns 
keep many months longer than those packed 
in straw. In fact, potatoes packed in fern 
leaves are as fresh in the springtime as when 
they were first dug in the fall. — Eternal Prog- 
ress. 



THE TURVILLE WALNUT 

The ancient wdiitethorn at Idowth Castle, 
which, according' to tradition, says the Court 
lournal, was inse])arably bound up with the 
fortunes of the St. Lawrences and would die 
with the last of the line, had its counterpart in 
this country at Husbands Bosworth Hall, the 
old seat of the Turvilles, near Rugby. In 
front of the hall was a withered walnut tree, 
and the superstition was that wdien the tree 
died so also would the race of the Turvilles 
come to an end. The year previous to the 
death of Miss Alary I'ortescue Turville, and 
the last of the family in the direct line, the 
walnut tree was dead at the top, though it 
had leaves on its lateral branches. The year 
she died it had not a single leaf upon it, and 
on examination was found to be dead.

Farming in Nileland 

An axiom of agricultural America is that 
a look at the laiul is a key to the welfare of 
the tillers of the soil. If the "dirt" is rich its 
productivity is always reflected iu the pros- 
perity of the farming- coinnumity. This is not 
true of Egypt. The soil of ihe Nile valley has 
responded liberally to every tickling- of the 
hoe for seventy centuries, yet the vast ma- 
jority of those who farm its fertile acres today 
live in mud huts. The explanation lies partly 
in the fact that the population of Nileland 
has always been dense, but in a greater meas- 
ure the condition of the iCg-yptian farmer is 
due to his having- been oppressed l^y despotic 
rulers and unequal taxation since prehistoric 
times. Smgularly enoucdi, the reign of Ismail 
Pasha, who reduced the fallaheen to the 
greatest extreme of poverty, opened the way 
for the ultimate deliverance of the Egyptian 
farmer from everlasting bondage. 

In a purely agricultural country it is dif- 
ficult for bad government to bring about ruin 
to the people as long as the tyrant is unable 
to raise funds save by extorting money from 
his subjects. When oiiprcssion becomes intol- 
erable there is a change of government and 
cpiick recovery. It was when Ismail Tasha 
learned how to borrow money in Europe, upon 
his country's "1. O. U.," that collapse re- 
sulted and the people found themselves under 
a debt which their descendants must pa\ . P.nt 
for 7,000 years before Ismail's reign. l)a(i gov- 
ernment had always made the fanners the 
bearers of the financial burdens of h'gypt and 
slaves to a system of graft, beginning -.vith 
the headjnen of villages and extending to the 
throne. Today the English point with pride 
to the fact that the fellah approaches the 
dawning of a bettci day. 

Formerly the Egj'ptian farmer was flogged 
with the "courbash" when he protested 
against paying ruinous taxes, part of which 
the tax collector stole and the rest of which 
went to the Khedive. Even so recent a ruler 
as Ismail used the courbash whenever he 
needed money. The farmer Wiis also driven 
by the whip to labor upon pnidic works or till 
crown lands, or the lands of ct)nrt favorites, 
without pay. Nowadays taxes are levied as 
they arc in European countries, and the sys- 
tem of graft is obsolete. All that is left of the 
corvee, the system of enforced labor, is that 
the fellaheen must guard their dykes during 
the season of inundation. The introduction of 
perennial irrigation has greatly reduced the 
need for labor on the dykes. It is believed that 
within a few years it \\-il! not be necessary to 
call out the corvee exccj)t in seasons of cxcef)- 
tiohally high Nile. In 1901, for the first time 
in the history of the country, no corvee was 
called out north of Cairo. 

But up to the present time the benefits 
that have accrued to the Egyptians have not 
visibly affected the nature of farming oper- 
ations. While there are exceptions to the rule, 
the Egyptian farmer's methods arc the same 
today that the}' were (hiring the first dynasty. 
Looking ui;on the remarkably preserved fea- 
tures of a Ranieses or a Seii in the Xati(->n.-\l 
Museum in Cairo, it is difficult to realize that 
thousands of years have passed since the 
mummies of these kings were wrapped. Look- 
ing from a car window at the Nile valley far- 
mer growing his crops, it is more difficult lo 
realize that this is the Twentieth Century, 
and that he is cultivating land that grows 
from two to four crops a year, 

.'\long the canals that convey water from 
the Nile to tlie fnrnis, there are seen the same 
devices for Hfting water that were in use 
when the first monuiiieiils ni I'-.gypt were 
builded. The shadoof is a contrivance consist- 
ing of a pole which rests upon a pivot, with a 
bucket at one end and a weight at the other. 
The man at the shadoof dips water from the 
canal, bucketful Ijy bucketful, tipping the 
bucket above a smaller canal lifieon feet 
above the level of the larger one. Me Nsoik^ 
for ten cents ;i day, two l)iasleI•^ in h.gy jjt iaii 
monc}', and ne\-er goes on strike I'nr lii,!_;li(i" 
wages. lie seldom misses a ila\'s worlc ami 
rarely proves unreliable in any way. I'Vcnii 
countless genorntions of oppressed ancestors 
he inherits patience, humbleness and habits 
of hard labor. He lifts some i,6no tons of 
water during the dry season. When the 
weather is warm he wears nothing more than 
a loin cloth and his wardrobe is not expensive 
at any season. Me and his family live up'Oii 
what the ;tvorage American working man 
v.'ould spend for toljaccfi. 

.Another ai)paratus for iil'iing watei- to (lie 
fields is the screw of /Vrchimeiles. The name 
suggests its ancient origin. It is a wooden 
tube with a spiral flange inside. Turned with 
a crank, it brings a stream of water to a level 
about two feet higher than its lower end. The 
more prosperous fiirincrs employ water wheels. 
The j)atient water Iniffrdo, turning the watei- 
whcel without being dri\-eii. is as dependahle, 
and almost as jjoorly led, as the fell;ih who 
works at the shadoof. Me, too, inherits the 
instinct of unceasing- t<.)il. .Sometimes the buf- 
faloes, or a buffalo and a camel, are used to 
tur;! a water wheel. There are few wealthy 
l^nd owners, for the most part Turco-Egyp- 
tiail's, .who are using steam pumps, but the 
fa.rmers who employ modern methods of get- 
.ting watci from the irrigation arc still a small 
minority. 

One advantage possessed by the Nile val- 
ley farmer is that he does not iiave to wait 
upon rain. Like the man who cultivates the 
reclaimed soil of the irrigated vSontliwcst, he 
can,,coiint upon a certain quantity of products 



representing the net result of soil and sun, 



and water applied in the right cpiantity and 
at the right time. But during the period' of 
the greatest inundation the Egyptian farmer 
must be upon his guard against storms. Egypt 
at that time is a vast lake thinly veined with 
dykes. i\lyrads of waterfowl make their home 
in this lake, while the farming people Uve 
upon mounds and make the dykes their roads. 
Violent changes of temperature in the desert 
cause sudden windstorms in the valley. An 
nnprotecteil dyke may be washed away or 
the water encroaching uiKui a village may 
cause the nuid huts U) crumble. Each village 
headman is uiukr the responsibility of calhng 
out his fellow-villagers at the right time to 
guard the dykes. Bundles of millet stalks are 
used to strengthen them on the windward 
side when the waves are pounding them. The 
picture presented today to the visitor in Egypt 
is a real life production of the pictures of dyke 
guarding carved upon monuments dating back 
to Rameses the (Ireat. 

Tb.e well-to-do fanner in l'".,g>-pt is dc- 
scrilied .'IS "a man who ri<les a horse." Mis 
poorer neighbor is content to ride a donkey 
the size 01 a Western burro, or to walk. Pro- 
duce is sent to market in great panniers slung 
across the back of a camel, or smaller ones 
on a donkev. .\ camel laden with dark green 
Egyptian clover or a donkey bearing what 
seems to be ;i huge ornamenlal wreath of 
cauliflower, is a picturescpie sight in the sti-eets 
of an l'".g>-ptian city. I'oniierly the farmer 
never expectcil to save a ce)nipeteiicy . There 
was no enconragemenl to attemjJt to do so, 
because as soon as it becarne known, or sus- 
jKcted, that he had a little money in bis hut, 
a tax collector would appear, armed with a 
whip, and flog him until he should give it up. 
This custom was still in effect when farmers 
in the American West, who had homesteadcd 
\-irgin prairie l;ind, were beginning to send 
their sons to colleges and their tl.-iuglitcrs to 
fashionable bo-'u-ding schools, or to travel in 
Europe to finish their educations. 

\\ Idle reforms in government will result 
in a great imi)rovemcnt in the welfare of the 
h'gyptian farmer, the limited area of arable 
I'.gypt and the density of population will pre- 
vent the average farm from becoming the 
large eslabiishnieiU common in agricultural 
.America. L"pon the map, Eg>-pt is about 
twice as large as Texas; but tillable Egypt is 
about one-fourth as hirgc as Kentucky. If 
the entire population of the United States 
were massed in Nevada, that state would be as 
densely peopled as the Nile valley-. The best 
farming land in Egypt sells for no' more in 
doUars and^cents th;m good land in America. 
It is relativclv higher because dollars niul 



cents are difficult to acquire where a working 
man toils ten days for a dollar. 

Because of the misgovernment of Isrnail 
Pasha, effects of which must be very gradual- 
ly removed, the public debt per capita is about 
five times as large as that of the United States 
in actual figures. The relatively small earn- 
ing capacity per capita of course makes the 
real difference very much greater. The grand- 
children of Egyptian farmers of the present 
l^eneration will stagger under a part of this 
burden, iiut there is at least daylight ahead 
under a civilized form of government which 
aims at the gradual reduction of taxes. 

Egypt is without farm houses, in the Am- 
erican sense of the term. Most of the wealthy 
landowners live in the larger cities. The 
small farmers live in villages composed chiefly 
of two classes of dw-ellings, sciuidid mud huts 
and more s(iualid mud huts. There are also 
a few tents that resen-ible the tents of Abra- 
ham. .Another style of residence is the i-onnd 
"tepee" which modern enterprise has recently 
introduced. While the "tepee" is fast dis- 
appearing from the plains of the .American 
West, it is an innovation in Egypt. A groui) 
of these tents in the middle distance, with a 
group of pyrauiiils on the horizon, looks like 
a picture of North American Indian life super- 
imposed upon an Egyptian landscipe. 

'Jdie i)n(n-est negro farmei- in one. ol liie 
S'Uilhern States lives in a log cabin or "box" 
house that is a model of luxury compared to 
the domicile of millions of Egyptians. The 
average farm house in America would be called 
a paLice by the Egyptian. And Nileland, whicli 
v\as under cultivation six or seven thousand 
years before the discovery of America, is so 
rich that sixty or seventy centuries of cultiva- 
tion has not depleted it. 

His Highness the Khedive 

Mis Highness Abbas Milnii II., Khedive of 
l'".gyi)t, is as unlike the Oriental ]>( jtent.-ite o| 
fiction :uid of histor\- as niglit is unlik-e d;iy. 
There is a curious contrast between Ismail 
Pasha, to who.se thriftlessness the English oc- 
cupation of Egypt is directly due, and his 
grandson, who today has the title his pro- 
genitor bore, without the power he abused. 
Ismail was a desjoot and a tyrant, an ignor- 
amus who could hardly write n letter, and a 
"fool in finance" upon such a scale that his ex- 
travagances ch.'dlcngc the imagination, .\bbas 
is as well trained for a throne as a prince 
could be, but he is a figurehead in interna- 
tional affairs. While he might prove himself 
the equal of a Phc^rdah in administrative 
ability, if he had the cfi^nce, he could not do 
the damage to Egypt tnit Ismail wrought if 
he combined in his own person all tlie vices of 
Nero and all the follies of Isiuail. 



Of the line of Kh'idives beginning v;ith 
jNIehemet Ali, merchant, favorite of the Sultan 
of Turkey, brilliant but brutal soldier, viceroy, 
tyrant, \vould be usurper of his benefactor's 
throne, and founder of the seini-autonomy of 
Egypt, Ismail was the most conspicuous fail- 
ure. Abbas, seventh of his dynasty, is by far 
the best equipped of the Khedives in point of 
education and all-round mental fitness. Mis 
admirers say tliat he -would make an excellent 
ruler if the reins of government were really 
in his hands. But this is merely an estimate 
of the man. It does not mean that if Euro- 
peans were out of Egypt this young Turk 
could remain in his place as the head of a na- 
tion to which his line is alien. 

While his father, Tewfik, was Khedive, 
and while the toils of British dominion were 
gradually closing about the government of 
h'.gypt as a result of the after effects of Is- 
mail's misrule. Abbas was getting his educa- 
tion in Switzerland and later in .Austria. Me 
was t,-inght, among other things, languages, 
diplom.-icy, the art of w-;ir, and engineering. Me 
traveled during- his vacations to every im- 
I)(-)rtant countrv in luirope. A tour of thc' 
L'nited Stales, including visits to the great in- 
dustrial centres as well as to Washington, was 
projected ; but the death of his father called 
I'l ince .Abbas in the viceregal throne when he 
\sas only eighteen years old. He still regrets 
that he was unable to see .America. 

That he was a student while at school and 
in C(dlege is evident from the fact th,-il he speaK's 
;uid writ'.'S flueiulv l-'.iiglisli, frencli. (leniian, 
rurkish ;uid Italian, as well as .-Xrabie. ile is a 
])i;iiiist of marked attainments ; a lirsl-raic hf)rse- 
man, 11 scieiililic fanner, enough of an engineer 
to run !i locomotive, and to know what is wrong 
when the engine does not run, and how to rem- 
edy the evil. A lover of good literature and 
grand opera, he is versatile in conversation and 
an interested, as well as interesting, talker to 
guests he receives. Me attends ])unctually to 
the \'ariou5 duties ni his rulership, whicl'i are 
as many and intricate as if his hands were not 
guided by a sui^iM-ior ]:(Ovver. Ho arises at five 
o'clock in the morning, and, from the saddle,, 
superintends the farm work upon one of his es- 
tates before driving to Abdin palace, if it is 
winter, or Ras-el-Teen if it is summer. 

In personal appearance the Khedive is pre- 
possessing. By many pei-sons he is considered 
singularly handsome. He will be thirty-five 
years old this July, and seems- somewhat older 
than his years. He is not democratic in the 
sense that be would be slapped on the back by 
an acqu.aintancc and gi'cotcd with "hello," bti't he 
is sufficiently sensible not to'violate the popular 
canon against taking one's self too seriously. lie

Not since those historic flashes from Mars 
were received some years ago, which wen.' prob- 
ably caused by the reflection of suiiliglii falling 
on snow-covered surfaces, and which were 
pronii)tlv interj-ireted by Tesla and some ex- 
uberantlv imaginative astromniiers as altenipls 
on the pari of a ii\ potheiical race of .Martians to 
comniiiiiioate with this earth of ours, ha.-: so 
much excitenieiit heeii crealed ,-is Professor 
Pickering's pro])osal lo build a system of mir- 
rors, by means of which light can be rhythmical- 
Iv flashed to Mars. According to Professor Pick- 
e'ring, a system of reflecting surfaces, of ade- 
(|uate area could bo constructed at a cost of 
$10,000,000. If Mars is inhabited by a race 
more liighlv developed than we, on ihe lhe(jry 
that their jjlanet is older lhan ours, it is argued 
that they will have sulTiciem intelligence to de- 
vise a means uf answering. I'miessor 1\. W . 
Wood of jolin.s Hopkins L'niversity suggests 
the simpler and cheaper expedient of employing 
a huge strip of black cloth, which could bo 
wound from one roller to another, and made to 
appear and disappear at regular mtervals. He 
suggests the alkali deserts of the Southwest as 
a suitable i)lace tor the exi)erimenl. In all prob- 
ability neither Professor Wood nor Professor 
Pickering seriously believes that .Mars is in- 
habited. 

Would it be worlh while lo carry out the 
ide.-i? To us it seems that if tin' exiieriment 
proved ;i failure, and 110 answering signal were 
received iroiii .Mars m a reasonalde lime, the 
mailer woiilil not be coiiclvisively settled. KiH)W- 
iiig praeticalh- nolliing of the conditions on 
.Mars, it would naturally be unsafe to con(?lude 
from a failure that the planet is uninhabited, 
for which reason the habilability of Mars would 
still engross Flammcrion, Lowell, and tin.' host 
of newspapers that accept their utterances as 
astronomical gosjiel. On the oiher hand if an 
.iiiswcring signal should he received, it would 
he safe in say that the event would transcend 
in Imiiian ir.leresl and importance the most; 
slii-ring f)ccurrence in the liistory ol the earth, 
and would inaugnrale a neW era in the prog- 
ress of the human race. 

Even in the face of this tremendously allur- 
ing but exceedingly remole possibility, it seems 
to us that the $10,000,000 stipulated by Pro- 
fessor Pickering, ami the smaller iiidel ei'minate 
sum required by I'rofcssor W'ood, could be more 
worthily expended, particnlarl \- so wlnm we ex- 
amine th(^ evidence on which the iheory of 
Martian habilability is based. 

To the indefatigable studi(;s of Professor 
L.owell we C/\vr! whatever facts h;ive been 
gathered that bear at all on thc question. But 



Professor Lowell's arguments have been rid- 
dled by the inexorable logic of geologists, 
astronomers and physicists. He is vvediled 10 
the Laiilacean theoi'v of ])lanetary evolution, 
although th,-it theory is considered inade(|iiate by 
manv astronomci's in the li.ghi of recent ceh'slial 
observations. Mo assumes that the history of 
the earth is the history of Mars. He advances 
the theory that Mars is a planet which has 
shrivelled up during the course of ages ; that 
its surface is one vast parched desert, with thc 
exception of the snow that grithers each vvintei- 
nl)out the poles, and that ihe chief cincern of 
thc inhabitants, if inhabitants there be, is to con- 
serve this jialtry su|)ply of water, and to con- 
duct it, as the siio\v' melts in the spring, te> 
those regions in thc ecpn-itorial and lemperitte 
/.ones which would siill blossom if they -were 
watered. ['".N-ideiice of this gigantic irrigation 
system, which dwarfs anything of the kind that 
we have ever attempted, Lowell finds in that 
network of lines which Schiaparclli first dis- 
covered, and which were called by him "canals" 
for want of a better name As sitring ;iiid sum- 
mer approach, ihe lines slowly eri'ep driwn from 
the^poles tow;ird the ei-|ii;itor, and tlu' dull red 
or (.)range <if the supposed desert changes lo 
green. With the advi'ut of autumn and wiiiliT, 
the green resumes its dull red or orange hue, 
and the lines or "canals" gradn;illy disiippear. 
In these chromatic changes, Professor Lowell 
sees the seasonal growth and decay of vegeta- 
tion. His argument for the habitability of our 
planetary neighbor is based on the undeniably 
remarkable regularity of the "canals." It is 
pointed out that they are usually the shortest 
distance between the points that tlie\- eomiei-t, 
and that they meet in groups of three, five, 
seven and mi-)re in vvell-detined spots, which he 
t(;rms "oases," lik-e so many sjiokes converging 
in a wheel-hub. In other words, there is nolli- 
ing haphazard in the arrangement of these 
canals as Professor Lowell sees them. They arc 
to him so artificial that they are the symbols 
of an intelligent race, who have simk all pbliti- 
cnl and international disputes in the one vital 
problem nf postponing the day when their orb 
imisi eventually dry up and they themselves 
perish. 

To rc-enforcc his argument. Professor 
Lowell points to (he e;irth. He argues that all 
terrestrial life emerged from the ocean, although 
no g-o(dogis(; will positively assert how life did 
originate m-i this planet; that ihe earth was 
once wra])ped in a damp, cloudy enveloiie, al- 
Ihough thei-e is much evidence that moisture, 
'even in geologic times, was of local prevalence 
only; that (he earlh is gradually drying, up, al- 
though ali geological evidence . points- to: the 



fact that the proportion of land to sea has al- 
vvavs been ,-i llnctn.-iting (iiianlily, w-ith no 
markeil tencleiic\- in I'ither direction; and that 
deserts (.11 the eiirth are the harbinger^; of an 
ullimate dearth of water extending over the en- 
tire earth, although geologists maintain that 
deserts have always existed. Perhaps the most 
vigorous attack on Lowell's theories has been 
conducted by Professor Andrew E. Douglass, 
who has studii'il the '•canals" I)} th.e methods 
of oxperimenial iisvcliology, and has shown that 
there are fundamental defects in the human eye 
which produce f;iint canal illusions, and that 
these have worked serimis injury lo our ohserva- 
tiems in the ])asl. It ninsl be confessed, how- 
ever, that Predcssor Douglass has not explained 
;iw;iv the seasonal appearance and disappearance 
of the "canals" and "oases." 

Ingenious as Professor Lowell's explanation 
of Martian phenomena undoubtedly is, so much 
of it is based On unsound geological reasoning, 
and so much on sheer conjecture, that it seems 
almost futile to make any attempt at signalling 
in the hope of obtaining something like ex- 
perimental eviilence thai Mars is really a living 
world peopled by intelligent beings. 



RACE WAGERS IN INDIA 

The native of India wagers his money ac- 
cording to thc colors worn by the jockeys and 
takes no heed of the merits of the horses, or 
he will back a horse ridden by his favorite 
iockev, no m;itter whether the animal is a 
i;nik oiiisidor or not. His ide;is of gambling, 
ill f;ict, ;u-e d-stinetly novel. Some of the more 
wealthv Indians form i-in.gs and back every 
horse in the lace, thus gaining the satisfac- 
tion of getting a wdnner every time. It is 
reallv only of late years that thc native of 
India has become an habitual gambler on the 
turf, and nowadays the Inilk of the betting 
of the various racing centres in India is dime 
by natives. Indeed, the authorities are be- 
coming somewhat ce)ncei-iied ;ibout the growth 
of the betting- -which takes pl.-ice among Indian 
natives, it being asserted that as many as 
thirty laCs ^of-'rupees- (about £300,000. is lost 
and woh in -the cottrse of a 'season. Thc ignor- 
aiitmasses- have not" a great deal of actual 
money tO' wager, 'but so badly bitten are many 
of tliem \vith the,c^aze;fqr;betting' at race meet- 
ings that they fr^q'tiieritly wager what little 
l)ropcriy they possess on a horse, and if they 
lose they simidy rej^lacc their loss by stealing 
a neighbor's goods. The conse(iuence is that 
when the racing season comes around the 
police are kept very busy dealing with case;s. 
of petty larceny and other crimes involving 
loss of property.' — Tit-Bits. 



dresses quietly iu the European style except that 
he habitually wears a red Fez indoors as well 
as out. He is a bird of bright plumage only 
when he dons his uniform as commander-in-chief 
of thc Egyptian army. In uniform he is not a 
mere figurehead, but a finely trained soldier who 
can direct the manoeuvres of his regiments like 
a war-worn veteran. He is inore interested in 
AuKn'ica than in any other country. Amer?can 
farming implements and machinery in operation 
on his various farms give evidonce of an intel- 
ligent attention to the march of progress in a 
more progressive countr;' thar. Ids own. An 
American stallion, as well as blooded Arabian 
horses, is included in his breeding stable. 

A strik'ing characteristic of the Egyptian 
peasant is his abiding love for the soil. Me is 
never so happy as when cultivating, by primitive 
methods, the rich fields that border the Nile. 
When he is serving in the army his dream is "to 
ret urn lo agricultural pursuits, although his op- 
pori unities {or earning a competency are slen- 
der and he usually passes his life in what an 
/\nieriean would consider the extremity of pov- 
erty. If the Khedive is niit i-eally an Egyptian 
he is at least an P.gypti;in in his foiulness for 
countr}- life and for tilling the land. If he 
should be remov-ed from the Khediviale he 
would probably spmid an active life as a wealthy 
landed proprietor. 

Being a Mohammedan, the Khedive is bound 
by his religion not to indulge in intoxicants. 
Unlike Mehemct Ali, who is said to have died 
from the effects of (h-inking thi-cc bottles .of 
cliam]);igiie when overheali'd, he lives up to the 
)-ecniireniems of the Koran in this respect. In 
a country where not only men and women, but 
als(j children of both se.xes, smoke cigarettes, 
he is a total abstainer fi'om tobacco. Although 
he might, without arousing criticism in his capi- 
tal or vicdaling the rules of conduct laid down 
by the Prophet, have four wives, he is content 
with one. 

When thc announcement that the Khedive 
had married a slave was made in the capitals 
of the western world many readers of Occidental 
papers believed that a salty scandal bad de- 
veloped in Cairo. Not only a difference in the 
point of view, l)ut also a difference in definitions 
of the word "slave" explain the fact that Egyp- 
tians considererl the match cminei-itly suitable. 
'Idle "slaves" cjf an E,tr!.-ptian princess are not 
women of low caste. They arc Circassian ladies- 
in-waiting, as unlike real slaves as they are un- 
like the ■'beautiful Circassians" 'seen in a circus 
tent in the United States. 

In Egypt at present there are no real slayes 
within tMiivesfei^n "mVahing. The hareni "slavWs" 
are educated, lafifir Orieiital standards, as Indies. 
They speak Frdnch and perhaps read light 
French novels, aside from having the womanly 
acconlplishments prized in the East. Because 
she was born a princess, the tnother of the 
Khedive takes rank over her daughter-in-law 
as first lady of the laud. But the fact that the 
consort of the Khedive was a "slave" does not 
lessen the respect of the court or the common 
])eople for the mother of the half-dozen children 
of his highness. 

Like the Khcdiveh-mere, and all other wo- 
men of thc palace, the wife of Abbas Pasha Uves 
in the strictest retirement. Women of thie dip- 
lomatic corps, and others entitled by rank or 
position to social recognition by the royal 
family, are welcomed in thc "harem divdsion" 
of the palace, so-called in a monogamous do- 
mestic establishment in the East as well as 
where there are several wives, ljut the visits 
cannot be returned, lest the profaning eyes of 
men should rest upon the unveiled faces of wo- 
men whose religion strictly prohibits thcn-i from 
hi'iiig seen by men not of their own family. 
When the Khedive gives a ball, bis wife and 
mother and other women of his household, oc- 
cupy a screened box from which they witness 
the spectacle without being visible to persons 
in the ballroom. 

Comjiai'dl to official salaries in America, al- 
lowances niatle to (jrieiital |)otentates are large. 
While William II, Taft ilraws S75..000 as the 
executive head of a nation of tp,ooo,ooo, where 
he wii'lds more actual prnver than the King of 
England, the Khedive of J'",gypl. nominal ruler 
over tj, 000, 000, and ])ractic;illv without power 
except in minor inti'rnal alt'airs, has aj-i official 
salary of $500,000, and an additional $500,000 
for the support of other members of the Khede- 
vial family. Aside from Abdin palace, his offi- 
cial winter palace in Cairo, and Ras-el-Teen, 
used for similar purposes in summer when the 
capital is moved to Alexandria, ho has Koub- 
heh, a line country seat near Cairo, and i\lon- 
tazah, a seat on the shores of the iMediterran- 
eau sufficiently large to include a handsome 
game resei've, where his highness nniy ImnL 
African anlelojic and other varieties of game, 
lie has also a ])alace on the Bospborus, a gift 
from His Majesty Sultan Abdul Hamid of Tur- 
key. His yacht, the Mahroussa, in which the 
ill-starred Ismail departed- from his countJ-y 
when he was deposed, is more than 500 feet 
long. 

His official stipend is only a part of Abbas 
Pasha's income. From his agricultural lands 
and business bouses he d.ravvs about .$1,000,000 
a year, and as he is a long-headed lousiness man 
his holdings ar(! rapidly increasing. Compared 
to Ismail, who apin-o|)riated one-fifth of the 
arable area of E.gypi lo himself, f;irmed it with 
forced labor, used Ihe "courbash,'' the historic 
whip of l''g-\-pl, to thresh fuiids Iroin the fella- 
heen to till his coffers and mortgaged the iuturo 
of Egypt by borrowing millions in Europe*! Ab- . 
has Pasha is a light burden upon thc shoulders 
of his people.

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Lord Charles Bcresford was the principal 
giiest at tlie Australasian banq.iict in London. 

Lord Northcote, late Governor-General of 
Australia, who was in the chair, in proposing 
the health of the guest of the evening, said that 
Lord Charles Beresford as a high naval expert 
would give his views on the best manner in 
which Australia could co-operate in the task of 
maintaining the power of the British Empire. 

Lord Charles Beresford, who was enthusi- 
astically received on rising to reply, said: The 
timfe has arrived in the history of our great 
Empire for us to look very narrowly and very 
carefully into the c|ucstion of Imperial defence. 
As a wiioie I think the Governnicnt was very 
wise to ask a Conference to assemble in this 
country to discuss that all-important matter. I 
am not quite sure whether the idea originated 
with the Government of Great Britain and Ire- 
land — (Hear, hear) — or whether it originated 
with her colonies, but wherever it originated it 
was a sound and common-sense proceeding in 
the state of affairs in which we now find our- 
selves, ll woulcl be very wise to get the rcp- 
rcscnlali\'es from the differctil dominions to 
come over here to tliscuss this point from their 
point of view. The question of Imperial de- 
fence is certainly in the minds of the dominions 
because they have come forward lately and 
shown us over here that we- arc getting a bit 
sleepy, that vvc arc not taking things as they 
are, that we are not looking facts in the face. 
That is emphasized i)y the fact that the domin- 
ions have offered to send a certain amount of 
money home for the purpose of finding what 
one described as Dreadnoughts, but what I 
would prefer to call battleships. Therefore a 
lead has been taken by the dominions, and by 
taking the lead they are going to impress upon 
Great Britain and Ireland that the necessity 
for an adequate fleet for defence is one pf para- 
mount importance. 

Advice to the Colonies 

Continuing, Lord Charles said that the 
first object in this question of Imperial de- 
fence was as to how we and the colonies could 
best help each other. He hoped that his re- 
marks would not be considered impertinent 
or in the line of dictation, but that they would 
be regarded merely as the views of a seaman, 
who since he was a lieutenant had studied 
war, what was necessary for war, and to be 
ready for war. Before spending large sums of 
money it was always well to look at what the 
result would be. The proposal from many of 
the Dominions was that two millions should 
be presented to this country f6r the purpose 
of laying down battleships for service in the 
home waters. His view of the situation was 
that all these great Dominions could best 



help us by making proposals for defence them- 
selves. 

The Objection to Battleships 

Now let him take the proposal of sending 
from any one of the Dominions two millions 
for a battleship. Would that really help the 
object in view? There was one thing English- 
speaking nations were determined upon, and 
that was whenever they spent money they 
liked to control that money. (Cheers.) Let 
them suppose the two millions was spent on a 
battleship. That battleship would be in these 
waters, because a battleship by itself was 
not of very much use. Battleships had to 
work in fleets. Imagine that there was a war 
and the Dominion's battleship was in these 
waters, because a battleship by itself was 
to the Dominion did occur — that was the 
question of their trade routes being cut. "[ 
don't think it would add to the sympathy of 
these Dominions," said Charles continued, "if 
after paying this large sum of money that 
this — I won't call it acciclenl — that tliis cir- 
cumstance should oceiu- to them when the 
money the}' in\'este(l was defending the shores 
of this country. 1 think that may promote 
certain recrimination, very natural remarks, 
and disappointments. The only way the Do- 
minion can be hurt is by their trade routes 
being cut. Having torpedo boats and sub- 
marines in the Dominion would not carry out 
the object at all, because in these days if we go 
to war it is most unlikely that tlie cruiser 
of a foreign country would get to the Domin- 
ions and operate by going into a harbor ami 
blowing down a town. The days for that are 
past. What would they get from a town? 
They would get a certain amount of money 
and probably a certain amount of bills, which 
may not be paid when they are due. (Laugh- 
ter.) The foreign cruiser would go to the 
trade route. Remember the torpedo boat or 
suhmarine is a defensive weapon. It would 
never be able to get out to stop the cruiser. 
It would wait till the cruiser is foolish enough 
to come in, and then it would operate; but 
the cruiser would remain on the trade route 
I have described. But there is another point. 
All. nations at this moment for fighting effi- 
ciency are short of crtiisers. They could not. 
spare their battleships and cruisers from hone 
waters. What would probably occur would 
be an armed mercantile auxiliary, which would 
go out into the trade routes. So 1 appeal to 
our British instinct. Have we ever in our 
lives adopted a policy of defence? Never. 
(Laughter and cheers.) We have always 
adopted the policy of attack, and that is the 
policy we should always adopt. (Cheers.) 

Cruisers and Trade Routes 

I don't say mines are not useful; they are 



useful and not expensive. But you should not 
put money into torpedo boats and submarines, 
or send a large amount of money over here to 
build a battleship — a ship, remember, the life 
of which is only 20 years with luck. It may 
have a collision, and it may be over in 20 
months, and what becomes of the two mil- 
lions? Whereas, if you invest your two mil- 
lions in your home defence and have cruisers 
which can go out to protect your trade routes 
and keep your line of commerce clear and 
protected, surely' it would be a better invest- 
ment of money and far cheaper than investing 
in the problematical effort, of putting a battle- 
ship in home waters to defend the shores of 
this country. (Hear, hear.) I hold in the 
great Imperial question that if these Domin- 
ions will commence with cruisers they can 
eventually, perhaps, go into larger craft; but 
to meet the difficulty and to gain the object 
wc all ha\-e — which is to heip the Mother 
Country and the Motlier Country to help these 
Dominions — 1 maintain that the investment of 
money in cruisers is far more likely to meet 
the object to be attained than the investment 
of large sums of money for battleships or de- 
fensive forces in your own waters. (Cheers.) 
Now the Dominicans will be al)le to build these 
ships. They could begin with what I call the 
nucleus of a fleet. After all there arc 15,- 
000,000 white men in these Dominions, and 
when you come back to the years 1858-9, when 
1 joined the navy, I remember perfectly that 
the flagsh-^'v in the Australian station was 
docked in Australian waters. Let us look 
abroad and see what happened in other coun- 
tries. At that time Japan was fighting in 
tortoiseshell armor with bows and arrows. 
Look where Japan is now. Japan can build 
any sized ship, she can build any sized dock, 
she can make her own armor, her own guns, 
and every single detail that is necessary for a 
fighting fleet. Do you mean to tell me that 
the splendid energy, enthusiasm, and mechani- 
cal skill of these Dominions could not do ex- 
actly the same thing? (Cheers.) I maintain 
that you could have cruisers that would not 
run into too much exjjensc, and eventually 
go on to have your fleets ready and equipped 
and trained before we finish the Rosyth dock 
you have heard so much of. (Laughter and 
cheers.) You could very easily manage all 
your dockyards and your repair yards, and you 
could have everythirig,jt)eceSsary for having a 
fleet of your own, ancl' I believe that is a pro- 
posal to be very much considered by those 
representatives who conic over from the Do- 
minions shortly for the Imperial Conference. 
I think, as I told you, that is the wisest plan 
to adopt, because we have got to keep in our 
minds the great question of Imperial defence 



as a whole, and how each can help the other. 
(Cheers.) What we want and what you want 
I imagine is a bona fide sea-going fleet which 
can go to fight, not a fleet or weapons which 
are kept in harbor and which may never have 
to be used at all — as I am perfectly certain tl'.at 
the Dominions will be attacked in their trade 
routes and not in their harbors and towns. 
One Imperial Fleet 

Lord Charles went on to say that under 
the conditions he had proposed the first es- 
sential should be that those vessels should be 
under the administration of the Dominions and 
under the control of the Dominions them- 
selves. There should be an interchange be- 
tween the cruisers of the Dominion fleets and 
the Home fleets. That would cement the 
union of the men. Further, ihcy should have 
the same .system of training, discipline, etc. 
By doing that they would have one great 
fleet; and what for? To ilcfend each other 
and let the world see that if any part of the 
Empire was attacked the whole Empire would 
go as one great fleet to her assistance. Such 
an organization as that for war would ensure 
peace. (Hear, hear.) The one thing they had 
forgotten in this country was war. They had 
fleets and armies which they had paid for like 
"fun," but they never thought of war. 
What the Dreadnought Theory Will Cost Us 

There had been a curious circumstance ^(he 
went on to say) during the past few years. He 
meant the insane craze for armaments on 
the part of other nations. He was afraid that 
this country had led the way not in answer 
to cries for armaments, but in what he might 
describe as the Dreadnought theory. There 
was a time when they had told another nation 
that that ship would sink the whole of her 
fleet. It was stupid nonsense to have said it. 
The result was that that nation set to work 
and made a definite problem. Yet we, in face 
of having made that insane remark, delayed 
our ship-building. The result was that we 
should have to spend 50 millions more than wc 
need have done but for that insane advertise- 
ment, which made others build up to us. 
("Hear, hear," and applause.) "I am sure," 
added the .A.dmiral, "I shall hear of this again." 
(Laughter.) If things go on as they are going 
now, in the near future it will be impossible 
to maintain the two- Power standard. It will 
ri-iean the question of bankruptcy or defeat. 
But let me, tell you this — ^the two- Power stan- 
dard will be very easily kept up if we have an 
Imperial navy. It will be impossible for this 
country alone in the near future to keep up 
that standard, but if the whole of these five 
daughter nations are kept together we shall be 
able to keep the two-Power standard, and if 
we keep the two-Power standard we can 



smoke our cigars and smile whatever the -rest 
of the world may do. (Laughter.) 

Newspaper Attacks 

I am not going to be led into any discussion 
about the naval controversy (Lord Charleg 
continued), for several reasons. There arc cer- 
tain energetic gentlemen connected with tlie 
press — (cries, "the yellow press") — very de- 
sirous of getting something which I have 
heard called "copy." Some of these gentlemen 
have put into my mouth words I have never 
spoken and thoughts I have never thought, and 
having done that to their own satisfaction 
they have held me up to contumely, to which 
I am accustomed, and made out that I am not 
in sympathy with Dreadnoughts, or something 
of that sort. All I can say is that — I consider 
it is absolutcl}' necessary that we should lay 
down eight battleships this year — (cheers) — 
but I would like to say that I hope my coun- 
trymen, and I hope the gallant Australian gen- 
tlemen here, do not think for one moment that 
these eight battleships will be sufficient for 
the fleet we shall have to form, owing to our 
deferred liabilities and deferred obligations in 
the last four years. But that we should begin 
with those I am most deterntinedly of opinion 
is necessary. Matters connected with the 
British navy arc very serious, I have had the 
honor of making a statement to the Prime 
Minister, not in writing. The Prime Minis- 
ter in his wisdom thought it was necessary to 
have an inquiry into my, statement. I am not 
at liberty to say how far that inquiry has 
gone, but I can say I don't think you could 
get five more able men with more judicial 
minds than are on that inquiry. 

Until all the evidence I can give to that in- 
quiry is presented to them I shall not make 
any public pronouncement on what I consider 
the very serious present position of the fleet, 
the want of organization and proper prepara- 
tion for war. The first pronouncement I in- 
tend to make will b^ before perhaps the most 
powerful body of commercial men in' this 
country, the London Chamber of Commerce. 
I shall be very clear in my statements, I shall 
make no statem.ents I cannot produce facts to 
support ; but, as I said recently at a meeting, 
no matter how serious the questions may be 
found, there is no necessity for panic. Panic 
is the last — well, it is not the last resource- 
it is the on resource of weak, people. (Hear, 
hear.) Matters I know are serious! The matr. 
ters that I produce to my countrymen I know 
will cause dissatisfaction. But until this Com- 
mittee has all the evidence it would not be 
fair to them, it would not be fair to the coun- 
try, and it certainly would not be fair to the 
service, to make any discussion whatever on 
the state of the British Navy now or what it 
should be in future, 




Twelve million pounds has been left by a 
London gentleman whose name is practically 
unknown to the outside public. The unknown 
multi-millionaire is Mr. Charles Morrison whose 
death at the age of ninety-two was announced 
yesterday. Ho died at his country house, Basil- 
don Park, in liorkshire. One estimate gives his 
fortune at 15 millions, but 12 millions is perhaps 
the more correct estimate of the two. It is 
calculated that as a result of his donth the 
Treasury will bcnetit to the extent of two and a 
half millions. It was 11 .saying on the Stock Ex- 
change that the taxes on his income would buy 
a Dreadnought. 

Mr. Morrison's father was one of the found- 
ers and partners of the great drapery house of 
Morrison & Dillon, which later became the Fore 
Street Warehouse Company. Mr. Charles was 
the eldest of three sons, and inherited about two 
millions when his father died.. A man of simple 
tastes, he lived a quiet and unostentatious life, 
devoting all his energies to the accumulation of 
his fortune. His financial knowledge and busi- 
ness aciunen were 'if a high order, and his mar- 
ket operations were invariably marked by ex- 
ceptional judgment and foresight. A member 
of the Stock- Exchange who had engaged in 
many a deal with him (Icscribcd him as "a good 
sportsman," "who in fmancial matters was al- 
ways ready to go in and always ready to come 
out." In private life Mr. Morrison was said 
to have showed some eccentricities of manner 
and dress, but he was a kind-hearted and true 
friend. lie was one of those "who do good by 
stealth and blush to finil it fame." 

It is believed his fortune goes to his brother 
and sister, both of whom are over seventy years 
of age and unmarried. His brother is Mr. Wal- 
ter Morrison, J.P., of Farn Hall, Mulham, 
Leeds. Huge bequests are believed to have 
been left to employees. 

Mr. Morrison was of Scottish extraction, his 
father having had estates at Isley in Scotland. 
The latter was M.P. for St. Ives'in 1830, M.P. 
for Ipswich in 1832, and M.P. for Inverness 
Burghs in 1840. Mr. Morrison's brother, who 
is expected to inherit the major portion of the 
huge fortime, was . M.P. for Plymouth i'86i- 
1874, M.P. for Skipton 1886-92, and 1805-igoc. 
The fortune of the. Morrison's house was laid 
by James Morrison, born a Hampshire yeoman's 
son in 1780, for whom as a boy some humble 
employment was found in the London, drapery 
warehoue of Morrison & Dillon, which later 
becanVe the Fore Street Warehouse Coinpany. 



The rest of his story would have delighted Mr. 
Samuel Smith, for by industry and integrity 
James Morrison worked his way to a partner- 
ship in the Fore street drapery house, marrying, 
as an industrious apprentice should, the daugh- 
ter of the head of the firm. He was rejDortcd to 
be worth £150,000 when Southey met him at 
Keswick on his way to put money into Robert 
Owen's experiment if he should approve of it. 
Mr. Morrison was a strong Liberal partisan, 
and sitting in an unreformed Parliament, voted 
for the Reform Bill, whicii partially disfranchis- 
ed that borough of St. Ives which had returned 
him. His draft report on the interest of the 
public in railway acts has been the basis of 
much modern legislation. He died at Basildon 
House in 1857 four times a millionairi!, and lord 
of estates from Kent to Argyleshire. The Biisil- 
(loii collection of pictures was formed by him, 
for though a self-educated man, he had a keen 
interest in works of art. 

Failing health had prevented Mr. Morrison 
from attending regularly at his city office in the 
last eighteen months All his life he had been 
regarded as delicate, but the simplicity of his 
habits preserved him. His relatives cannot 
recollect that he ever smoked, and he was a 
teetotaler. His country mansion at Basildon he 
inherited from his father It was built at the 
end of the i8tli century, a fine piece of archi- 
tecture in a pleasant park, but Mr. Morrison 
lived chiefly at his rooms in Ilarley street, leav- 
ing his sister to take cari\ of the mansion, where 
she lived all her life. Mr. Morrison's tastes 
wore rather for science, ])liiIosopliy, economics 
and history, and he had several abstruse sub- 
jects concerning which he amazed his relatives 
and friends. He would talk with astonishing 
exactitude of books he had read in his youth. 
His memory, in fact, was that highly efficient 
kind of memory that ordinary people call 
phenomenal. Educated at lulinhurgh and Cam- 
bridge, and travelling much abroad, chiefly in 
the United States, he began to store his facts 
young. Reading was not so much a recreation 
as an occupaticju wiili him ajjart fi'om his busi- 
ness. He remembered and narrated quite vivid- 
Iv sights and incidents of the last years of 
6eprge the Fourth's reign, which closed when 
Mr. Morrison was only thirteen ; but his recol- 
lections of passages in books wore more strik-' 
ing. In 1854 ho had written a book on the rela- 
tions between labor and capital. It had nothing 
to do with political controversy — it was a pains- 
taking study in econoimics. 



Mr. Morrison never could be drawn into the 
public conflicts of the parties. Privately he 
was strongly L^nionist in his opinions, and he 
had no svnipatlu' with the Socialistic inoveineiit, 
and deprecated llu' permeation of politics of 
today with the instaliiKnits of Socialist theories. 
He had lived in the midst of many scientific 
and sociological "movements" ; none interested 
him more than the Darwinian theory. He could 
argue formidably upon Darwin's discoveries, 
thanks to that wonderful memory, and he was 
over eighty when he wrote "Doubts on Darwin- 
ism, by a Semi-Darwinian." It was character- 
istic of Mr. Morrison that, shrinking from pub- 
licity, he had the book published anonymously. 



RAILWAY CONSTRUCTION 

Prospective railroad construction in Central 
Washington is attracting a great deal of atten- 
tion once more. In Olympia, the Great North- 
ern has filed a certificate of a resolution voted 
by the directors for the building of a line 
from Wenatchee along the Columbia river 
and then up the Okanogan river to Oroville. 
It is estimated that the work is to begin in 
the near future. The road will open up a 
large and fertile area in Okanogan county. The 
Great Northern is no wat work on a ^35,000 
depot at Wenatchee and is also enlarging its 
terminals there, giving reason to believe that 
the people of that part of the state will get 
transportation after waiting these many years. 
There arc other reports that a branch line is 
to be constructed into Okanogan country 
along the Methow river. 




A NOTABLE HEGIRA 



One of the most notable commercial he- 
giras ever made to the Northwest has just 
been completed b}' fifty representatives of the 
Chicago .-\ssociation of Commerce. They have 
visited many of the important towns and lo- 
calities in \\'aslriiigton and Oregon for the 
purpose of reporting hack to the Windy City 
merchaiit.s just what is being done in this part 
of the country. While in Seattle, these visitors 
were guests of the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific Ex- 
position management, where they enjoyed 
every opportunity to observe to their hearts' 
content. All were astonished and agreed that 
the East and Middle West will do well to 
take lessons from this section. They return 
to their own bailiwick fulflcdged Northwest- 
ern boosters. "We regret that Chicago or the 
State of Illinois has no building at tlic fair," 
said Vice-President Wheeler, "for we realize 
that we have let slip a great opportunity' for 
cAlling attentiort to what w.e have. Biit that 
shall not prevent us from singing your praises 
and telling, every one to come out "ihd see the 
'fair and the Great Northwest." 



Even down to rather recent times the 
mystic and cabalistic numbers seven and nine 
and their combinations had their influence 

with many persons, and of all the digits they 
liave ever received the greatest attention; sev- 
en has been frequently used indefinitely to 
signify a long time or a great many, wdiile 
nine is the superlative of suiicrlatives in East- 
ern estimation. The strange and mystical sig- 
nificance of the figure seven has been marked 
in all religions and from the very' earliest 
ages. The number was always a holy one. 
Thus there arc seven days in creation, seven 
spirits before the throne of God, seven graces, 
se\'eii cardinal virtues, and seven deadly sins; 
and the Virgin has seven joys and seven sor- 
rows. Then we have in scripture seven 
churches in .A.sia, seven candlesticks, seven 
stars, seven trumpets, seven horns, and the 
Lamb has seven eyes ; while there are seven 
divisions of the Lord's Prayer. Curiously 
enough, too, the great sacred books of the 
world arc seven in number. These are the 
Bible, the Eddas of the Scandinavians, the 
Chinese "I'ive Kings," the Koran of the Ma- 
hometans, the Tri Pitikes of the Buddhists, 
the Vedas of the Hindus and the Zendavesta 
of the Persians. And in legend we have 
seven champions of Christendom — St. George 
of England, St. Denis of France, St. James of 
Spain, St. Anthony of Italy, St. Andrew of 
Scotland. St. Patrick of Ireland and St. David 
of .Wales. There were also the Seven Won- 
ders of the World. In atldition to these, to 
mention only a few other instances, there are 
seven days in the week, seven phases of the 
moon, seven ages in the life of man, and the 
use of the exprcs.sion, "the seven seas" is of 
everyday occurrence. 

The figure nine consists of a trinity of 
trinities. 'There are nine planets, and jMilton 
speaks of "nine enfolded spheres," or heavens. 
Dionysius the Areopagitc maintained that the 
angels were divided into nine orders ; wdiilo 
(he number of the beast in the book of Revela- 
tion is six hundred three-score and six, a mul- 
tiple of nine. The hydra whom Hercules 
slew had nine heads; there were nine muses, 
and also the nine gods by. whom l^ars Por- 
sena swore. The Styx encompassed the in- 
fernal regions in nine circles, and there were 
nine rivers of hell, according to classic myth- 
ologj'. There were, too, the nine worthies of 
whom Drydfcn tells us, in "The Flower and 
tiic Leaf": 
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"Nine worthies were they called, of different 

rites — 

Three Jews, three pagans and three Chris- 
tian knights." 

These were Joshua, David and Judas Mac- 
cabaeus; Hector, Alexander and Julius Cae- 
sar; Arthur, Charlemagne and Godfrey of 
Bouillon. 

Seven was called the medical number and 
the more usual climacterics seem to have been 
septennial; perhaps for astrological reasons, 
but more particularly because within such 
periods man's body and mind were supposed 
to undergo some remarkable changes with re- 
spect to health, life or fortune. Indeed it was 
believed that the constitution of man changed 
every scxcn years and that during e\'ery sep- 
time the w^hole of the solids and fluids of the 
bod}' were i)eriodically renewed — ^the old cast 
off and new matter formed. 

Infancy without teeth was said to last 
seven months, and at seven years of age a 
child had left infancy; at twice seven, or four- 
teen, he had attained puberty, and at three 
times seven, or twenty-one, he h&d reached 
manhood. At five times seven, or thirty-five, 
a man was considered to be at the height of his 
physical and bodily strength, and at seven 
times seven, or forty-nine, at the height of his 
mental strength, or intellectual powers. At 
nine times seven, or sixty-three, he was said 
to have arrived at the grand climactic, and at 
the tenth return of the seventh year, or seven- 
tieth year of age, the ordinary limit of humjm 
life was reckoned to be reached. 

.'Vs j:)ersons advanced in years the more 
critical points were approached, and the grand 
climacteric was looked forward to with con- 
siderable anxiety. Forty-nine, or seven times 
seven, was an especial climacteric, and eightj'- 
onc, or nine times nine, was one of the two 
grand climacterics. Biit the other, the grand 
climacteric par excellence, "that special mile- 
stone on the road of life," was sixty-three, be- 
cause, being seven times nine and nine times 
seven, it partook of the virtues of both num- 
bers. According to Lcvinus Leninius, the 
eminent Dutch phy.sician of the sixteenth cen- 
tury, it is not encountered "without heaps of 
dangers." Sickness in this year was especial- 
ly feared, and in it, says Minshen, "many 
worthy men died." Rantsaw terms it heroicus, 
on the ground tha^ it had proved peculiarly 
fatal to heroes. — I^ondon . Globe.

Kcunomic conditions have so vastly

and wliere the children were born and 
would hardly have been heard of iif- 
terwards but for the life-devotion of u 
nurse who gave herself. body and soul 
for the family. It' seems, therefore, 
reasonable to suppose that even in tho 
past there was a diversity of domestic 
gifts as of literary or other powers, 
and tiiat a woman was not, even then, 
by nature and without training of any 
sort, a skilled ullround housekeeper. 
Moreover, If homes as a general rule 
were better managed by comparison 
with those of today, the conditions of 
life were at the same time infinitely 
more simple. 

But the problem with which we are 
concerned today is not merely one of 
big households. In all times the so- 
called simple house run by a single wo- 
man has been, and is the most complex 
This is especially true of the working- 
man's wife with a family. Even wlien 
some of the children are at school 
there are the cleaning, cooking, mar- 
keting, and mending for a whole fam- 
ily with her one pair ot hands, every- 
thing to plan with her one heaji, and 
very little chance of eliungo or relief 
from one week's end to another. Her 
work Is really extremely manysided and 
any scheme which is practlcabli; must 
make adequate provision, not only for 
training, but for inspiring the girls in 
elementary schools with an apprecia- 
tion of the magnitude of the service 
which mothers in suchliomos render to 
tho community If they bring up their 
families well. A' great deal is neces- 
sary to sweeten so stupendous. a task. 

The consideration of these two great 
types of housekeeping — the castle and 
the cottage — wlU help us to realize that 
housekeeping in the broad sense form's 
the largest single Industry In Great 
Britain, Nearly two million women 
are paid for their various positions in 
Imusehold.s. besides about six million 
married womfn, of ■whom It Is llkolj' 
about five million must be their own 
Iniusekcepers; \yherea.s the largest 
number of men In any sigle industry, 
taking for example, all kinds of rallwa.v 
and other transport as one industry, is 
w(ll below two million. It becomes 
iher(>for<- Increasingly necessary in the 
interests of national efficiency thai 
this great industry should be. elevated 
lotlierankof a skilled profession anil 
no longer left to the tender mercies of 
si lf-laught amateurs nor of "dufterH," 
who are not brilliant enough for a so- 
ealled professional career. Moreover, 
file eontention that any good system of 
Keiier.'il education, whether elertientnry 
or secondary, will fit a woman; to, gov- 
ern a house or rear a family Is sad- 
ly laekin« eonfirniatlon In practice. 

Here two ihouKhts present them- 
seK . s as worthy ."f considertttion. ' I.s 
it not iiossiide to differentiate more 
than i.i usual the "mother" and the 
"hoiiseUeeiier," to make housekeeping a 
rieoKiiined profession? Secondly, 
sliould it be a foreBone conclusion in 
the ease of a woman who |iaB taken up 
some (b rinife calling to the benefit of 
(he eommiinlty and of herself, but has 
no a],titndi-' fur household work 'or Or- 
K.tnlzatloii, tliat immediately on her 
marriage she sliould relinquish the ro- 
nuinerativu work for which she has 
been tniiiu.-d In order to take up work 
at whieh she will lie a very poor am- 
ateur, and the details of which .slie 
IhoriuiKbly dislikes, ami therofore can- 
not ii. i form perf.'ctly '.' In many eases 

' I" ssimial w(jrk would inevitably 

m ill it lliroiiKli the widening of her 
mind by tin; oiiportiinlties of marriage, 
and liei husband's homo would certain- 
ly Kaiii by her dele;,',-itinK the h0ll.se- 
lo'i'iiiii;; ; it lieint;- nf eourse under- 
stood tliat a satisl'aetory budget should 
lie ari'u'eU al beUveea husband and 
wife. A possible sohitliiii would bi! 
th.'il every woni.'Ui .should he selen- 
tHieally versed in the broad nnderlv- 
iiig iirineiples of all tli.-it concertiH tiia 
eeonoiny of a Inmsehold under nioderu 
eoinlitions, and then be free to .spe- 
eialize for work eilln-r wltliln or willl- 
ont lliei home aeeordlng to lier special 
talents.

without possessing the Intimate knoiv- 
ledge of details which, for Instance a 
head of one of hla departments should 
possess. 

This brings us to another a.spoot of 
the same question. Apart altogether 
from Individual liomos all institutions 
are but homes on a large scale, and 
many philanthropic undertakings re- 
solve themselves into a complicated 
form of housekeeping. And the day 
has gone by when the big heart or 
the big purse was sulflclent for tlie 
successful management- of phllan- 
tliropic enterprise. Today "trained 
I intelligence" Is indispensable; Women 
educated on the, lines indicated above 
i-ould prevent much waste of public 
! money and add to their usefulnes.s 
[ generally, whether as members of 
boards of hospitals, Ijoards of guar- 
dians, and of philanthropic coinmll- 
teos of all kinds; or as paid oflielals in 
the capacity of medical oltleers, sm'ri^- 
tarios of charity orgaiil/.alions, ma- 
trons of hospitals, and liousekeeper.-i 
in the great college halls, sanator- 
iums, and elsewhere. A lady eninbln- 
ing something of tlie trained mirse 
and trained houHekeeper ml/,'lii wlili 
profit to the next geiu'ratlon find a 
place at the head of all donieslie af- 
fairs, includini; food, health, and con- 
trol of "service slatf," In all our hi.i,' 
schools and ooUe^^es. When onei; tin; 
women of tills country I'eally.e the po- 
tentialities of .such a movenient. they 
will take their place not only as l';m- 
pire-biiililers, but anovi; all as I-an- 
)iiri'-eonser\'ers. ISut one word of 
warnilip; is m eess.'iry. The fnlle:H re- 
sults can only be achieved If women 
enlist a' every staKe the sviiipathy 
and co-operation of men. 'I'he at- 
tiiinmi-nt of this Ideal should ,'idd Im- 
ini'in<el.\' to till- periiianent stalnlit.v of 
the eoiinli-y, for no nation eiii' rest on 
surer foundations than that in which 
the most callable women, those nio.st 
hlKhly trained, are the housekeepers 
and the niolhers.

When .Mii-hael Hrown, Port Itirli- 
inoiid, .Staleii Islanil. in-ar .N"ew York, 
read of tin- bei;-stlnKilig trculnieiit for 
rheumatism In Itoosoveit hospital lie 
decided to try It on himself, lie K'lt 
I'.'.'i bees and used them. Their Htingii 
did not oven redden his skin, except 
a little at one of his wrists. Now ho 
lias given up tho treatment, having de- 
cided reluctantly that there Is some- 
thing wrong with it or that his ail- 
ment has advanced too far to be cured. 

It was no liiilf-liearted experiment 
that .All-, liidwn made. lie began at 
his Icni es. wllere tin- .loints were bent 
as In sittiiiK. I'^veii the bees spenied 
to re(;of;ii i/.e that It would be a waste 
of enei'Ky lo e.-vpelld llli;ir I'llerK.N' oil 
II eondlUon so had, and he had Iroubli- 
ill making Lliein angry enough lo sling 
lilm. j\s_ one after another made that 
vital sacrlllce for hlni he was coii- 
Hclous merely of a r'riekling seiisaUoii 
which i)assed away lll%(; the toiu'h of 
a needle,, leaving no mark, lie jier- 
.slated until twenty-nino hud paid the 
life ponatty by leaving tholr atlnger.s 
in hiB flesh ut one. sittings without Ir- 
ritating the knoos tn the Bllghtost.

except one wrist, which swelled for a 
few hours and then became as stiff as 
before. 

•Mr. Brown's family had a busy day 
u hen tho bees arrived. They were all 
eager to liave the treatment tried, and 
his wife, son and mother helped in 
putting liees under tumblers and stir- 
ring Ihetii into action. I-",\'en .lames 
.Me.\'all\-, .Mr. lirown's olil-tinii- friend, 
who bad obtained the bei-s. was press- 
ed into this service. It was .\li-Xall\-, 
indeed, who kepi faith alive after Ibe 
bees liad failed lo re.spond lo sliii,t;lng. 
for the book-keeper in .New Orighlon 
from whom he got -them had assured 
him that the bees would do the woi-i<. 
Since Roosevelt hospital had taken uii 
tho treatment, the keeper said, there 
had been .a steady demand for bees, 
and ho knew of five cases In Stapleton 
alone that had been relieved liy the 
treatment. :\IcXally's conlldence last- 
ed until l:;"! dead bi-es inoved tin- thor- 
ongliness of the experiment with his 
friend.

I-'or tliirly-nlne years .Mr. iirown 
had no aeinniintanee with illness, lb- 
moved to Slaten Island seventeen 
years ago from this eit\', and uftairs 
pro.spered with him as a carpenter, 
cahlnelinuker and builder..

Perhaps I ought lo he thank- 
ful that while I licep qiibt then- is 
no longer any pain, .Still it is liard for 
a man at my iigc to be laid off, 1 am 
afraid that the disease Is too far 
along with me to be helped by bees 
or anything else."

J'erhaps the most n-markable fact 
connected with eclipses is that astro- 
nomers can predict them with an ac- 
curacy down to the -very minute and 
for centuries ahead, yet the state of 
"10 clouds cannot be foretold even for 
a .single day. This has caused many 
a well laid plan for eclipse expeditions 
to go awry, and tile arrangements of 
imintlis tinil the expenditure of thou- 
sands iif dollars to go for naught. 
I'eriods of bu.il eelipse of Ihe sun are 
great events in tin- li\-es of those who 
wisli to fathom tile secrets of that 
gr- ,-a luminarv . 'i'ln-re are ahoul 
si-\'ent>- total eclipses of the sun In 
a renlur.\, and their aggre,gate |ieriods 
ol totality amount lo but little- moi-e 
tliun tll!-ee hours. 

Some of thi-se are onh- \isible in 
regions too remote for tlie .-isiromimer 
to reach, while others onlv can be 
seen on the oceans. Still otln rs are 
obscured by clodds, so that the astro- 
nomer has to work and think fast 
when a favorable opportunity does 
present it.sclf. At most ho has but 
.seven minutes on a given ecliiise, and 
tin- average i.s less than three min- 
utes. The width of the strip of terrl- 
tor,\ ovi'i- whieh an eelips,- mas- lie to- 
tal eaniiot e.xeeed IDT miles, and it is 
seldom wider th.-in til) inile;^ .Some 
parts of the ,.artli an- more favored 
with total Vclipsis than mlier p.arts. 
I..01U101I never .saw a. total eclipse in

It IS i-s|iiniiti-.l thai Old .Sol radiates 
enoiigii ileal comfortably to provldt3 
fur two ihou.-iniul million planets like 
mil- iHMi. I.'lach siiuaro foot of hla 
suifac. gives off enough heat to drive 
an (M an liner, and two acres ot the 
sun's surface would furnish power 
enough lo drive all the machinery in 
the world now driven by steam. Its 
heat concentrated on a column of Ice 
two and a fourth miles square and 
reaching from the earth to the sun 
would suffice to melt the whole col- 
umn In n single second. In seven 
seconds more tho wiitor from tin; 
m.'llod column would Ix; \-apori'/.ed. 
What becomes of iill tlil.s heal aiid 
llghl, ask the astronomers. Willi 
onh' Oue billiontli part of It used by 
all the planets, do tlic otlicr li;di.!»!)l>,;ili'.i 
parts go nil and on Into niiipty spiu'e 
forever, at tlio rate of lS6,O0n miles a 
second '.• !s the sun ho prodigal wllli 
its heal tliat it uses luil.v tin- billionth 
p.irt to a good purpose'.' 

And when will Ihis Icrrilii- cxpeinl- 
itiu-e of eiii-rg>' cease'.' Scientist.s kiiinv 
that if if were a solM liim|i of the host 
aiithracile c-nal, hurnini;- under a I'Dn-ed 
draft, 11 would mil give off as iniicli 
heat as at rn'i'scnt, and thai the last 
vestige of thai lunip would tic lniriie<l 
a\va>- in (>,O0O years. 

The accepted theory of the source of 
the sun's heal is that of con traction. It 
has been aliown that a conti'actioii of 
twonly-nce. feet a yniir In llic sun's 
vohniie would account for all tin; lical 
it radlate.4. Al that, rate it would take 
1(1,0110 ,>'cars for the difforcnce to bo- 
come appreciable to tho astronomer, 
and 10,000,000 years for it seriously to 
afre(;t conilitlons on the eartli. 

Simon Nowcornb, whose, name is 
known wherever men study the heav- 
ens, Hrt.y.s that the cromospbere, the 
rlng'of light around the sun at a total 
eclipse, if an ocean ot Are, is ais deep, 
as the Atlantic If broad, and many 
times hotter than tlie fleerccst Curnaco. 
If there are hurricanes In tho sun they 
blow as fust in a-' second as our gre;it- 
est storms in an, hour. In thirty sec- 
onds one of them would blow from the 
Canadian border to the Gulf of Mexi- 
co,, not destroying; houses ■ and llfis 
alone, but; converting the whole -laud-^ 
Scape Into ii aeetlilng ninaa of glowing 



vajior. Wo think of a Vesuvius erup- 
tion with Us slreams of lava, yet the 
sun .shoots culninns of gas ,"iO,000 miles 
lligh that would destroy in Ihi; twin- 
liling of an eye- .■vcr>' \-esliKi.: of life in 
a world like our.s. 

What would liapjien to man if the 
earlh should forgi-l the I.'iw of gravita- 
tidii thai ket-ps ll r.u-ing around the 
;^un'.' .-Xstronomers declare that at once 
wo would begin to travel slraiglitawav' 
into space, gelling further and fur- 
ther away al the rate of a thousand 
miles and more an hour, and in a 
year'.'! time tlu; last vestige of life on 
the eartli would have passed forever. 

Perhaps the greatest work now be-' 
Ing done in learning more about the 
mysteries of the sun is at Mount Wil- 
son, California, under the auspices of 
the Carnegie Institution. Cooperating 
vltli its own observers is Professor 
Ahtiott. of the astrophysical observa- 
tory of the Smithsonian Institution. 
One of the instruments used In the 
studies Is the radiometer, and another 
tile bolometer. The radiometer is so 
(Icllcati! that the boat of a candle a 
lialf mile away will have a strong of- 
fcet upon It; and when the image of a 
ip.iin's face, at a distance of a half mile. 
Is tlirowii upon it by the reflecting 
mirrors, it shows a change of twenty- 
iMiints, wh(!re even- a half point could 
lie delected. 

.A leaclicr of astronom.v asked' an in- 
iitlentive pupil what the corona was. 
Tho boy replied that he did know,, .but 
had forgotten. "Too ' bad,"" answered 
the teacher, vvltli never a smile,' "that 
only one man in the world ever knew 
what the corona was and he has for- 
gotten It." But it is the hope of many 
nstro-physlclsfs that the patient .'vyprk 
which they proposfe to do in the Tiext 
i^tuarter century wll! reveal whft.t .the 
pupil thought Ito had forgotten, along 
with many other things about .the 
great orb upon which all mundane nfe 
depond.s. In learning about' it as the 
center of the siolar system tliej' will 
also learn about millions of other sta'i-'s, 
Boma of which are as much brl^nter 
than the .sun at noofidoy Is brighter 
than twilight and as mt^ch hotter as 
the torrid zone is than the NorlJi' Pole.

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It Is said that Governor Dunsmuir 
wants to rosign liia otlico and that it 
Is hard to liiul a man wlio Is luti'd for 
the position who Is willing to under- 
take its duties. 

The national Red Cross society o£ 
the United States has built more than 
thrtee thousand new houses In Messina 
to replace those' that have been de- 
stroj-ed by the earthquake. It is such 
a work as this that makes war be- 
tween two nations unlikely. 

One of the finest canals in the world 
is that which enables ships to pass 
from Lake Superior to Lake Huron — 
The Soo, as it is called, because It al- 
lows the ships of the world to avoid 
the rapids of Sault Ste. Marie. By an 
unfortunate accident the gates gavf 
way and the waters rushed down, 
sweeping two vessels before them. 
Many other ships were damaged. 

On Friday last many carthnuakc 
shocks were felt In France. Though 
the shock was nothing like so severe 
as thai of San Francisco or Italy, the 
people were greatly alarmed. About 
a hundred lives as said to have been 
]o6t and some houses tumbled down. 
An earthquake Is a very terrible thing. 

Lord Charles Beresford Is likely tn 
come to Canada this autumn. As most 
of you know this great sea lord was. 
till a few months ago, the head of tho 
British navy. His visit Is likely to b.- 
an Important one for he will havr 
much to tell the Canadian government 
of what Is the best way of undertaking 
the new work of self-defence. 

The cowardly secret and murderous 
.s'ociety of tho HIack Hand ha.s been

The Andes 
and the Amazon and the great coun- 
try of Brazil are imprinted on their 
memories, but they often leave school 
without knowing much more about 
this great region unless, Indeed, they 
must learn by heart those terrible 
names of the volcanoes which have 
not In our time done any more ser- 
ious harm than to bother the brains of 
girls and boys on examination days. 
Hut it will not he long before It will 
be necessary for all intelligent men 
and women to learn a great deal about 
this rich region w)iich, we must not 
forget. \v;ir, pettled'long before Canada 
or the United States. 

We learned some month.s ago that 
Brazil and some of the other countries 
Were building navies, but the news 
that comes this week is much more 
Important. A railway has Just been 
linished from lUienos Ayre.s to Val- 
paraiso. This Is the first railway to 
cross the .-Xndes. This railroad has 
been nearly forty years in building 
anil now tliat il Is flidshed we may 
ex|peet that the country will grow In 
wealth and pojiulatiqn as North Am- 
erica has done wherever railroads 
have been built. 

A great deal is being said in Can- 
ada about useless Immigrants, and no 
doubt many people come to lOastern 
Canada wlio camiot help much .at first 
to improve the country. British Co- 
lumbia Is fortunate In being too far 
away for these people to reach us. No 
man who is strong enough to work 
and willing to do so need be Idle 
here. He may have to dig ditches or 
work on a farm, or do many othei- 
things that are neither easy or pleas- 
ant for a man who is not used to 
them, but If he has pluck and perse- 
verance he will not go hungry. There 
is no room in this province for useless 
people, whether they are born here or 
come from other countries. The boys 
and glrl.s growing up here may be 
very sure that unless they know how 
to work well and hard others will 
come to take their places. They are 
on the ground llrst and should be the 
leaders. Let us take care that there 
are no useless C'anadlanH growing up 
to be a loss and a burden to the 
country and a disgrace to themselves 
and all who care for them. 

There are many of u.s who tliink 
that If they wen; only rich tliey 
would be happ.v. There is a miser- 
able story being told in the papers 
which shows that rich people may he 
far more wretched tiian the poorest 
of the iioor. The man or woman who 
has money enough to do just what he 
or she pleases very often ends by be- 
ing the slave of appetite. It is true 



men who understand the cultivation 
of the soil and the growth of plants, 
taught farmers how to enrich their 
soil and to make their orchards fruit- 
ful. Good trees have been Imported 
and the land in the upper country Ir- 
rigated through the advice and assist- 
ance of this very hard working minis- 
ter. Now ho is giving the young men 
of the province an opportunity of 
helping along tho good work of mak- 
ing British Columbia deserve tho name 
he has given it. "Tlie Orchard of Can- 
ada." The heat cannot he made out of 
the lanil unless those who cultivate It 
understand all about it, and there are 
many things lo learn about plants 
before they can be prolitahly culll- 
valed. It is true that the work can 
he done by men who are trained lo it 
but some- one mu>it understand why 
the work should be done in one way 
rather than another and the more peo- 
ple who understand the aolenco of 
farming the richer will the farmers 
become. fTntll British Columbia has 
a uuiverslt.\- of Its own this knowledge 
cannot he learned here fully. Those 
who study botany and chemistry in 
'the schools are doing pai't of this 
work and an Iniportiint part, loo. Hut 
there are collegc-s where these lessons 
are put Into practice and we hope to 
have one here when the province gels 
a little older and does not need so 
many new roads ;uiil trails and 
bridges. In the meantime young men 
who want to stiid.\- agriculture will be 
helped to go to Guolph or the Macdon- 
ald college at Montreal. W'c need 
farmers here who make their work a 
profession as much or more tlian lay- 
yers and doctors. It is well th.-it hoys 
brought up In the country should lake 
the lead in the work of devcloiihig it, 
tind the .Minister wishes to give thcin 
as good an opportunity of doing so as 
boys brouglit up in the Eastern pro- 
vinces have. In taking tills step he 
has e<irned the gratitiule of the young 
people of British Columbia.

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The week that lies botwccn the second niul 
tenth of July will find the ancient city of Gen- 
eva counting the centuries of its history and 
celebrating the most important anniversaries in 
its long and varied cureer. The central lignrc 
in these solemnities is John Cal\-ir.. who was 
born on July 10, 1509, and the institutions under 
whose auspices the commemorations occur arc 
the work of his hands. The church of Geneva 
celebrates the organizer «who molded its des- 
tinies during twenty years of its infancy, while 
the university, for which John Calvin laid the 
foundation in 1559, invites the academic world 
to take part in the joys of its tlireo lunuh'cd 
and fiilielh anniversary. On July (1 will he hiid 
the corner-stoni.' of a massive international 
monimieut to the Reformation. 

The active participation of six or more of 
the great peoples of the world in this com- 
memoration calls to mind the great significance 
of Geneva in the sixteenth century. This was 
not because it commanded a powerful territory, 
for it was and always has been a diminutive 
country. In the day when Charles V. was the 
jjrcatest German enipcrnr and Henry VI II. was 
sittintj on the throne of lMi;;!aiul, 1. ivncwi was 
a little city almost surronnded l)y Uu' enemy's 
country. lis territory has never l)oen uiucli 
larger than it is today, when, as a suNcreiyii 
state and member of the Swiss Confederation, 
its irregular boundaries, if laid out in a square, 
would measure but little over ten miles on 
each side. But this small spot became a beacon 
light lor (w'c great nations. 

The first act in this historic drama was the 
fight for political indeiienrlencc, r.nd in \'iew of 
the most tnifavorable conditions ilu- s(rui;i:;le 
commands onr admiration With I'rancc on one 
side and Savoy on the other there was nut rveu 
contact with the sympathetic Swiss CouiCdern- 
tion. From early times the dukes of Savoy had 
held the overlordship of Geneva and a good 
share of French Switzerland, but the city had 
acquired valuable charter privileges which the 
inhabitants jealously guarded. About 1515 
there was serious friction with the overlord he- 
cause he attempted to infringe npon ihesc 
rights. Having pla.ced in Genc\-a a bisho]) who 
was wiioUy under liis intluence lie began to en- 
force his claims by arl)itrar_\- arrests. The ".Sons 
of Geneva" rose in defense and foiiglit valiantly 
for their native city. For fifteon years they sus- 
tained an intermittent contest, the political com- 
plications spreading wider and wider until at 
last ■ the King of France and a part of the 
Swiss Confederation w'ero found on the side of 
the stubborn city. It was the actual military 
assistance rendered by PVciburg and Hern tiiat 
brought about the defeat of Savo}', but Geneva 
had fought its way to a position of re.-.pect. The 
treaty of St. Jnlien in 1530 wa.s, indeed, a ces- 
sation of hostilities rather tlmn a |)eace, but 
tiie basis of the political integrity uf ( leneva 
was attained. A centiu'}' of vigilance was re- 
quired to keep this heritage intact, but the 
corner-stone of freedom was laid before the 
revolution in religion. 

Upon the ground thus cleared for action the 
Reformation entered into the iiisu^ry of Ge- 
neva. In 1532 Wilham Farel. a i'rcncli refugee 
who had for three years been laboring as a 
missionary in westt-rn .Swiizcrland. brought to 
this city the dodriiies uf the I'l-otestants. lie 
was not a wt.'lcome guest, for civil and rccle>ias- 
tical auth<jriti('s were both against iuni, i)iu 
for the next tour years he li:)uglit bi> way from 
])oiut to point. In tiie meanwhile liie Bislioj) 
of Geneva had been so perniciously active in 
politics that the authorities interferred, declared 
the ofTice vacant, and made it neces-;ai \- for him 
to flee the city for good in 1533. I bis was not 
a revolt against doctrine, but evidence of capa- 
city to act fcir ibemselves, and perhaps made 
easier the lalei- joroecss of change. The con- 
version of 1 ieneva had inanx ililTieult ie.^ \ ei tu 
encounter, but finalK' the L,'i)\-cniiiienl . pre^^ed 
by rf'fi')rniers within and iirgi'il b\- 1 'rotestani 
political allies witlioui, called in 153I) a general 
assembly of the people to decide. Protestantism 
was adopted. 

It was in that same year that John Calvin, 
jjassing tlu'ough the cii\' on a journey, was 
seized upon by Farel to assist him in his work. 
Following the earnest appeal to his conscience, 
he gave up his scholarly ambitions and devoted 
himself to the organization of the church of Ge- 



neva. The materials placed in his hands were 
a free city, a vacated church, a popular declara- 
tion in favor of free schools, a vote for Protest- 
ant worship, and an excitable Gallic popula- 
1 ion at large. 

Hut John Calvin Inul already begun his work 
of organization. Mis book on tile "Institutes 
of tlie Christian Ri'ligimi," i-;sued just the \ear 
before from the press at liasel, was the iirst 
serious attempt to formulate the whole body of 
Protestant doctrine. This came at a most im- 
portant juncture In the distracted condition 
of the reformers of that time an or^nizer of 
thought was needed, and this comprehensive 
work, written by a yoni.h of lwenty-se^•en, was 
recognized at once as a bulwark of the fnilh. 
Regarded simply as a monument of literature, 
it was a most r.otc-worthy production, for, al- 



was enforcing the new articles of belief, conse- 
quently it could not see things in that light. 

'hiere was some difficultv in enforcing a strict- 
er liisciiiline of uK.jrals in ihi' cit>', but the issue 
came when flu: council t)rdere<l a particular 
feirm of comnnniion eerem{)ny. Cahin .and 
Farel declined, and, in 153S. were banished from 
Geneva. 

Three years of turmoil convinced the Ge- 
nevans that Calvin was the only man who could 
bring peace He had settled in Strassburg, and 
was with considerable difficulty induced to 
leave an established position, but in 1541 he re- 
turned to spend the remainder of iiis life. 'Idie 
path was thorny, but in twenty yi'.nrs be built 
up a city and ;i church that became the ;idmira- 
tioii of the I'rotcstaiU woi'ld. 'Idle discipline of 
morals was severe, but the reformer also de- 



Calvin's influence upon the men and nations 
of his own time was very great. Geneva became 
early a refuge for French Protestants and the 
llugueiujts who remained at home looked to 
Gahiii as lo a l)ishop for counsel in matters 
both religious and political His correspondence 
weiS euorminis. iiiid the ettects .are seen in the 
e\-ents of ilie jieriod. way of b'rance the 

Cah-iiiistic doctrines took ]jossession of the 
Netherlands and fortified them for the struggle 
which brought to life the Dutcji Republic. 
Through discii^les who flocked to Geneva from 
Rngland antl .Scotland during times of persecu- 
tion the influence of Calvin upon those coun- 
tries was most personal and di^"ect. John Knox 
was for two years pastor to a considerable con- 
ereg.it ii )!! (if bis exiled countrymen, and went 
back to his work in Scotland thoroughly imbued 
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JOHN. CALVIN 
Bcasodo^ed ' from a plat* in a book published in 16W 
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though Calvin's t!ie(n-ic-. lui\e in many points 
been superseded, yi't in iiis;ical argument and 
eompietene-is of system the Institutes have 
iii'ver been surjiassed, and in the history of 
doctrine they rank with Augustine and Thomas 
.\(iuinas. Calvin's first international sftvice to 
Protestantism, therefore, was to solidify the 
grounds of conviction. 

Into the midst of the political and religious 
turmoil of 1536 John Calvin brought a clear 
conception of a Christian state and an inflexible 
will to enforce it. The ministers were asked by 
the city council to jircpare a statement of belief 
and an ordinance \"V the geivernment of the 
ehvireli. Picjth were ehiefly the wnric of Calvin, 
lu eontra.-t with the exi.-.i iiig |iracl ice in Geiuva 
and m the lefurmed countries i^f .Swilzeiianrl and 
Germany, lie |)roji(jsefl to make the church it- 
self the judge of the c|ualificatious uf its own 
members and the final authority on its own 
ceremonies. Hitherto, since every citizen was, 
of course, a member of the clun ch, the city coun- 
cil had decided these things, and were a last 
resort in cases of discipline. The government 
had, indeed, introduced the Reformation and

Init (m June 5, i.t.'o, liie Mp"n- 
iiiL; (.'xereises of the "riii\-(.'rsiie ei,i oiitge dr 
Geneve" took pku\' in the pre-eiiee ni tie.' ( ^1111- 
ci!-. It v'.as an in:-litnlion for botli ^e^■oll. larv 
and higher learning Theodori.' de i!e;;e wa- call- 
ed from Laus.anne to be the lirsi rector. Lalvin 
lectured on theological subjects, and other 
distinguished scholars were sought. The build- 
ings planned by Calvin still exist in the pres- 
ent "College dc St. Anloinc," having been the 



intellectual shelter of Genevan youth from that 
day to (his. The university became a beacon 
light of I'rotestaiU learnin.g, and its registers 
reveal the ntimes of many men wlu) b(.x:ame dis- 
tinguished in the cixdl and religious life of other 
countries. .Scholars like llotmaim and .Scaliger 
were listed among its etirly professors, and the 
iradiliem of advanced learning has continued to 
this d,iy. When Thomas Jefferson was laying 
the foundati(ms of his University of Virginia 
he found tli.ai in the intellectual life of his gener- 
ation the Universities of Geneva ami I'alinburgh 
w<.'re tin; "two eyes of Rurope." .As there were 
pfilitical troubles in .Switzerland at th(' time, 
m.ak"iiig the i)rofessors of Geiiev.a unceriain of 
their tenure, he seri(nisly contemi.ilated the re- 
moval of that whol(> faculty to X'irginia. The 
balanced sense of Wasiiington advised against 
so large an importation at once, but the ex- 
periment would have been interesting. In 
passing we may note that Geneva ;u the present 
day, with a population oi 1(^> than 150,000, 
maintains, of itself, not only aa elaborate school 
system, but a university of international reputa-, 
tion. ' 

Hitherto there ha- been no iiKUUiment to 
Calvin or to the Reloriiiatii.in in (ieiie\a. t."al\ in 
refpiesterl that his gra\c remain mmiarkeil, and 
so faithfully was this wish carried out that even 
the place cannot be identified. Tradition points 
to a certain spot in a quiet old cemetery, but 
otherwise no man knowcth his sepulcher It is 
natural, therefore, that the nations whose early 
history owed so much to Geneva have responded 
to the appeal for a worth.y visible testimony to 
the Reformation. This response is due in i^art 
to reverence for Gah-in's religious views and 
in part to recognition of the hist(jric signifi- 
cance of bis career, h i,^ the desire of the pro- 
moters of the movement to ]3erpetuate the 
memory of the reformers as great historic fig- 
ures, whose ideas contributed to religious and 
political liberty. While Calvin was no advocate 
of popular government, he was, in fact, the 
father of I'nrit.an democracy. The Huguenots 
and the Puritans w^ere sufficient unto themselves 
and found nu need of slate help in founding 
their church go\-ermnent. l-'oi'iitied with Cal- 
\ in's doctrines of tlui sovereignty of God and of 
law. they were equal to any political under- 
taking. 

The monument will r(\st on interesting his- 
toric ground. The authorities have allotted for 
the purpose a portion, of a public garden which 
was laid upon the line of a former wall of the 
city. In a view of Geneva dated in ^6S4 \vil\ 
be seen a strong rampart in the foreground 
wdiich was built in Calvin's day as a protection 
against renewed threats of trouble with Savoy. 
In the anxiety of the time, citizens, professors, 
and students contributt-d tlieir Labor to complete 
the defense, .and the feirtilicat ion became known 
as the "Wall of the l^efonners." This was re- 
moved in the nineteeiHh cenliiry and the vicinity 
laid out in a botanical garden and the "Promen- 
ade des Bastions." Upon the base of a portion 
of the ancient wall, at a point just to the right 
of the central gate seen in the picture, a new 
"Mnr des Reformat(Mirs" will be erected to

It I.s a u-.'il lai.uvn faiU that buyers 
of antique fiiiniiiire are swindled out 
of many thoa.sand.s of pounds every 
year. According to professional coj- 
lectors, miieli of the furniture which 
is bought us "genuine antiques," and 
for which hlgli prices are sometimes 
paid. Is of modern manufacture. 

It is said that there are half a dozen 
factories In Now York alone which 
make nothing else but "antkiuo" fur- 
niture. Some of It Is sold to retnllers 
who sell It knowing that it Is linlta- 
tioii. The more exjiensive (leslp:ns, 
however, arc sold lo iiiiseiiipnlon:; 
I IM'or.'.ssioiial eolli.H'tors, wlio ijalni il 
j mi' on rich amaUair.'i for hi;; price;'. 
I Some or il i.s bought h,\- v.i!.\- cnuali;, 
j i.iilc, who in turn sell 11 to "c|c\ .'r" 
I c.illcetor.s of antkiues who believe lin-y 
1 eini get the real thing by luiylng 11 in 
i plaei.-H where It is supiiosed to have 
l)(H:n "Cor thrj lust 150 years." 

So skilfully Is the greater part of 
this "antique" furniture made tliat it 
defifis the detection of any but the 
most exfierjonoed profesuional eoUee- 
tora, Fror.v bona'fldo antiques the 
manufacturers are able to copy the 
designs cixitith', and by the iis'j of 
acids tho now wood cuu bo given the 
appearance of genuine antiques of any 



period, frciiiieiitiy some part of tho 
Imitation is bona-tlde. An old chair 
may have one genuine leg, three new 
ones, and a body made to match it. 
Tlius one real antique can be mado 
over into half a dozen Imitations and 
sold for many times Its original value. 
Almost invariably this Is the case in 
sets of antique furniture. There is 
one bonafide piece and the others are 
modern jiloces mudc to match It. 

The taste for antique furniture has 
been growing for many years, and the 
inaniifiu'liiri; of imitations has be- 
c.ini" a bi.i; industry, Thi; newl.\ rich 
are willing lo pay big jirices for an- 
li.pie:--, and they are none tho wiser, 
iiir the luriiltiire is just as useful and 
rich looUhig a;; if it Were genulnii. 
Then, iigain, thvio . arc many people 
who prefer new furniture In bid de- 
signs tp genuine antiques. 

iMo.st of the professional collectors 
have orders from tlietr clients to buy 
certain pieces to fill out sets or to 
inateh certain other antlquii-. A rich 
vaaii may he able to obtain a si>t <d' 
eliair.s without dllllculty, but not a 
lalile to nialeh them. As lu- is in'cju- 
dlced agaliuii iinitaliou "antiques," ho 
places an order with a proftaHlonal 
collector to got. tho desired pieco.
